IN DEFENSE OF RAIL WORKERS 


| have read with great concern the recent articles re- 
garding Amtrak (News, “Hate Train,” October 11, and 
“Train Reaction,” October 25). My concern involves all 
the hard-working and caring employees who go to work 
every day and provide a great service to the riders of the 
commuter rail both north and south of Boston. These em- 
ployees are not the select few that were the subject of your 
stories. These good employees feel demeaned by having 
all been painted as violent and racist with the same brush. 
This letter is written in their. defense. 

I and other members of the Brotherhood of Mainte- 
nance of Way Employees (BMWE), which represents the 
employees that were not the subject of your stories, take 
the position that racism, violence, and harassment have no 
place in the workplace. This belief was made part of the 
preamble to our agreement — which reads, “Neither par- 
ty to this agreement will discriminate against an employee 
with regard to race, color, religion, sex, national origin, 
age, handicap, or sex orientation.” 

Only Amtrak has a say in who is hired into positions 
within the company. And if it failed to review all possible 
qualified applicants, then it was wrong. The members of 
the Brotherhood of Maintenance of Way Employees play 
no part in the hiring, but we do monitor whether the new 
hires take and pass the same tests (skills tests, knowledge 
tests, drug and alcohol tests, and physical exams) as those 
employees currently working for the company. The men 
hired into the bridge-and-building department two years 
ago passed all these tests. And — whether or not they 
knew someone — they were qualified to do the job. I can- 
not tell you if others were given the same opportunity to 
take these tests and failed or if they were not offered them 
at all. 

As to the incidents of harassment in the workplace, 
maybe this time Amtrak will respond positively. When our 
organization became aware of these situations, we took 
action. Your stories do not point out that the last violent 
incidents took place well over a year ago and that none 
have happened since. This is not to condone what hap- 
pened, but it’s not the Wild West that the story portrayed. 
Violefice tias no’ place’in the work environment. These 
good people have homes and families to go home to every 
night. They do not come to work to get into trouble and 
knock each other around, and they should not be por- 
trayed as doing so. There are always at least two sides to 
every story. Sometimes stories are depicted as more dra- 
matic than they are, depending on which perspective you 
look at them from. 

I would like to state clearly that neither I nor the orga- 
nization condone discrimination, racism, or violence in 
the workplace. This letter is not meant to cover up or 
make light of anything brought out in your story, only to 
make it known that the good apples in the basket need to 
be spoken for and protected as well.

The introduction had been for a union leader, 
not the congressman, who, seeing that the 
podium was already occupied, quickly put on 
his best collegiate wacky-antics face, got 
tangled in the curtain, and disappeared 
ie backstage again... . 

During his speech, Kerry tried to tweak Bill 
Weld by turning Weld’s own music against him. 
Building up for an applause line, Kerry cited 
perhaps the most famous lyric — “what a long, 
strange trip it’s been” — from Weld’s beloved 


Grateful Dead. Except, as politicians quoting pop slogans seem destined to do, Kerry got it wrong:

But a few 
revelers remained undaunted, including a pair of giddy twentysomethings who danced briskly before a 
giant-screen television, kicking aside bottles as a towering Bob Dole wistfully conceded above them.

Walcott sex suit settied 


Nobel laureate Derek Walcott, a 
Boston University professor with a his- 
tory of alleged sexual advances to- 
ward female students, has reached an 
out-of-court settlement with a former 
graduate student. 

Minnesota resident Nicole Niemi 
filed a civil suit against Walcott and 
Boston University last year in Suffolk 
Superior Court (“Nobel Laureate 
Derek Walcott Faces Sexual-Harass- 
ment Suit,” News, January 19, 1996). 
Niemi alleged that after she had re- 
fused to sleep with Walcott, he 
threatened to fail her and thwarted 


the production of a play she'd written. 


Walcott’s conduct, she stated in her 
suit, “was threatening, intimidating 
and coercive.” 
The suit reverberated in the 

halls of academia nation- 

wide and provided a rel- 
atively lurid topic for 
such staid academic 
journals as the Chroni- 
cle of Higher Education. 
Niemi also 
alleged 

in her 
suit 
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that Boston University officials “knew 
or should have known” about previous 
accusations of sexual harassment 
brought against Walcott, including one 
at Harvard University in the early 
1980s. The officials failed to act, she 
said, because of the acclaim Waicott 
brought the school. Niemi originally 
sought approximately $19,000 in travel 
and living expenses incurred at BU pri- 
or to her early departure from the 
school — which she said was precipi- 
tated by Walcott’s advances — and 
approximately $81,000 in compensa- 
tion for lost income. She also asked 
for unspecified damages for emotional 
distress. 

Lawrence Elswit, attorney for Wal-: 
cott and BU's board of trustees, de- 
clined to comment on the terms of the 
settlement, which he described as mu- 
tually agreed upon and confidential. 
Niemi’s attorney, C. Fred Walensky, 
also citing the confidentiality clause, 
refused to discuss the agreement. 

Walcott, now on sabbatical from BU, 
could not be reached for comment. 
Earlier this year he denied Niemi’s al- 
legations in a brief interview with the 
Phoenix from his residence on the 
Caribbean island of St. Lucia. 

“This is a complete and utter fabrica- 
tion,” Elswit added at the time. 

Walcott won the $1.2 million Nobel 
Prize for Literature in October 1992 
and has received numerous other 
awards, including an Obie Award 
for his 1970 play Dream on Mon- 
key Mountain.

Joe in de-Klein? 





Joe “Anonymous” Klein's ca- 
reer may be going swimmingly, 
but his credibility — at least 
within elite media circles — re- 
mains submerged below sea level. 
Hard as it is to feel sorry for 
Klein, who lied aggressively earli- 
er this year about his authorship 
of the novel Primary Colors, it 
would be a shame if he were for- 
ever dismissed as a prevaricating 
self-promoter not worthy of being 


taken seriously. His sins aside, Klein is a highly original thinker whose 
ongoing critique of liberalism should be read by anyone interested in 
how to. craft a renewed progressive politics. There are discouraging 
signs, though, that Klein is being tuned out. 

Just before it was announced that Klein would be moving from 
Newsweek to the New Yorker, he wrote a brilliant cover essay for the New 
Republic on the welfare culture that castigated the right for celebrating 
greed and rampant consumerism, the left for its promotion of moral rela- 
tivism, and, most compellingly, the role of television in the breakdown of 
families and the loss of self-reliance. Written as a review of William Julius 
Wilson’s much-praised book When Work Disappears: The World of the 
New Urban Poor (Knopf), Klein’s piece is a powerful cultural critique — 
even if it does fall apart at the end, when all he can offer as solutions are 
parochial schools and “a paramilitary job corps.” 

Klein’s critics, though, have leaped upon the last two sentences (“But 
the problem is not the absence of jobs. It is the absence of restraint.”) to 
caricature the 4000-word essay — inaccurately — as an update of 
Ebenezer Scrooge’s cruel question to those seeking alms for the poor: 


“Are there no prisons?” 


“Klein was certainly restrained in telling the truth, wasn’t he?” cackled 
Alexander Cockburn in his Nation column last week, in which he also de- 
scribed Klein's “favorite occupation” as “beating up on the poor (black) 
folks.” Added Terry Golway in the New York Observer: “It is a fine public 
service of Joe Klein, with his millions made from a book he was too shy to 
put his name on, to remind us of the various ways in which sacks of money 
are no substitute for more ethereal qualities.” 

Recently, when I posted favorable mention of Klein’s piece in the “Table 
Talk” section of the webzine Salon (www.salonmagazine.com), for which 
I’m a contributing writer; editor David Talbot uploaded a nasty riposte 
concerning Klein’s critique of moral relativism: “I think Joe Klein lives in a 
pretty big glass house when it comes to throwing that particular stone. His 
greed and deceit are one more big stain on American journalism — so of 
course Tina Brown has hired him as the New Yorker’s Washington corre- 
spondent. One moral relativist deserves another.” 

Admittedly, Klein has made it easy for us to dismiss him. But it 
shouldn’t be quite so easy to dismiss his ideas. 

(You can read Klein’s piece for yourself on the Web at 
www.enews.com/magazines/tnr/textonly/102896/txtklein 102896.html.)

As one strolls along Pond Road, on the north 
face of Willow Pond Knoll in Cambridge’s 
Mount Auburn Cemetery, it seems a shame 
ever to look down at the pavement. Despite 
October’s soaking nor’easter, the trees at 
Mount Auburn have kept their autumn 
leaves; now, on a sun-struck afternoon, the 
colors are just beginning to mellow. Reflected 
reds and golds flash and smolder on the sur- 
face of the pond, where drift a dozen or so 
graceful, muscular Canada geese. 

But those very geese remind the wayfarer 
to keep an eye.on_the ground: the expanse 
of lawn all around the pond, clear yp to the 
curving abstract sculpture that crowns the 
knoll, is thickly strewn with goose shit. Soft 
blackish-green turds, a bit larger than a 
man’s little finger, are scattered everywhere 
— on the grass, 
on the roadway, 
beside a bronze 
cherub on a 
ground-level 
headstone. Many 
have been 
squashed flat, ap- 
parently under 
the tires of tour- * 
ing cars, or under 
an errant shoe. 

According to 
H W_ Heus- 
mann, the water- 
fowl biologist for 
the Massachusetts 
Division of Fish- 
eries and Wildlife, 
a grown Canada 
goose generates 
something on the 
order of half a 
pound of feces a 
day. (“They’re 
feeding on grass, 
and there’s a lot 
of fiber in that,” 
Heusmann ex-

their smaller, migratory kin, the geese have 
settled into a sedentary lifestyle and multi- 
plied — from 1991 to 1993 alone, the state 
population burgeoned from 25,000 to 
36,000 (the apparent leveling-off between 
1993 and this year, Heusmann says, is prob- 
ably only the temporary result of bad weath- 
er in the spring breeding season). 

Grown geese have hardly any predators, 
Heusmann says, and the adult survival rate is 
“probably over 90 percent.” All they need is 
open water and an ample food supply — the 
latter ‘of which.is provided wherever people 
happetete grow grass: lawns, golf courses; 


» football fields, and, of course, cemeteries. 


At Mount Auburn, the resulting mess 
“has been a real concern for many of our 
visitors, obviously,” says Janet Heywood,

made_reservoirs are ideal goose habitats, 
and geese can pollute the drinking-water 
supply with coliform bacteria and sundry 
excess organic material. At Waltham, says 
Cambridge watershed manager Chip Nor- 
ton, the soil around the reservoirs is being 
eroded by hundreds of geese eating, tram- 
pling, and defecating on the grass that 
holds the soil in place. “It’s not a huge is- 
sue,” Norton says, “but it needs to be ad- 
dressed.” The city, he says, is monitoring 
water quality, erecting temporary fencing 
around the hardest-hit areas, and develop- 
ing a goose-management plan to be imple- 
mented in the spring — “very early 
spring,” Norton adds. 

One viable goose-control option — hunt- 
ing — is out of the question at the reservoir

plains.) With a 
Massachusetts 
population of around 36,000 geese, that 
makes for eight or nine tons of new goose 
droppings statewide each day. 

And that’s every day — despite the 
species’s fame as a migrating harbinger of 
winter, virtually none of the state’s Canada 
geese fly south, Heusmann says. According 
to “Living with Canada Geese,” a flier 
Heusmann prepared for the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society, these geese are mostly de- 
scended from the large captive birds, used as 
live decoys by commercial hunters, that were 
set free when the federal government 
banned the use of live decoys in 1935. Pro- 
tected by hunting restrictions designed for

In response, Heywood says, Mount 
Auburn is “making it more attractive for

the cemetery has planted shrubs by the wa- 
ter’s edge — geese prefer a clear view — 
and, on one occasion, has brought a dog in 
to chase the geese away (which “kept them 
away as long as the dog was here,” one em- 
ployee says). 

Geese present more of a problem, 
though, at the Cambridge city reservoirs in 
Waltham. According to Heusmann, man- 


(and, of course, at the cemetery). In some 
parts of the state, Heusmann Says, a 
September hunting season, designed to take 
place before migrant geese begin arriving 
from the Arctic, has helped check some of 
the local goose population. But, he says, “a 
lot of suburban areas are closed to hunting 
for social reasons.” 

A distaste for bloodshed is probably also 
why Massachusetts has yet to follow the ex- 
ample of other states, which have rounded up 
nuisance geese, slaughtered them, and donat- 
ed the meat to hunger-relief efforts. “There 
are probably a lot of people that would like to 
see it done,” says Heusmann. a

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In Burma, the road to prosperity is paved with the blood, 
sweat, and tears of children

ILAN KUNDERA ONCE wrote 
NE: the “struggle against power 

is the struggle of memory against 
forgetting.” Few outside Burma know 
about the epic events that took place 
here between 1988 and 1990. Few have 
heard of the White Bridge on Inya Lake 
in the center of Rangoon, now known to 
foreign businesspeople as the site of an 
“international business center.” Yet it 
was here that an uprising as momentous 
as the storming of the Berlin Wall in 
1989 was sparked. On March 18, 1988, 
hundreds of schoolchildren and students 
marched along the bridge, singing the 
national anthem, signaling that they 
wanted no more of the authoritarian rule 
that had been in place since a 1962 mili- 
tary coup. The march was as joyful as it 
was defiant. When suddenly they saw be- 
hind them the steel helmets of the riot 
police, they knew they were trapped. 

According to eyewitnesses in exile that 

I have interviewed, the soldiers systemat- 
ically beat many of the protesters to 
death, singling out the girls. A few 
protesters managed to escape into the 
lake, where they were beaten and

drowned. Of those who survived, 42 
were locked in a van parked in the noon- 
day sun outside Insein prison, where 
they died of suffocation. At the White 
Bridge, fire engines were brought in to 
wash away the blood. 


chose to go on strike, and the country 
followed: teachers, journalists, railway 
workers, weather forecasters, gravedig- 
gers — even prison guards and police. 
The massive demonstration, soon joined 
by students, numbered more than

This state-sanctioned violence did not 
put an end to the protests. On the con- 
trary: after months of rising popular 
confidence, the moment of general up- 
rising came precisely at eight minutes 
past eight o’clock on the morning of the 
eighth day of the eighth month of 1988. 
This was the auspicious time the dockers 


10,000 protesters. 

When Ne Win, the now-retired chair- 
man of the ruling junta, kept his promise 
to “shoot to kill those who stand against 
us,” there were no television cameras 
linked to satellite dishes, as there were 
during China’s bloody response to the 
democracy movement in Tiananmen 






Square the following year. Over the next 
four days, several thousand Burmese 
died in the streets and in the prisons, un- 
der torture, and even in their homes as 
the army stormed the crooked lanes, fir- 
ing at random into flimsy homes. Anyone 
with a camera was a target. Perhaps the 
world really took notice only when a 
charismatic woman, Aung San Suu Kyi, 
daughter of the national hero Aung San, 
was placed under house arrest in July 
1989. Thereafter, the junta calculated, 
they could proceed with an election that, 
without her, they were certain to win and 
which would legitimize their dictator- 
ship. In fact, they lost spectacularly: Suu 
Kyi’s National League for Democracy 
(NLD) won 82 percent of the parliamen- 
tary seats; she even swept the board in 
principal army cantonments. 

Shocked, the generals (who had re- 
named the regime the State Law and Or- 
der Restoration Council, known by its 
Orwellian moniker SLORC) threw most 
of the newly elected Parliament into 
prison and turned Burma into what 
Amnesty International has described as 
“a prison without walls.” Since then, 
year upon year, the United Nations 
Commission on Human Rights has 
translated Burma’s tyranny into the fol- 
lowing catalogue: “torture, summary and 
arbitrary executions, forced labor, abuse 
of women, politically motivated arrests 
and detention, forced displacement, im- 
portant restrictions on the freedoms of 
expression and association, and oppres- 
sion of ethnic and religious minorities.” 

What drew me to Burma earlier this 


‘year was a Human Rights Watch/Asia 


report that said that despite the release 
of Suu Kyi from house arrest in 1995, 
“the overall human rights situation is 
worsening. As SLORC has moved to at- 
tract international investment, at least 
two million people have been forced to 
work for no pay under brutal conditions 
to rebuild Burma’s long-neglected in- 
frastructure.” Having opened Burma to 
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the “free market” and released its most 
famous prisoner, SLORC bargained that 
the rapacious instincts of the Asian 
“tiger” states and the venerable plunder- 
ers of the West would respond with the 
investment it craved. SLORC was not 
disappointed. The US government, in 
spite of a certain sound and fury from 
its representatives at the UN, said it 
would continue “neither to encourage 
nor to discourage” trade and invest- 
ment. The British government mounted 
a London trade conference — “Burma: 
The Next Tiger?” — funded by the De- 
partment of Trade, which was told about 
the “visionaries” of SLORC. And, im- 
mediately upon Suu Kyi’s release, the 
Japanese government restored some $50 
million in aid. The new Australian 
deputy prime minister, Tim Fischer, 
who had previously announced that 
“democracy is coming to Burma,” said 
that Australia could now adopt a “flexi- 
ble” approach to a country that offered 
“great economic opportunities.” 

By far the biggest investment, howev- 
er, was already well established: a 
billion-dollar pipeline being built by the 
French oil company Total, partly owned 
by the French government, and its US 
partner Unocal. This will carry Burma’s 
natural gas into Thailand and give the 
generals an estimated $200 million to 
$400 million every year for 30 years. In- 
deed, more than two-thirds of SLORC’s 
foreign underwriting now comes from 
oil companies. Tourism, the world’s 
fastest-growing industry, promises to 
complement the oil money — if not in 
“Visit Myanmar Year 1996,” then when 
the country’s roads, railways, bridges, 
and airports are rebuilt. 

Scheming despots are, of course, 
nothing new. What sets SLORC-run 
Burma apart is slave labor and massive 
displacement of whole sections of the 
population. No modern state, whatever 
its totalitarian stripe, has turned itself 
into a vast slave-labor camp in order to 
“develop.” Certainly, Pol Pot tried it in 
Cambodia as a means of control, but no 
one matches SLORC in paving the way 
to “the market” with such brutal audaci- 
ty. If the generals are allowed to succeed 
in this project — and they are already 
getting support from important allies 
like Singapore, Thailand, and Indonesia, 
which have been promoting “construc- 
tive engagement,” a euphemism bor- 
rowed from the Reagan Administration’s 
support for the apartheid regime in 
South Africa — they will command a

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pool of labor that will undercut the 
cheapest in Asia. This will attract capi- 
tal, and eventually loans will be granted 
by the World Bank and the International 
Monetary Fund. If this occurs, “global- 
ization” will mark another gain and hu- 
manity another loss. 

Little of this has been in the news. 
“I’m afraid,” Suu Kyi told me, “that 
countries and events keep slipping from 
the headlines, and we have slipped.” 
That indifference has recently faded, 
though, as Suu Kyi’s celebrity has risen 
and SLORC has mounted its own pub- 
lic-relations campaign. In September,

terials, including a videotape of the 
movie Beyond Rangoon. They vowed to 
take steps against her “if and when re- 
quired.” 

The day before the officials’ confer- 
ence, Suu Kyi held a press conference of 
her own, vowing that she would contin- 
ue to hold regular weekend rallies at the 
front gate of her Rangoon residence. 
“We are increasing the momentum of 
our work, and they are increasing the 
momentum of arrests,” she told re- 
porters. She has asked investors and 
tourists to stay away, pointing out that 
the foreign exchange they bring will 
widen the gulf between rich and poor 
and reinforce SLORC’s power. “It is 
just not possible,” she said, “for foreign 
visitors, on a short guided trip, to know 
the truth, if they are interested in the 
truth.” Indeed, few foreigners will be 
aware that a thousand people were re- 
cently thrown out of the village they oc- 
cupied for generations near Lashio in 
Shan State, so that the army could ex- 
tend the golf course for tourists. 
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N THE DEEP south of Burma, in 

Mon State, I found what has been de- 
scribed as the “second death railway.” 
Linking the towns of Ye and Tavoy, it 
recalls the notorious line built by the 
Japanese with the lives of more than 
100,000 Asians and Allied prisoners of 
war. We came upon it in dense jungle 
beyond a village where emaciated young 














girls held out silver urns for contribu- 
tions to the welfare of their community 
— a Buddhist tradition. Their face 
masks of thanaka, a yellow paste made 
from tree bark that protects and nour- 
ishes the skin, gave them the appearance

of small ghosts emerging from the un- 
dergrowth. They were fortunate com- 
pared with the gangs of children at work 
half a mile away. 

While adult slave workers toiled on 
20-foot embankments, the children — 
most of them exposed to the pre-mon- 
soon glare and heat — were engaged in 
crude brickwork. The youngest children 
were only nine years old. 

One estimate is that, out of 20,000 
adults and children forced to build the 
railway, up to 300 have died from ex- 
haustion and disease or have been killed. 
This seems conservative. We counted 
some 20 bridges in the area, and chil- 
dren appeared to be working on all of 
them. “No one can escape [forced la- 
bor],” one villager told me. “SLORC of- 
ficials or the army go from village to vil- 
lage. They take a child, as long as he is 
strong enough, without asking permis- 
sion of the parent.” 

In one of its recent annual reports on 
human-rights abuses throughout the 
world, the US State Department writes 
that SLORC routinely uses slave labor 
and “will use the new railways to trans- 
port soldiers and construction supplies 
into the pipeline area.” The oil compa- 
nies deny that the railway is linked to the 
pipeline project, and though most sup- 
plies are likely to arrive by sea, there can 
be no doubt that the railway will allow 
the generals to protect the companies’ 
investments and their own cut of that 
money. In 1993 Total was contacted by 
officials of the Burmese government in 
exile, representing Suu Kyi’s party, the 
National League for Democracy. They 
provided the company with extensive evi- 
dence of slave labor along the pipeline 
route. They also demonstrated how the 
profits from the project would invariably 

buy the arms and military equipment to 
which about half of SLORC’s budget is 
devoted, thus helping to underwrite the 





repression of the population. Total’s re- 
sponse was that it would continue. Uno- 
cal has described reports of slave labor 
as fabrications. 

Suu Kyi discounts the notion, propa- 
gated by some investors, that the 
Burmese population at large benefits 
from foreign investment. “The best biisi- 
ness opportunities always go to the same 
elite,” she told Le Monde in a recent in- 
terview. “There’s a class of people here 
who are getting very rich, so much so 
that they don’t know what to do with 
their money. Meanwhile there are people 
who are so poor — particularly in rural 
areas — that they are forced to take 
their children out of school.” 

Desmond Tutu — like Suu Kyi, a No- 
bel peace laureate — has said: “Interna- 
tional pressure can change the situation 
in Burma. Tough sanctions, not ‘con- 
structive engagement,’ finally brought 
about a new South Africa. This is the lan- 
guage that must be spoken with tyrants, 
for it is the only language they under- 
stand.” What is hopeful is that there is 
the promise of sanctions, coming not ini- 
tially from governments but from a re- 
markable grassroots disinvestment move- 
ment in the United States. Most recently, 
a lawsuit filed in US District Court in 
October accuses Unocal‘of human-rights 
violations and money laundering in con- 
nection with its Burmese pipeline project. 

On the governmental level, selective- 
purchasing laws, which prevent public 
funds from going to companies that 
trade with or invest in Burma, have been 
enacted by six American cities, including 
San Francisco, Berkeley, Madison, and 
Oakland. New York City is considering 
similar legislation. 

Massachusetts is the first state to pass 
such legislation. State Representative 
Byron Rushing (D-Boston), who wrote 
the law, told me: “In the case of South 
Africa, we were able to put pressure on a 
whole range of companies like General 
Motors, Coca-Cola, and Pepsi-Cola, and 
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DESPITE the release of Nobelist Suu Kyi, the human-rights situation is 
worsening.

Death of a 


cowboy investor

I heard on the radio that he had 
died: a well-known American 
businessman in Moscow, assassinat- 

ed gangland-style at a subway en- 
trance. I knew it was Paul Tatum be- 
fore the reporter said his name, and I 
knew that all along I had missed part 
of the story. 

When I got to know Tatum, I was a 
reporter at the Moscow Times and he 
was in a state of gleeful siege, holed 
up in his Moscow hotel with Star Trek 
tapes and a chorus line of pretty Rus- 
sian girls. He was locked into position 
against his Russian partners, who had 
taken the dubious tack of attempting 
to starve him out, so he was asking re- 
porters for food donations. I brought 
tuna fish. Tatum was eating a lot of 
take-out at that point, but he was real- 
ly living off the hype. 

It was spring of 1995, at one of 
those moments when his flamboyant 
business style began to verge on per- 
formance art. He had self-promotion- 
al instincts unlike any I had ever seen 
and he wore his bulletproof vest like a 
badge of honor. One day that April, 
when his partners had evicted him 
from his offices in the glossy Radis- 
son-Slavjanskaya, he called a press 
conference on the occasion of his 
forced break-in. 

As several reporters took desultory 
notes, the Oklahoma entrepreneur 
winked conspiratorially at me. He 
turned to the cameras with a brilliant 
grain-belt smile. “Now, for a little 
hands-on management,” he said, and 
switched on the power drill. We on 
the Tatum beat laughed weakly, but 
flanked by the press and his body- 
guards, Tatum was glowing like a 
Christmas ball. He thought we were 
protecting him. 

Tatum was gunned down in plain 
daylight Sunday, so it appears that we 
were not. He was shot 11 times in the 
back by an unknown gunman with a 
Kalashnikov, steps from the hotel 
complex he helped create. The gun 
was neatly dropped in a plastic bag at 
the scene. Tatum died half an hour 
later in Hospital #71. 

He was the last of a certain breed of 
businessman: an honest-to-God, cir- 
cle-the-wagons settler, unwilling to dis- 
appear when things got scary. A former 
GOP fundraiser with a glancing knowl- 
edge of things Russian, he had man- 
aged to get into the market on the very 
cusp of perestroika — when no one 
could get in — through sheer force of 
personality. Five years later, his head- 
strong and sometimes obnoxious style 
had earned him the sworn enmity of 
the city government and near-leg- 
endary status in the foreign communi- 
ty. He got a fair amount of ridicule. 
But he never lacked for attention. 

That, he thought, was his greatest 
weapon. Tatum’s battle with the 
Moscow Property Committee and the 
Radisson Corporation had been going 
on for so long that it seemed as much 
a part of the landscape as the Kremlin

wall or Jacko’s Casino. His story had 
been told so many times — he blitzed 
Capitol Hill, and the New York Times, 
and the Los Angeles Times, and the 
Times of London — that a strike 
against him, even by his less obvious 
enemies, would have been too brazen 
to imagine. He told me that a dozen 
times, or a hundred. 

Tatum’s death has horrified foreign 
businesspeople in Russia, and it 
should. His was one of the first for- 
eign success stories in Russia. By 
putting together a team of dealmakers

that included former Nixon chief of 
staff H.R. Haldeman, he convinced 
the Soviet tourism machine to grant 
him joint management of its half-built 
$60 million complex. He teamed up 
his own tiny Florida-based start-up 
with the powerful Radisson Corpora- 
tion and created the classiest address 
in Moscow, a place where high-profile 
expats clicked across marble floors 
and Bill Clinton swam famous laps. 

All the big hotel chains had tried 
and failed by the time he made that 
deal. That’s the point: it had to be 
Tatum. In 1989, in Moscow, you 
needed someone who could, as they 
say, pour the bourbon. He had those 
qualities common to the first wave of 
entrepreneurs: rashness, ambition, a 
native ease with risk. They were-expat 
glitterati; my friends and I, who had 
nothing at stake except our early 20s, 
thought of them as the “six-figure- 
debt set.” They invested first and then 
learned to operate within the parame- 
ters, with the requisite hired guns that 
implied. Who could blame them? We 
ourselves learned to bring our sources 
Scotch. The first-wave people are 
seen less and less around Moscow 
these days, but their businesses were 
the beginning of everything. 

And ultimately, the Klondike quali- 
ties that swung the deal were also the 
ones that got Tatum into trouble. He 
got on people’s nerves. There was the 
security detail. There was his terrible 
Russian accent. There was the suit 
brought by his own stockholders. There 
were the girls who staffed his business 
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center, each one more va-va-voom 
than the last, who lounged around the 
lobby long after all photocopying ac- 
tivities had stopped. He was the kind 
of man — one of his ex-employees 
told me — who, when he shakes your 
hand, you count your fingers. 

There was perpetual scandal. He 
stormed out of meetings, but not 
without calling reporters first. He re- 
portedly brought in one highly touted 
investor who was later picked up for 
shoplifting in Frankfurt. He brought 
in another who had a long-standing 
indictment for fraud in the US and 
who was finally arrested during a 
high-speed police chase in St. Peters- 
burg, after a gun battle in which his 
female companion was wounded in 
the buttocks. Wherever Tatum went 
there was a ruckus. 

When the Moscow city government 
pronounced the joint venture’s origi- 
nal contract void last year, the hotel 
administration became a sideshow 
supported by Tatum’s limpet-like rela- 
tionship with the press or, at any rate, 
with me. Whatever we thought pri- 
vately, Tatum and I took each others’ 
calls. He called with yet another news 
flash as I was leaving the office to cel- 
ebrate my 24th birthday, and I sighed, 
took off my coat, and filed three para- 
graphs for him. I felt a certain sister- 
hood with the photocopy girls. 

Because all publicity was good pub- 
licity to Tatum; I knew this because 
no matter what I had written the day 
before, he greeted me every morning 
like I was Queen of the May. I acidly 
used the phrase “free-flowing invec- 
tive” about him in a story I wrote 
once, and it showed up on one of his 
press releases the following week, like 
a celebrity endorsement. FREE- 
FLOWING INVECTIVE! Police 
raids! Mafia kingpins! Paul Tatum 
Freedom Bonds! Free Paul Tatum 
Spaghetti Dinner! Whee! The more 
people wrote about him, the safer he 
was. It seemed like Tatum was direct- 
ing himself in his greatest role ever. A 
Radisson spokesman, throwing up his 
hands, said the battle was “only limit- 
ed to the imagination of the person 
you’re dealing with.” 

At the time I believed he had some 
control over the drama. But now Paul 
Tatum looks like what he always in- 
sisted he was: a dark bellwether of 
doomed capitalism, a pioneer cut 
down. That it happened to this man 
— who warned us for ceaselessly for 
three years that his life was in danger 
— will keep expatriates in Moscow up 
nights for some time now. Because he 
was right all along about the guns 
trained on him. And Tatum always did 
have a talent for advancing his own 
agenda. “I think,” one of his Russian 
protégés told me that spring, “that he 
belongs to the category of people who 
finally win.” Tatum died four days 
ago: We'll see. . =

Weld faces reality check

ITH HIS FUNNY and 

forward-looking conces- 
sion speech, Bill Weld attempt- 
ed to forestall the ugly funk 
that marred Michael Dukakis’s 
last two years in office. Perhaps 
Weld will succeed. But he and 
the most unpopular governor 
in recent Massachusetts histo- 
ry now share some striking 
similarities. 

Each ran for higher office and 
lost big. (There’s no way Weld 
can gloss over the unexpectedly 
wide margin of his loss to US 
Senator John Kerry.) Each had 
to resume important duties that 
he’d made eminently clear he 
was no longer interested in. And 
each returned to Beacon Hill 
with the beginnings of the next 
campaign already swirling 
around him. 

“In many ways Weld will be- 
come an irrelevancy in the way 
that Michael Dukakis became an 
irrelevancy,” says Northeastern 
University journalism professor 
Jerry Berger, who covered 
Dukakis’s final days as a re- 
porter for UPI. 

Of course, Weld’s circum- 
stances are far different from 

























YOU'LL BE HEARING MO 


T WILL BE many months before those annoying political ads begin to 
air again. But don’t be fooled, the race to win the 1998 contest for 
governor is already taking shape. The Republican contenders: Lieutenant 
Governor Paul Cellucci and State Treasurer Joe Malone. Cellucci is a 
regular guy and a regular Republican. As far as regulars go he has 
earned his stripes — first as a state senator battling for truth, justice, 


those facing Dukakis when he 
came to the end of the presiden- 
tial-campaign trail in 1988. The 
state was beginning to slip into 
its worst recession since the 
1930s. In addition, years of 
overspending finally caught up 
with Dukakis; he and the legisla- 
ture responded by slashing bud- 
gets and by pushing through 
$1.2 billion in wildly unpopular 
new taxes. 

By contrast, the state’s econo- 
my today is booming. And Weld 
has presided over 15 tax cuts, as 
he never tired of reminding vot- 
ers during the Senate campaign. 
Weld’s affable demeanor wears 
well with both the media and the 
public, in sharp contrast to 
Dukakis’s dour persona. Former 
Senate Ways and Means chair- 
woman Patricia McGovern, now 
a Boston lawyer, sees only one 
fiscal cloud on Weld’s horizon: 
the high cost of the state’s edu- 
cation-reform law. “Bill Weld is 
a very popular governor who ran 
a very interesting race,” says 
McGovern, a Democrat. “I 
would never consider Bill Weld 
an irrelevancy.” 

Still, it’s likely that Weld will

never again be the towering fig- 
ure that he was before his Senate 
run. He’s a politician who gov- 
erns on atmospherics, and now 
those atmospherics have 
changed. 

* The legislative leadership. 
Upon taking office in 1991, 
Weld forged close ties with 
House Speaker Charlie Flaherty 
and, in particular, with Senate 
President Bill Bulger, enabling 
him to slash spending with a 
minimum of wailing from the 
Democratic leadership. Now he 
must deal with two new leaders, 
House Speaker Tom Finneran 
and Senate President Tom 
Birmingham, both of whom 
should be ready to flex their 
muscles after spending most of 
this year consolidating their 
power. Birmingham is a Har- 
vard-educated liberal who’s far 
more likely to oppose Weld’s 
conservative agenda than Bulger 
was. And though Finneran and 
Weld are both fiscal conserva- 
tives, Finneran — the product 





of a working-class Boston up- 
bringing — burns with resent- 
ment over the blue-blooded 
Weld’s relaxed work habits. 

* Management and ethics. 
In nearly six years as governor, 
Weld has presided over an ex- 
traordinary number of problems 
in his administration: gross mis- 
management in the Department 
of Social Services, tough ques- 
tions about conflicts of interest 
on the part of his top fundrais- 
ers, cost overruns on the Cen- 
tral Artery/Tunnel Project, and 
questionable insider deals in the 
Division of Insurance that bene- 
fited corporate executives at the 
expense of policyholders 
(“Weld’s Insurance Scam,” 
News, September 20). By 
quickly fessing up to problems 
and by disclaiming personal re- 
sponsibility, Weld has been able 
to shrug off these stories with 
Ronald Reagan-—like ease. That 
could change now that his “aura 
of invincibility” is gone, UMass 
political scientist Paul Watanabe 
told WBUR Radio this week. 

* Lack of Republican sup- 
port. While Weld has pros- 
pered, he’s allowed the Republi- 
can Party to rot at the grass- 
roots. Many Republicans still 
speak angrily of Weld’s stump- 
ing with Bulger on Election Day 
in 1994, when the GOP’s al- 
ready tiny legislative delegation 
shrunk still further. State Sena- 
tor Richard Tisei (R-Wakefield) 
thinks Weld can prosper over 
the next two years by quickly 
laying out “a few very clear, 
well-defined goals” — but he 
allows that the governor “prob- 
ably will have some difficulties 
with the Republicans.” Another 
prominent Republican said be- 
fore the election that “if Weld 
loses in a close fight, his dis- 
tancing himself from the Re- 
publican Party is really going to 
hurt him.” ee i 

All of this takes place against 
the backdrop of the 1998 gu- 
bernatorial campaign, which be- 
gan, God help us, before the 
polls had even closed Tuesday 
evening (see accompanying 
box). Weld is trying to dispel 
rumors that he’ll resign in order 
to give Lieutenant Governor 
Paul Cellucci a leg up. 

Weld’s political career may not 
be over; he could run for the Sen- 
ate again in 2000, or he could 
join a future Republican Cabinet. 
For that to happen, though, he’s 
going to have to show more skill 
(and enjoy considerably better 
luck) than Michael Dukakis did 
eight years ago. ®

Victory won’t 
dissolve all of 
Clinton’s woes 


i S BILL CLINTON free at last? 
With his final campaign behind 
him, the president can now push 
aside the daily opinion polls and 
govern confidently without having to 
protect his flank from political at- 
tack ads. The dawn of his second 
term would seem to be glowing with 
the potential for great good works 
(see facing page). 

But Clinton’s next four years may 
be endangered by the ethical 
mishaps of the first four. Republi- 
cans may be dumbfounded that 
none of these affairs have wound- 
ed Clinton badly enough to keep 
him from re-election. But with its 
continued control of Congress, the 
GOP will redouble its efforts to ha- 
rangue the administration with in- 
vestigations. Then there’s Kenneth 
Starr, the independent counsel who 
is still delving into the Whitewater 
affair, and may be soon hand down 
indictments. (The rumors have be- 
gun that Hillary Clinton’s name will 
be on one of them.) Clinton has 
plenty of music to face in his sec- 
ond term. Here’s a songbook to 
help sort it out: 











































® Whitewater. In a muddled 
web of business deals centered on 
a bad Arkansas land investment 
and a failed savings and loan, Bill 
Clinton has been accused of abus- 
ing his influence as governor, and 
Hillary Clinton of conducting fraudu- 
lent legal work. Though the initial 
dealings occurred during the Clin- 
tons’ Arkansas days, the Clintons 
have also been accused of lying 
and covering up once in the White 
House. The president has already 
testified twice in, Whitewater-related 
trials, and Hillary has been hauled 
before a grand jury. Pressed fo rule 
out pardons for Whitewater defen- 
dants who might testify against the 
president, Bill Clinton politely re- 
fused. The nightmare: might he 
have to pardon his own wife? 

@ Campaign finance.. Reports 
in the final days of the campaign 
suggest that the Democratic party 
may have raked in vast contribu- 
tions from dubious sources. Repub- 
licans haven't presented evidence 
of laws being broken, but there are 
plenty of suggestions that the 
Democrats milked big donations 
from foreigners with promises of fa- 
vorable consideration by American 
trade officials and foreign-policy 
makers. At the center of the storm 
is John Huang, a mysterious Demo- 
cratic fundraiser whose connec- 
tions to rich Indonesians landed 
huge donations. Will he be the H.R. 
Haldeman of the '90s? 

®@ FBI files. A White House of- 
fice led by a former bar bouncer im- 
properly obtained confidential FBI 
background files on over 900 peo- 
ple, some of them prominent Re- 
publican officials. President Clinton 
Calls it an “honest bureaucratic 
snafu,” in which White House em- 
ployees worked from an outdated 
list while doing background checks. 
Both Congress and the Whitewater 
counsel are on the case. 

@ Paula Jones. For months Clin- 
ton’s lawyers have stalled a sexual- 
harassment lawsuit filed against 
the president by Paula Jones, an 
Arkansas woman who claims that 
Clinton propositioned her for sex in 
a hotel room while he was governor 
and she a state employee. The 
Supreme Court will soon rule 
whether Clinton's status as presi- 
dent makes him immune from trial 
for now. 

@ Travel office. The Whitewater 
independent counsel is also look- 
ing into the mass 1993 firing of the 
White House travel-office staff. Re- 
publicans allege that the firings 
were ordered to give Clinton chums 
a piece of the White House travel 
business, that the administration 
then improperly ordered FBI investi- 
gations into the fired employees, 
and that the administration is now 
covering up.

What really matters 


Dan Kennedy interviews Mike Dukakis 


presidential candidate Michael 

Dukakis won 46 percent of the 
vote — and was sneered at by Ted 
Koppel (“You just don’t get it”), lam- 
pooned on Saturday Night Live, and 
mocked for everything from his ride in 
a tank to his technocratic response 
when asked how he’d feel if his wife 
were raped and murdered. 

Four years later, Democratic presi- 
dential candidate Bill Clinton won just 
43 percent of the vote. His reward: the 
White House. 

Such are the vagaries of politics. 

Today, Clinton embarks on a second 
term with a solid re-election victory. 
Dukakis, who turned 63 last Sunday, 
now has a considerably more modest 
career, as the Distinguished Professor 
of Political Science at Northeastern 
University. 

Governor of Massachusetts from 1975 
to ’78, and again from 1983 to ’90, 
Dukakis tore down the old-style, urban- 
oriented Massachusetts Democratic Par- 
ty and rebuilt it in his own suburban, re- 
formist image. During the Dukakis era, 
which coincided with the economic 
boom of the ’80s, the Democrats were a 
fearsome vote-gathering machine that 
dominated the political landscape until 
1990, when they were undone by reces- 
sion and the rise of Bill Weld—style mod- 
erate Republicanism. 

Dukakis remains the policy wonk 
famed for once bringing a dense report 
on the Swedish health-care system with 
him on vacation. In his clipped, rapid- 
fire delivery, he offers plenty of advice 
for Clinton. And why not? After all, it 
took Clinton four years in office before 
he could match Dukakis’s 1988 electoral 
performance. You could look it up. 

a 

Q: Bill Clinton has two years before 
there’s another congressional election and 
he enters serious lame-duck status. What 
would you identify as the principal policy 
issues that he should address during that 
time? 

A: I’d start with campaign-finance re- 
form, right out of the box. The system is 
in lousy shape. Soft money ought to be 
eliminated. There are very good bills cur- 
rently before the Senate and the House 
with bipartisan sponsorship, and I think 
it would be terrific if that’s where he 
started. You don’t need a commission, 
you don’t have to spend another year 
futzing around with this thing. Marty 
Meehan is the sponsor of an excellent bill 
in the House. John McCain and Russ 
Feingold are the principal co-sponsors of 
an excellent bill in the Senate, which is 
very much like the House bill. My hope 
is that the president will say, “Okay, 
we're going with these bills, let’s go — 
30 days, 45 days, let’s get it on my 
desk.” 

The single most important domestic 
challenge that we face in this country is 
what’s happening to middle-class work- 
ing families. It’s been going on for 15 or 
20 years: declining incomes, greater in- 
security. I’d like to see Congress re- 
quired to revisit the minimum wage no 
less than once every three years to at 
least make sure that it keeps pace with 
inflation. Before they raised it this past 
time, it had sunk to its lowest level in 40 
years. If the minimum wage today were 
what it was in 1969, it would be six 
bucks an hour in real terms. 

I think the health-care issue is not only 
not going away, it’s getting worse. We

now have 42 million people in this coun- 
try without health insurance, and the 
overwhelming majority of those folks are 
working people and members of their 
families. Kennedy-Kassebaum [a bill 
guaranteeing portability of health cover- 
age, passed earlier this year] is only a 
baby step forward. 

Middle-class families are going broke 
trying to send their kids to college. Now 
here I think Clinton has proposed some 
good and serious things: the tax credit, 
the tax deduction, increased student 
loans and grants. That’s got to continue. 

He’s got to make sure that Social Se- 
curity and Medicare are in good shape 
financially, which can be done without 


drastic steps. Take a look at the recom- 
mendations that the president’s task 
force on Social Security made: a rela- 
tively moderate set of steps that will 
guarantee the integrity of Social Security 
for 100 years. It will probably take a bi- 
partisan commission, just as it did in ’83. 
But that whole agenda is important, be- 
cause one of the things that gives people 
a sense of economic security in this 
country is the feeling that when they re- 
tire, they’re going to at least have a mini- 
mally decent income and health security. 
And that’s what Social Security and 
Medicare do. 

We've also got to do something about 
Social Security taxes. It’s the most re- 
gressive tax we pay, because it’s only as- 
sessed on the first $62,000 of income. 
Steve Forbes is paying at about one- 
eightieth the rate that you’re paying. We 
could give middle-class folks in this 
country a tax cut without increasing the 
deficit one dime by simply cutting the 
rate and including all salaries and wages. 


Ninety-five percent of the working peo- 
ple in this country would get a tax cut 
under that proposal. 

If we’re going to restore the sense that 
if you’re part of the broad middle class in 
this country and you work hard, you’re 
going to do okay and your kids are going 
to do better, it’s those issues that we 
have to deal with, in the context of what 
I think we all hope will be a strong and 
vibrant and growing economy. 

Q: When George Bush called you a 
liberal, you embraced the term. Yet it re- 
ally has become a dirty word. What im- 
plications does that have for people who 
are attempting to craft a positive role for 
government?

CLINTON should start with cam- 
paign-finance reform and then keep 
his focus on the middle class. 


A: Whatever the label, the American 
people expect their government to do 
things. And that’s something that Gin- 
grich and his crowd kind of forgot. De- 
spite all the rhetoric, people in this 
country want a decent minimum wage, 
they think working people and their 
families ought to have health insurance, 
they want their kids to be able to go to 
college. They want people that are laid 
off to have the opportunity to get train- 
ing and retraining, and at the same 
time have some modest safety net while 
moving from job to job. They want a 
decent and secure retirement. These 
are all things the federal government 
does. 

Bob Dole gets into a debate with Clin- 
ton, and he boasts about the fact that he 
was a leader in the Americans with Dis- 
abilities Act, and a strong supporter of 
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food stamps and WIC [Women, Infants, 
and Children, a nutrition program]. 
Which is true. Well, what are those 
things? They’re prime examples of the 
federal government acting nationally in 
very impressive ways. So when you strip 
the rhetoric away, a lot of this stuff is 
nonsense. That doesn’t mean that Amer- 
icans want the federal government to be 
legislating 27 times a day on stuff that is 
better handled at the state and local level. 

I think what Clinton has been able to 
do in a very remarkable way is to get be- 
yond labels and do the job. Look at what 
he’s done on law enforcement. If ever 
there was an issue that one would think 
ought to be dealt with locally, it’s the 
question of how many cops you put in 
your neighborhoods, right? Now we’ve 
got a president who says, “I’m putting 
100,000 cops on local streets.” Clinton 
has totally transformed policing in this 
country at the local level, and everybody 
applauds. So what does that tell you 
about liberalism, the federal government, 
people’s demand for national action? It 
sounds to me like when we’ve got a 
problem, people want their president and 
the Congress to act, right? And all this 
esoteric stuff about getting government 
off your back goes by the boards. 

This “liberal” thing has been going for 
a long time. Nixon ran all over the coun- 
try accusing Kennedy of being a liberal. 
And Kennedy’s response, which I used a 
million times — I’m not sure it was very 
effective is still the classic. He said, 
look, if by a liberal you mean somebody 
who doesn’t believe in standards, who 
thinks anything goes, who thinks you 
can throw money at any problem and 
solve it, I’m not a liberal. But if by a lib- 
eral you’re talking about somebody who 
believes in full employment, basic health 
security for all Americans, a decent edu- 
cation for American kids, and a decent 
retirement for older Americans, then I’m 
a liberal. And look, the fact of the matter 
is that if that’s the definition, then the 
overwhelming majority of Americans are 
liberals. 

Q: One of the most difficult problems 
that Clinton is going to face is the wel- 
fare-reform law, which some estimate 
could throw a million children into 
poverty. What do you make of his signing 
a bill that he called deeply flawed and 
that he said he hopes he can fix next 
year? 

A: Sometimes you do that. I mean, I 
signed bills as governor that I didn’t like, 
and basically said, “I’m signing this 
thing, but you’re going to get amend- 
ments the first of next year, and I’m go- 
ing to push hard to change the bill in a 
variety of ways.” 

The first thing he wants to do is get 
those restrictions on legal immigrants 
out of there. I think it’s absolutely outra- 
geous. So does he, and he told me that 
on an up-or-down vote they’ve got the 
votes to get rid of that stuff. 

Secondly, I think people are exagger- 
ating how different this bill is from the 
present system. The fact of the matter is 
that there is no safety net in this country 
when it comes to people on public assis- 
tance. Yes, we have something called 
AFDC, but the variation in benefits and 
eligibility from state to state is huge. I 
mean, the difference between eligibility 
here and eligibility in Texas is like night 
and day. I think their monthly benefit to 
a mother with two kids is 180 bucks a 
month. 

One thing about the bill that’s good, 
thanks to Clinton, is that there’s about 
$4 billion in new money for child care 
there, which wasn’t there in the original 
bill. If this thing is going to work, there’s 
no way you can do it without significant 
child care. But I don’t think we’re going 
to see a million kids in the streets, and, if 
that starts happening, I assume Congress 
will do something about it. 

Q: The last Democrat to win re-elec- 
tion, Franklin Roosevelt, got into trouble 
by misreading his mandate; his credibility 
was damaged when he overreached and

attempted to pack the Supreme Court. 
What is Clinton going to have to under- 


stand about his own mandate? 


A: That’s been a recurring historical 
phenomenon: second-term presidents who 
get re-elected by overwhelming majorities, 
and then assume that either they were 
more popular or their agenda was more 
popular than it really was. I don’t think 


Clinton will make that mistake. 


Clinton’s enemies make against him quali- 
tatively different from what the enemies of 
George Bush and Ronald Reagan said 
about them? 

A: Yeah, there’s an industry financed by 
right-wing money that’s been at this now 
nonstop ever since Clinton got elected. It’s 
based in Washington and in Little Rock. 
Everybody knows who these people are. 
And they keep churning this stuff out. 
They’re the people who are peddling this 
nonsense about how Vince Foster was 


important role. 

Q: But the religious right played a huge 
role four years ago, and some people 
blamed Bush’s defeat on that. 

A: You mean with the Buchanan speech 
and stuff? Well, Bush didn’t have the good 
sense to stop them. Let me tell you, one 
thing you’ve got to respect about Dole and 
his operatives is that they basically said, 
“Hey, Pat. You’re not talking. You want to 
speak, hire yourself a hall.” Bush just 
made a terrible mistake. There’s nothing 


fore in the history of mankind, and that is 
to set some standards for the conduct of 
nations and enforce them. And to some 
extent we’re succeeding. Not always, not 
perfectly. But progress is being made, 
and whether Bob Dole likes it or not, the 
United Nations has got to be the instru- 
ment by which much of this is done. 

After some stumbles in his first year or 
two, Clinton has become a very effective 
guy. And I don’t think there’s anybody 
these days, in this country or around the 


world, that doesn’t think that Bill Clinton 
is a damned good foreign-policy president. 

A group of us had dinner with the presi- 
dent back in early August. We were talking 
about foreign policy, and he said, “Look, 
I’ve got three basic challenges that I’m go- 
ing to face in foreign policy if I’m re-elect- 
ed.” One is mopping up the Cold War, 
which basically involves the question of 
nuclear proliferation. The second, he said, 
was international terrorism. Clearly a 
problem, but it’s an international policing 
problem, it’s not an ideological problem. 
And the third, he said, was conflicts be- 


Look at presidents who’ve been re- 
elected: Roosevelt and Court-packing; 
Reagan and Iran-contra; Nixon and Wa- 
tergate; Johnson and Vietnam. [Johnson, 
who became president in 1963 following 
John F. Kennedy’s assassination, was 
elected in his own right in 1964.] There 
seems to be some kind of a — I don’t 
know what you'd call it — a phenomenon, 
a tendency to misread your so-called man- 
date. And Clinton’s too good a student of 
history to do that. So I don’t think you'll 
see any overconfidence or cockiness or 
any of that kind of stuff. But it’s something

Q: Nixon was undone not by misreading 
his mandate but by his unethical conduct, 
which, if Clinton’s detractors are to be be- 


lieved, is about to happen again. 


A: That’s nonsense. One of the reasons 
people aren’t responding to the Whitewa- 
ter thing is because there’s nothing there. 
We’ve had now, what? Three times as 
many hearings on Whitewater as we had 
on Watergate? Led by, of all people, Al 
D’Amato. I mean, nobody’s buying this 
stuff. But that does not mean that the 
campaign-finance issue is not a very seri- 
ous problem for both parties and all candi- 
dates. And that’s why he should make that 
an immediate priority, and insist that 
Congress get something on his desk in a 


very short period of time.

Q: At the moment, at least, the influence 
of the religious right seems to be down 
sharply from four years ago. Do you think 
Ralph Reed and company have peaked, or 
do you think they'll be able to come back? 


A: They’re always going to be there. . 


These folks are basically the heirs of the 
people who were putting up billboards 
saying IMPEACH EARL WARREN in the ’50s 
and ’60s. The difference was that in 94 
we had a very low turnout in those con- 
gressional races, so that Gingrich was 
elected with 20 percent of the eligible 
voters in this country. In that kind of 
election, an organized minority that gets 


that says you’ve got to give anybody who 
wants to come along a platform. 

Q: As Jim Lehrer would say, we need a 
foreign-policy question. What kinds of 
crises do you think Clinton might face in a 
second term? 

A: The first thing that we have to un- 
derstand is that the end of the Cold War 
has fundamentally transformed the world. 
For 45 years, our entire world view was 
dominated by this endless conflict be- 
tween the US and the Soviet Union. 
What we now have is a world in which, 
yes, to be sure, we have some regional 
conflicts, although significantly fewer 
than we had 10 years ago, or 15 years 
ago. And an international community, led 
by the United States, which, however im- 
perfectly and clumsily, is trying to do 


tween certain nation-states that have the 
potential for exploding into much more se- 
rious stuff — and he mentioned, among 
others, India and Pakistan, Greece and 
Turkey, those kinds of things. 

Notice how different that is from what 
presidents 20 or 30 years ago were dealing 
with, in the middle of the Cold War. None 
of these things is a serious threat to the se- 
curity of the United States. None of them. 
All of them you’ve got to deal with if what 
we want is a world that increasingly rules 
out force as a means for solving problems 
between nations. But this is the most 
peaceful world I’ve ever lived in, and 
there’s no reason why it shouldn’t become 
even more peaceful as time goes on. es

Over the past 13 years, local colleges extending their 
campuses into Chinatown have also helped improve the 
area. And, although officials from Suffolk University and 
Emerson College say that news about the Naked i has not 
discouraged them from participating in a neighborhood re- 
birth, they admit it’s frustrating to have to warn students 
against what should be a safe, culturally vibrant area of the 
city. 

Two months ago, Suffolk University, formerly a com- 
muter school, opened its first dormitory. The 10-story, 
408-unit building sits on Tremont Street, just a block away 
from the Naked i’s new site. 

“We have suggested to students that when they go out 
the back door, they should go left toward Downtown 
Crossing and not right, which is toward the Combat 
Zone,” says Maureen Owen, Suffolk’s director of residen- 
tial life. 

And to the dismay of the Chinatown business communi- 
ty, students seem to be heeding that advice. “I haven’t even 
seen Chinatown since I’ve moved in,” says freshman 
Christie Thomas. “I didn’t know my dorms were so close 
to it.” 

Since 1983, Emerson College has owned three buildings 
in the area — the Emerson Majestic Theatre, on Tremont 
Street; the former Union Warring Savings Building, on 
Boylston Street; and the Communications and Technology 
Center, on Tremont Street. Last year, the college bought a 
fourth: the Little Building, on Boylston Street, which dates 
from 1917 — and which looks right down the alley where 
the Naked i plans to reopen. 

But even with the recent improvements to the area, says 
Burt Peretsky, director of college communications at 
Emerson, the college feels obligated to caution its students 
about their new neighborhood. “When students first move 
in,” he says, “we have made it a practice to hold meetings 
in which we say, ‘Don’t go there, and don’t go here.’ 
There is a full regimen we have to go through with incom- 
ing students.” 


INCE THE AUGUST 20 ruling, community leaders 
such as Lorenzo have received an increased number of 
calls from businesspeople worried about declining revenues. 

For instance, businesses that set up shop over a decade 
ago in the Chinatown Trade Building, on Boylston Street, 
are noticing fewer patrons. 

Even as a number of Vietnamese businesspeople have 
reported a decrease in crime in the area since the Naked 
i’s closing, potential customers, Lorenzo says, “are 
equating the area with the Combat Zone and staying 
away. 

“The problem is, news of the club reopening automati- 
cally makes people think of the return of crime,” Lorenzo 
continues. “The very name lowers all perception of the 
area.” 

Stan Smith, Historic Boston’s executive director, says 
that it’s extremely difficult to get anyone to move into the 
Hayden Building, which still lacks a ground-floor tenant. 
“Retailers,” Smith says, “are finding it hard to be coura- 
geous in such an area.” 

Smith adds that over the past 30 years, there have been 
more plans for the Combat Zone than for anywhere else in 
the city. Proposals have ranged from an indoor zoo to a $9 
million convention center. “But nothing has happened,” 
says Smith, “because of the porn bookstores, strip clubs, 
and prostitutes in the area.” 


LANS FOR THE reopening of the Naked i are still un- 

clear. The club did apply to the city’s Consumer Affairs 
and Licensing Department in March for a liquor license, 
but the license was refused because the owners didn’t have 
the proper safety certificates. 

David Kerrigan, the attorney for the club’s owners, says 
his clients are in the process of having a building inspector 
view the new location. 

According to Donna Mueller, director of the Boston Li- 
censing Board, the Naked i must obtain and submit to the 
board building-inspection and fire-assembly permits before 
receiving a license. 

“We haven’t heard a word from them since the court de- 
cision,” Mueller says. 

Kerrigan says that there is no scheduled opening date 
yet. “But,” he adds, “we are moving ahead with plans.” 

Meanwhile, some local activists are not giving up on try- 
ing to save Chinatown’s good name. Lorenzo says that his 
Chinatown Main Streets Program received a $20,000 grant 
earlier this year from the city’s Brown Trust Fund to rede- 
velop three areas of the neighborhood. 

And this month, architects will announce plans for Lib- 
erty Tree Square, on Harrison Avenue; Phillips Square, 
near the Nynex Building on Harrison Avenue; and the Chi- 
na Gate area, on Surface Road. 

“We want to change the appearance of Chinatown,” says 
Lorenzo, “so it is less frightening and more culturally ap- 
pealing and welcoming to those who equate Chinatown 
with the Combat Zone.” 

“We are doing this to bring people back to the shops, 
restaurants, and other businesses,” he says. “We can’t al- 
low places like the Naked i to damage our rich culture any 
longer.” co

HE BIGGEST TEA party in history 

took place in Boston on the evening 
of December 16, 1773, when colonials 
disguised as Indians dumped 340 
chests of tea into the harbor. But small- 
er tea parties occur every afternoon at 
the Ritz-Carlton. If you can forgive a bit 
of artifice (and the harpist’s rendering 
of easy-listening favorites), taking tea 
here can be a downright civilizing 
experience. 

Even the children are well-behaved. 
Little girls with hair ribbons, white tights, 
and patent-leather Mary Janes — their 
y little brothers restlessly in tow — sit qui- 

etly while their mothers take a breather 
from an apparently exhausting shopping 
% expedition along Newbury Street. 
“Ladies, can | relieve you of some of 
those bags?” asks Engen, our waiter. 
Indeed, a Saks bag contradicts the 
mood of the tearoom, which 
evokes a decidedly pre- 
department-store era. The 
cozy parlor is filled with 
Queen Anne tables and 
wing chairs (and love 
seats, suitable for parties 
of more than one).

against china. The pace is slow. 

But nobody’s protesting. After all, ritu- 
als take time. This one begins with the 
tea selection (we chose smoky Lapsang 
Souchong and scented Earl Grey). The 
cups and teapots — with their own 
miniature cozies — arrive first, followed 
by a three-tiered pastry server. Working 
our way up from the bottom, we deli- 
cately sample the finger sandwiches 
(asparagus wrapped in ham, thinly 
sliced cucumber, egg salad, and 
smoked salmon), all of which look 
rather like abstract art. On the next tier, 
red-raspberry preserves in tiny individ- 
ual jars accompany scones; a crock of 
Devonshire cream, which has the con- 









sistency of butter, hovers dangerously 
close to my plate. If you pace yourself, 
you will still have room for the top tier: 
fruit tartlets and chocolate-covered 
strawberries. (The Four Seasons, which 
also offers a fine tea, serves these three 
courses separately. This makes for a 
longer tea, but it’s just the thing if your 
mood is especially languorous, or if you 
need help eating slowly.) 

One important reminder: those 
exquisite silver strainers that rest in 
holders resembling egg cups do serve a 
purpose. If you pour directly from the 
pot into your cup without using one of 
them, you will dump (as my companion 
learned) all the tea leaves into your cup. 
But this is really the only rite you'll need 
to master. Everything else is done for 
you — slowly, deliberately, and unobtru- 
sively. So think and talk, nibble and sip, 
and after a couple of hours, you can 
walk off all that Devonshire cream in 
the Public Garden. 

Tea is served daily from 3 to 
5:30 p.m. in the lounge of the 
Ritz-Carlton Hotel, located at 15 
Arlington Street, in Boston.

It's remarkable how quickly a dog picks up on the 
feelings of its owner, or is it the other way around? 


Notes from dogland

OG SCENE I: 
The lock to my front door is jammed: can’t get the 


key in, can’t get the key out, the key is stuck at the 
halfway point. I’m trying to get out of the house to take 
the dog out and this annoys me no end. I slam down my 
bag, drag the dog back inside, storm into the kitchen 
muttering, rub olive oil on the key, then go back to the 
front door. Bingo: key slides in, problem is solved. The 
dog is not aware of this, however. The dog is six or seven 
steps behind me in this process, still fixated on the fact 
that I am angry. So when I finally lock the door and turn 
around, there she is, an expression of the gravest concern 
in her eyes. She looks up at me imploringly, then leaps up 
and places her front paws on my arms. Her ears are flat 
back and her tail is wagging madly; she curls her upper 
lip back, baring her teeth in her version of a smile, and 
cranes her neck up to lick my face. She is saying, and 
quite clearly: Please don't be mad, I didn’t do anything 
bad, I swear. My heart melts. 

Dog Scene II: 

I] am on the phone with a friend, having an argument. 
It is a painful conversation — a rift has been developing 
for some time — and I am at a stressed-out point some- 
where between rage and tears. I chain-smoke while I talk 
and listen, glare out across the living room, tap my foot 
on the floor. Then I look down and see the dog, who is 
on her bed, about six feet away from me. Again, she is 
staring at me intently: 
When our eyes meet, she 
wags her tail very gently, 
just the tip, and flattens 
her ears slightly in an 
expression of sweetness. 
Her gaze is not implor- 
ing, the way it was dur- 
ing the key episode, but 
it is deeply concerned, 
and I have the sense she 
understands two things: 
that I am in pain and 
that this is not her fault. 
She’s just worried, and 
she stays this way — 
staring at me, observant 
and concerned — until I 
get off the phone. When 
I hang up and breathe a 
sigh of relief, she watch- 
es me for another 
moment or two, then 
shuts her eyes and falls 
asleep. She apparently 
has made the determination: everything is okay. 

I am consistently amazed at how well this animal can 
read me, at how tuned in to nuances and shifts of mood 
she is, at her emotional vigilance. Canine empathy is a 
wonderful and well-known phenomenon, but it can also 
be a rather daunting one: it reminds you, and often, that 
the responsibilities involved in living with a dog extend 
well beyond the basics, well beyond the realms of feeding 
and walking and veterinary care, reaching onto much 
deeper and more complex psychic territory. 

This point becomes very clear when you spend some 
time talking to animal trainers and animal behaviorists, 
who are unanimous in the opinion that just about every 
behavior problem an animal exhibits can be reclassified as a 
training problem or (more accurately) an owner problem. 
Sometimes consciously, often not, we teach our dogs to be 
fearful or aggressive or unresponsive or just plain crazy, 
teach them that our emotions are their emotions, teach 
them that we are angry at them when in fact we’re merely 
angry at the front door or the friend on the telephone. The 
human capacity to project one’s own fears and fantasies 
onto others is nearly limitless, and when the dog — innate- 
ly relational and sensitive to the dynamics of the pack — is 
the “other” in question, life can get very dicey indeed. 

Classic example: in my first months with my dog, 
Lucille, I came dangerously close to giving her a whop=.. 
ping case of separation anxiety, a co-dependent trap 








that’s very common among new dog owners. I hated 
leaving the dog alone — hated it. Hated seeing those 
wide eyes staring after me as | moved toward the door 
without her, hated the expression on her face, which I 
read (possibly inaccurately) as forlorn, hated the ancient 
feelings of abandonment it stirred up in me. So I made a 
big deal of things, praised her, cooed at her, promised 
her I'd be gone only a little while, pled with her to be 
good, loaded her up with toys and hollow bones filled 
with cheddar cheese. But (and this is a point most of us 
are all too willing to forget) the dog doesn’t speak 
English. When I talk, she hears tone (anxiety), not con- 
tent (reassurance), and she got the underlying message | 
communicated very clearly: my attempt to leave the house 
was a big, scary event and she had every reason to be 
worried. So I'd finally ease my way out the door and 
she’d do what any self-respecting anxious puppy would 
do: eat the laundry hamper and tear up six pairs of 
underwear. 


It took an embarrassingly long time, and a great deal of 


effort, for me to undo the messages, to leave the house 
without making a fuss, to ignore the dog on my way in 
and out, to communicate that my comings and goings 
were normal and natural and no cause for alarm. What’s 
amazing to me is how easy it is to create problems in a 
relationship with a dog, and how effortlessly — perhaps 
unconsciously — people do so. 

Behaviorists have 
developed various 
code words for some 
of the more common 
dynamics: there’s the 
St. Francis 
Syndrome, in which 
owners take a certain 

‘ twisted pride in how 
bad their dogs are 
and how much they, 
as owners, are willing 
to tolerate. (“Your 
dog only ate six pairs 
of underwear? Well, 
mine ate the piano!”) 
There’s the Napoleon 
Syndrome, in which 
a man (usually short 
and lacking in self- 
esteem) gets a vicari- 
ous thrill out of his 
dog’s aggressive ten- 
dencies and therefore 
subtly encourages 

them. There’s the Victim Syndrome, usually engaged in 
by fearful women who acquire dominant dogs and then 
encourage them to be so overly protective that the owner 
becomes a virtual prisoner in her own home, unable to go 
out with the dog (which has been subtly urged to menace 
strangers) or to let anyone in (same reason). If the owner 
has a problem, the dog can inherit it, which is why you 
find dogs and owners with shared self-esteem problems, 
shared fears and phobias, shared struggles with power 
and dominance, even shared medical problems. 

Last summer, my boyfriend and I rented a house in 
Vermont for a week which, at nighttime, was riddled with 
moths. The lights would come on, the moths would 'start 
flickering about by the lamps, and the boyfriend would 
start leaping about in annoyance. Armed with a magazine 
or a book, he’d stand by the wall and start whomping any 
insect that happened by. Lucille found this horrifying, 
and at the sight of it she’d cower on her bed, ears back, 
head ducked slightly, tail wagging urgently. Today, if she 
sees a single fly zipping around the living room, she 
regards it nervously, looks at me, then gets up, slinks off 
the sofa and runs upstairs to hide. In her mind, insects 
flying inside mean big, mad, scary men and loud noises 
and her reaction is to flee. At present, | am happy to 
report, this is her most serious psychological problem.

What's a runcible spoon?

I can’t believe you have to ask this. A runcible spoon is a 
utensil suitable for runciation. This is in contrast to an irrunci- 
ble spoon, with which one runciates at one’s peril. 

The first practical application of runcification was in 1871, 
when Edward Lear noted that a runcible spoon could be used by 
nocturnal species, such as your owls and your pussycats. (“They 
dined on mince, and slices of quince,/Which they ate with a run- 
cible spoon,” he writes in “The Owl & the Pussy-Cat.”) 

In subsequent years, Lear applied the principles of runcibili- 
ty in other fields: “He has gone to fish, for Aunt Jobiska’s 
Runcible Cat with crimson whiskers!” (1877). “His body is 
perfectly spherical,/He weareth a runcible hat” (1888). “What 
a runcible goose you are!” (1895). “We shall presently all be 
dead,/On this ancient runcible wall” (1895). 

Satisfaction with the early results of runcilation led Lear and 
his admirers to overlook the fact that there were many unan- 
swered questions about the runciatory process, e.g., what it was. 
Lear’s contemporaries recognized that runcility was one of 
those conditions partaking of the ineffable, meaning it had the 
same connection to reality as scroobius pips and Gromboolian 
plains and about a thousand other Learisms — namely none. 

But that wasn’t good enough for the literal-minded folk of the 
20th century. In the 1920s, one self-appointed runciologist 
announced that “a runcible spoon is a kind of fork with three broad 
prongs or tines, one having a sharp edge, curved like a spoon, used 
with pickles, etc. Its origin is in jocose allusion to the slaughter at 
the Battle of Roncevaux, because it has a cutting edge.” 

At first blush this made perfect sense. One can think of 
numerous eating instruments named in lighthearted reference 
to scenes of mass death. But skeptics pointed out that Lear’s 
drawings of runcible spoons gave no indication of tines or cut- 
ting edges. Also, the use of a runcible spoon for the pedestrian 
purpose of eating pickles seemed at odds with the refined 
original menu of mince and quince. And why should one 
require a spoon with a cutting edge for quince that, Lear tells 
us, has already been sliced? 

Modern students of runciosity believe that while it may have 
been inspired by the word “rouncival” (apparently meaning 
gigantic), runcibilization as we know it today was the inven- 
tion of Edward Lear. But the runcible-spoon-as-pickle-fork 
idea has taken firm root.

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ANCHOVIES: one of 
life’s real pleasures 
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An A to Z of 





ostonians have always loved a good drink. From the Beacon Hill stockbroker 
draining a couple of post-closing Scotches in the confines of the Union Club 
to the Southie postman downing a Guinness at O’Somebody’s, a taste for the 
various amber (and clear) fluids has been a token of the local character for centuries 


now. (Even back to the Puritans: our rigid forebears were known to enjoy a hefty 


glass of ale with breakfast.) 


The Phoenix staff counts itself firmly in that tradition. Ever committed to mixing 


business with pleasure, we set out to compile a guide to some of our favorite bars in 
Boston and Cambridge. The criteria we used to pick these spots kept a lot of worthy 


places off the list; by and large, we stayed away from nightclubs, although a handful 


of the spots here do feature live music — and restaurants, though not automatically 


excluded, had to have very lively bar scenes to make the cut. If we missed your fa- 
vorite, take heart: this is the first in an occasional series, and we’re open to sugges- 
tions.

ANCHOVIES “Sardines” is 
more like it — at least when 
closing time nears. Finding a seat 
at the bar (or a booth for two) 
here is even better than scoring a 
parking spot in Copley Square. 
The owners could rent out a 
stool for more money than most 
apartments go for in Allston, but 
even if it were legal, they’d be too 
nice to do it. 

Get a warm seat here on a cold 
night, and you’ll understand why 
people keep coming despite the 
crowds. One of life’s real plea- 
sures is sitting with a friend and 
a beer (and mussels with garlic 
and butter — a must at An- 
chovies) in a packed bar, where 
your normal speaking voice is 





barely able rise over the conver- 
sation, the music, and the clink- 
ing glasses. Everything you say is 
terribly significant — even cine- 
matic — in a pre-Scorcese kind 
of way. (If you must use an ob- 
scenity at Anchovies, do it in a 
low tone.) 

Anchovies is far enough from 
tourist sites that it has a totally 
urban clientele, including resi- 
dents from other neighborhoods 
who wish they had a place like 
this. There’s a good mix of 
straight and gay patrons, yuppies 
and students, neckties and rugby 
shirts. Some hope to meet some- 
body new; others drop by to chat 
with other regulars. The well-or- 
dered clutter adds to the feeling 
of being on a movie set — old 
photographs, street signs, a cou- 
ple of kitschy lamps behind the 
bar. The Italian food is reason- 
able and reliable. If Anchovies 
were next to an all-night diner 
and a cheap-but-clean hotel, this 
would be film-noir heaven.

BRENDAN BEHAN PUB 


In Boston’s seemingly endless ar- 
ray of Irish pubs, this cozy Ja- 
maica Plain bar is still one of the 
best places around to get a per- 
fectly poured pint of Guinness, 
not to mention Murphy’s, New- 
castle, or Harp. Named for the 
Irish writer Brendan Behan, the 
dark-wooded pub has a distinctly 
Old World literary ambiance, 
with framed posters of Behan 


and other Irish luminaries. This 
definitely isn’t one of those col- 
lege-jock hangouts with a Irish 
name for show — the Behan is 
more of a neighborhood pub 
that, owing to the demographics 
of Jamaica Plain, has always 
catered to a reasonably hip 
crowd. There are plenty of Behan 
regulars who think nothing of 
bringing a baby in a stroller or a 
handsome black Labrador inside 
while they quaff a pint. But the 
background music is usually con- 
temporary alternative — PJ Har- 
vey, Portishead, the Folk Implo- 
sion — except on Tuesdays, 
which are Irish seisiin nights, 
and Saturday afternoons, which 
feature traditional Irish music. 
On other weeknights, the Behan 
brings in roots and folk rockers 
like Dennis Brennan, the Loins, 
and Little Frankie. And occasion- 
ally, in keeping with Behan’s 
legacy, the bar will even host a 
reading or two.

COMMONWEALTH 
BREWING COMPANY 
Okay, so only a real microbrew 
maniae could find much differ- 
ence in personality among Bos- 
ton’s handful of brewpubs. But 
let’s give credit to the one that 
started it all: the Commonwealth 
Brewing Company, which re- 
cently celebrated its 10th year in 
business, was the very first 
brewery-restaurant east of the 
Mississippi. When it opened in 


1986 — marrying on-site brew- 
ing with a whiff of English pub- 
biness, an ’80s converted-indus- 
trial aesthetic, and the ubiqui- 
tous grilled-chicken caesar salad 
— it started a local trend that 
still shows no signs of abating. 
The proximity of the Common- 
wealth to the Boston Garden 
(er, FleetCenter), and its enor- 
mous popularity with a crowd 
that might be described as yup- 
pie steakheads, hasn’t hurt its 
credibility among beerophiles. 
They know that the Common- 
wealth is still the only place in 
town where cask-conditioned 
ales at “cellar temperature” are 
dispensed from English-style 
(pulled by hand) taps — mean- 
ing you get cool ale with mild 
natural carbonation instead of 
pasteurized, refrigerated swill 
pumped up with CO? fizz.

DELUX CAFE It ain't much 
to look at from the outside, but 
inside, this little South End bar 
(technically, a café) is a repository 
of kitschy gorgeousness. Two of 
the most important figures in 
Western civilization vie for top 
honors in a décor that can only be 
described as Graceland meets the 
North Pole. A lit-up midget Santa 
Claus stands sentry outside the 
bathrooms, and Elvis smiles down 
from so many faded album covers 
on the walls. 

The Delux Café attracts eclec- 
tic crowds nightly, from office 
workers to ultra-hipsters, and 
although the staff members be- 
long to the latter group, they’re 
always awfully polite to every- 
body. But the best part of Delux 
is the food. In a kitchen the size 
of the average bathroom cubicle, 
chefs Didi Emmons and 
Matthew Campbell whip up 
meals as eclectic as the clientele: 
from Thai yellow-curry fried 
rice with shrimp and mussels to 
big ol’ winter stews. After about 
6 p.m., there’s a wait for tables, 
but it’s worth it. Fortunately, 
Delux also has alcohol.

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THE EAGLE The quintessen- 
tial “last call” bar for gay men in 
Boston. If you find yourself in 
the South End at 1:45 a.m. 
without a ride home, you can ei- 
ther hail a taxi or make sleeping 
arrangements with one of the lo- 
cals here. Getting a taxi will take 
longer. 

But come by a little earlier in 
the evening, and you'll find what 
may be the mellowest gay bar in 
the city. The Eagle is like some- 
one’s basement rec room incon- 
gruously stuck in a neighbor- 
hood of high-priced restaurants 
and tasteful studio apartments. 
The sign of an easy atmosphere: 
dozens of bottles of every kind of 
liquor you can imagine, almost 
all of them half full. There’s also 
a pool table, a couple of pinball 
machines, pinups of hunky men, 
motorcycle-club memorabilia, 
and a mirror featuring the Bud- 
weiser Clydesdales. Several eagle 
sculptures adorn the walls — as 
if the host once casually men- 
tioned that he liked them and got 
eagles as birthday presents for 
years afterward. 

This is a good place for any- 
one new to the gay scene. The 
bartenders are attitude-free, and 
they remember their regulars. 
The weekend DJs have their 
own following, even though 
there’s no dance floor here. 
Above all, there are the South 
Enders, mostly in jeans and 
sneakers, doing their best to 
keep a corner of the neighbor- 
hood safe from valet parking.

J.J. FOLEY’S Located on 
Kingston Street, a stone’s throw 
from Downtown Crossing (not to 
be confused with its sister estab- 
lishment in the South End), Fo- 
ley’s has been catering to local 
hipsters for so long now that it 
has become an institution, almost 
a Cheers for the alternative set — 
the kind of place where, while ev- 
erybody might not know your 
name, they’re all pretty familiar 
with your tattoos. In recent years, 
Foley’s has stood, Gibraltar-like, 
amid the tumultuous comings and 
goings of youth-culture trappings 
— from the spiky locks and Liz 
Taylor lashes of lanky goths to the 
buzz-cuts and body piercings of 
post-grunge bike messengers. 
Actually, the bar lives some- 
thing of a double life: while the 
back room is largely a lair for 
youngsters, the front room plays 
host to a considerably older set-— 
folk who might still think the 
Dave Clark Five groovy. One con- 
stant for all the Foley’s clientele, 
however, is that everybody 
smokes. Even if you don’t smoke, 
you smoke. Walking into the bar 
on a busy night is like entering the 
set of one of those old movies 
about Jack the Ripper — cigarette 
smoke hangs in the air like pea 
soup. Perhaps this helps to ex- 
plain why such a wide variety of 
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people can share the space at Fo- 
ley’s in such harmony. Nobody 
can tell the difference.

THE GREEN STREET 
GRILL Nestled inconspicu- 
ously just a few blocks from the 
rock-and-roll hub of the Middle 
East and T.T. the Bear’s Place, 
the Green Street Grill — and its 
bar, Charlie’s Tap — is one of 
Central Square’s best kept se- 
crets, even though it’s not much 
of a secret anymore. You might 
not guess it from the unprepos- 
sessing exterior and the neigh- 
borhood-bar atmosphere, but 
the Grill’s spicy Caribbean-in- 
fluenced menu is top-notch (and 
a little pricey), and the bar- 
tenders (especially Cheryl) make 
one of the best Manhattans in 
town, as a well as a damn good 
martini. And thanks to the in- 
spired bookings of Lilli Denni- 
son, who has been bringing 
great local and national acts into 
the upstairs dining rooms on 
Mondays for the past few years 
— Uncle Tupelo, Vic Chesnutt, 
Morphine, Jennifer Trynin, the 
Upper Crust, Combustible Edi- 
son, and Squad Car — Green 
Street is the Boston scene’s 
home away from the scene. You 
might find Mark Sandman or 
Peter Wolf drinking a beer at a 
corner table, or Kay and Mike of 
Letters to Cleo having dinner.

HONG KONG Sometimes 
improvement is in the eye of the 
beholder. Consider the Hong 
Kong, Harvard Square’s preemi- 
nent late-night eatery/drinkery, 
where a series of renovations 
over the past few years has left 
things markedly cleaner and 
brighter, and definitely less ap- 
pealing. The gold-painted wood 
partitions, decorated with carved 
bats, have been restored to the 
first-floor dining room, but the 
bats no longer brood in a sinister 
gloom: newly created windows 
— windows! — along Mass Ave 
make the room positively cheer- 
ful. So too the seedy, boozy sec- 
ond-floor bar has been redone in 
brewpub style: the Polaroids of 
devoted drunks are gone from 
the walls, and the customers play 
darts. And the third floor, for- 
merly terra incognita and subject 
of wildly speculative rumors — 
the third floor has, after a brief 
spell as a dance hall, become 
something called “The Comedy 
Studio.” 

But the prettification is only 
superficial. Even the reduced 
greasiness and saltiness of the 
food counts as a minor setback. 
The reputation of the Hong 
Kong remains secure, thanks to 
its legendary scorpion bowl — 
liquor, fruit punch, liquor, ice, 
and liquor, served in a communal 
basin and slurped up through 
long individual straws. Smooth 
and viciously potent, it defies re- 
form or even apology. Its pur-

IRISH VILLAGE The Irish 
Village, somewhat out of the 
way on Market Street in 
Brighton, looks out on the ma- 
jestic edifice of the Scrub-a-Dub 
car wash, and is within sniffing 
distance of the cheese slices of 
the Brighton House of Pizza. 
Beyond that, the surrounding 
area is uncommonly drab. 
Nonetheless, Irish Village is a 
pretty good spot for boozing, 


perhaps because of its remote 
location. It would appear that 
the great majority of Euro- 
sophisticates are loath to drive 
their Mercedeses, Jeeps, and 
Beemers to such a bastion of 
blue-collarism. And so this is a 
blessed relief from the great 
nebula of bad cologne that gen- 
erally lingers over the bars and 
clubs of other, more chic areas. 
Often, the Irish Village seems 
to be inhabited entirely by postal 
workers. Prospective Don Juans 
might be disappointed, as women 
don’t tend to frequent this bar in 
large numbers (and those who do 
generally aren’t here in search of 


amore). This a no-nonsense place

JACK LYNCH’S 
WEBSTER LOUNGE. Like 
the mysterious bread smell hang- 
ing about in Williams-Sonoma 
stores, the wall of smoke that 
greets the visitor to Jack Lynch’s 
Webster Lounge has no visible 
source. There are rarely more 
than five people hunched over the 
bar; they couldn’t possibly create 
that much smoke, could they? 


To visit Jack Lynch’s is to step 
into a world where little makes 
sense. The neon signs in the win- 
dow say EATING, DRINKING, and 
PIANO, yet there’s no piano in 
sight. The bar stays in business 
even though it’s never crowded, 
and the few people there don’t 
pay attention to one another. 
Still, there’s a placidness to Jack 
Lynch’s that is unique and com- 
forting. It comes from being gen- 
uine — something few other bars 
in Boston would know about. 

The world of Jack Lynch’s is 
free of loud jocks, “quirky” deco- 
rations, and wall-to-wall sham- 
rocks. The tacky paneling with 
boat stencils on it wasn’t put 
there because the owner thought 








it was funny; this place was built 
to be a bar, not a novelty. Al- 
though it’s only a block and a 
half from Newbury Street, the 
last thing you'll find there is a lot 
of attitude, expensive drinks, and 
rich kids sucking down tooters. 

In a neighborhood full of bars 
trying too hard and packed too 
tightly, Jack Lynch’s is a breath 
of smoke-filled fresh air. Tucked 
away behind the Hynes and dan- 
gling over the Pike, it’s the least 
obvious place to go for a drink. 
But when was the last time going 
somewhere obvious made you 
feel at home?

THE KENDALL CAFE |: 
doesn’t look like much from the 
outside, and it’s not in one of the 
more heavily trafficked areas of 
town, but the Kendall Café has 
gradually developed a reputation 
for being a local hot spot. It 
didn’t hurt that singer/songwrit- 
ers Pete Droge and Jewel used 
the small (under 100 capacity) 
room as a launching pad when 
they were both starting out. Or 
that local rock vet Skeggie 
Kendall, who now hosts Tuesday 
nights in the Bakery at the Mid- 
dle East, spent a few months last 
year putting on shows there. And 
the opening of the Kendall 
Square Cinema has given this 
small neighborhood pub and 
restaurant a new client base. The 
entertainment is still pretty hit- 
or-miss: it’s mostly a stomping 
ground for local singer/songwrit- 
ers, but occasionally someone 
like Walter Salas-Humara — an 
unsung national talent who used 
to front the Silos — will stop by 
for a gig, as he did a few weeks 
ago. The myriad brews on tap 
are always good, the atmosphere 
is always friendly, and the Bush- 
mills is stored in a special cabinet 
of its own.

THE LITTLEST BAR This 


bar is so little that when the ice 
truck parks in front (as it does 
every few days), the place disap- 
pears entirely. It’s so little that 
you assume the bathroom door 
opens inward, ‘arid you can stand 







in front of it for 20 minutes, 
reading the SEAMUS HEANEY PEED 
HERE plaque over and over 
again, and waiting for someone 
to emerge. It’s also so little that 
someone at the bar — a 
Kennedy maybe, or Ray Flynn, 
or Brit football bigwig Jack 
Charlton, or any one of a num- 
ber of people famous only to the 
Irish — will lean over (you real- 
ly can’t stroll over in the Littlest 
Bar) and open the bathroom 
door for you. 

The bar itself — one magnifi- 
cent, rippling, uncut slab of oak 
— dates back to the Littlest’s 
genesis in 1945. Certain of the 
regulars also appear to be origi- 
nal. The Littlest Bar has passed 
through only four owners in all 
those years, all the while pro- 
tected by a flight of stairs to the 
left of the entrance designated 
as a historical monument. The 
place measures 16 feet from side 
to side, and 32 feet back to 
front. Ask the proprietors if they 
plan to expand and they will give 
you a dark, pitying look. 
“There’s no room,” they will tell 
you. “This is the Littlest Bar.” 
Bottled beer is decanted into the 
littlest glasses you ever saw.

MODEL CAFE The Model 


Café, in Allston’s Union Square, 


‘ is the last place the American 


Cancer Society would ever hold a 
meeting. At this dingy bar, every- 
one smokes — townies, black- 
clothed college kids, bartenders, 
newborn babies. At least one ash- 
tray per customer. 

Long a watering hole for Allsto- 
nians, the Model Café has become 
a hot spot in the past few years for 
the alternative, artsy crowd. It 
could be a disastrous mix, but the 
two groups seem to respect each 
other. (This is helped along by ev- 
eryone’s willingness to strike up 
inane conversations with drunken 
strangers.) Paintings and draw- 
ings by local artists blend well 
with the pool table, pinball ma- 
chine, and red plastic stools. 

Local rock bands play every 
Monday night, but the eclectic 
jukebox is the real treat, with discs 
ranging from The Best of Patsy 
Cline to Miles Davis’s On the Cor- 
ner to the Beastie Boys’ Paul’s 
Boutique. 

As for the food and drink, ham- 
burgers are cheap and good, but, 
at $1.25, our favorite is the grilled 
hot dog. Bottles of Bud and Miller 
are $2, Sam Adams on tap is $3, 
and if the veteran waitresses don’t 
call you honey, something’s 
wrong.

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NICK’S BEEF AND 
BEER Just walking into Nick’s 
Beef and Beer is enough to give 
you a little sirloin buzz. You 
don’t just smell the beef, you 
don’t just see it, you actually hear 
it. It’s the strips and chops and 
loins sizzling in a little shrine-like 
area at the end of the room; it’s 
the neo-meadhall décor; it’s the 
fact that on the menu, mozzarella 
sticks are listed as “Light Fare.” 
Light fare is a distraction. Beer is 
important. But the motif is beef. 

It will come as a surprise to 
steak-lovers that this winter 
Nick’s Beef and Beer will reap- 
pear as Nick’s American Restau- 
rant and Bar. The red-and-black- 
striped interior will remain, as 
will the legend KING OF SHISHKE- 
BAB and the midnight runs by 
beef-starved undergraduates. Ac- 
cording to manager Ted Poulos, 
who was present at the birth of 
Nick’s 25 years ago, the renam- 
ing is less a repudiation of beef 
than an expression of the family’s 
great love for America. 

“We are of Greek origin, but 
we love America. We love the 
American lifestyle,” Poulos says. 
“I think American people are the 
most beautiful people in the 
world. And I have traveled wide- 
ly. I say this from the bottom of 
my heart.”

O’BRIENS PUB Tre bar 
that’s putting the rock back in 
Allston Rock City, O’Briens is a 
low-key, laid-back neighborhood 
bar that doesn’t kick the locals 
out when the music kicks in. You 
can’t beat the warped-Ameri- 
cana atmosphere: the walls are 
graced with the infamous 
Nixon-Elvis photo, along with 
huge portraits depicting the 
Founding Fathers signing the 
Declaration of Independence 
and the 1960 Sox, a five-point 
buck, and, of course, Keno! It 
may also be the only bar in town 
that has the Home Shopping 
Channel on its large-screen TV. 
The stage in the corner is a lit- 
tle cramped, but less so than in 
most comparably sized rooms, 
and though the PA is primitive, it 
sounds damn good most nights. 
The room is booked by members 
of Roadsaw and the Vehicle 
Birth, which guarantees an eclec- 
tic mix of some of the best rock 
this side of the Charles — recent 
shows have run the gamut,from 
the heavy (6L6, Honkeyball, 312 


Girls) to the indie (Bright, Jeho- 
vah Starbelly, Chelsea on Fire) to 
straight-up, rip-roaring rock and 
roll (8-Ball Shifter). Although the 
schedule is kind of haphazard, 
there are shows almost every 
Thursday night (the cover, like 
the suds, runs cheap — $3), and 
also on most weekends. It’s 
worth calling for details: on a re- 
cent Saturday night you could 
have seen Dischord’s Smart 
Went Crazy kick off their winter 
tour to about 15 people — and 
get heckled by a drunk biker-type 
guy in the process.

PLOUGH & STARS Music 
club, lunch spot, college hang- 
out, local watering hole, the 
Plough & Stars is a multifaceted, 
rich tapestry of a bar. According- 
ly, it attracts everyone from busi- 
ness types in power suits to 
painters in overalls to drunks in 
stupors. Above all, however, the 
Plough is a place of regulars, 
many of whom are more like 
constants. Indeed, some of the 
barstools at the Plough bear the 
permanent imprints of certain 
customers’ butts. 

During the daytime the Plough 
is almost sleepy, but at night it 
becomes a mad swirl of cigarette 
smoke, perspiration, and song. 
There’s live music nightly; there 
is a television showing English 
soccer live, mainly on Saturdays 
(“The referee’s a wanker!”); and 
there is always food that is al- 
most absurdly superior to any- 
thing you’d expect to be served in 
bar surroundings. 

The Plough, one of the oldest 
Irish bars in Greater Boston, 
maintains an unpretentious Irish- 
pub atmosphere that other Celti- 
cally inclined bars can only 
dream of. Oh yes, and it serves a 
great pint of Guinness.

THE RATHSKELLER A 
monument to grit and persever- 
ance, the Rat remains a local 
rock-and-roll landmark. Un- 
touched by the forces of chic 
modernization that turned Spit 
into a frat-boy hangout (Axis), 
the Tea Party into a Euro haven 


(Avalon), and Bunratty’s into — 
ugh! — a sparkling jazz bar, the 
original Kenmore Square punk 
club is still basically the same 
dirty-assed urban roadhouse it’s 
always been. The décor is domi- 
nated by photocopied gig flyers, 
the tables in the balcony are still 
covered in tabloid-and-porno- 
mag collage, and there’s still a 
tap at the bar spewing cheapo 
Rat Brew for adventurous (or 
just broke) souls who don’t mind 
the taste of week-old Coors 
Light. 

A few tips: if you’re sitting in 
the balcony, beware of flying 
foosball elbows and stray pool 
cues. Do not, under any circum- 
stances, order the nachos. And if 
you’re looking for the city’s most 
kick-ass weekend all-ages hard- 
core matinees, the line forms in 
the parking lot out back. Various 
local heavy-rock staples and 
emerging national acts are on 
hand about five nights a week, 
wreaking havoc in the infamous 
basement room (disinfected for 
the first time in recent memory 
after the Flood of 96). And al- 
though the clientele may occa- 
sionally give you the willies, 
there’s absolutely no reason to be 
frightened by the assortment of 
rabid, red-eyed rats glaring back 
from the basement’s walls, cor- 
ners, and ceiling — the vast ma- 
jority of them are fake.

SHAYS PUB AND 
WINE BAR It’s a well-known 
fact that most Harvard students

rectly proportionate to the fre- 
quency of the oscillator (v), to 
concern themselves with such tri- 
fling matters as where to get a 
decent pint. This is our work. 

Shays Pub and Wine Bar, on 
JFK Street, has long been a pub- 
lover’s haven. Amid a deluge of 
establishments serving Becks and 
Budweiser, you may shed tears of 
gratitude when presented with a 
pint of, say; Newcastle Brown at 
Shays. Of course, things have 
changed a bit lately for pubs; all 
but the most dimwitted of pro- 
prietors have climbed aboard the 
ale bandwagon, so Shays is no 
longer the only place to get 
drinkable potables in the Square. 
But it is still the best. 

Owned by London natives, 
Shays has the atmosphere of an 
English pub without those over- 
the-top John Bull fittings. It’s es- 
pecially enjoyable in the summer 
months, when patrons can sit at 
tables outside. And when the 
weather turns nasty, Shays’s 
compact size and basement loca- 
tion make it a cozy place to 
warm up over a mulled wine. 
Shays isn’t for everyone, though. 
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The food, while decent enough 
pub grub, isn’t likely to send the 
taste buds into orbit; and no 
liquor is served, only wine and 
beer. But what a selection of 
beer. Hic.

TIM’S The sign on the door 
reads “Tim’s Bar and Grill.” But 
the phone book lists this burger- 
and-beer joint simply as “Tim’s,” 
and we’ve always heard it re- 
ferred to as “Tim’s Tavern.” No 
matter. By any name, this South 
End watering hole is a one-of-a- 
kind throwback to the days when 
Boston had no Hard Rock Café, 
and the surrounding neighbor- 
hood had more character — and 
more characters. Tim’s is just 
around the corner from the Hard 
Rock, and only a hop, skip, and a 
jump from the Back Bay. But the 
barroom ambiance is miles from 
anything you'll find in any of the 
area’s swankier joints. The burg- 
ers are great, and so are the bar’s 
patrons, who are friendly in a 
very Boston sort of way — i.e., 
they'll ignore you unless you do 
something really stupid. Think of 
Tim’s as an escape from yuppifi- 
cation, or from the Delux when 
it’s just too damn crowded.

For 
the last two years, Ryles has 
turned over Sunday-night man- 
agement of the club to Tracie 
Beale, and it’s become the only 
place in the city where you can 
find Birkenstock-wearing coffee 
drinkers, ani difranco wanna- 
bes, preppy femmes, and grizzled 
old dykes under the same roof. 
Reminiscent of the popular 
Somewhere Else, Boston’s leg- 
endary two-floor lesbian bar that 
thrived in the 1980s until it was 
destroyed by-arson, Ryles has a 
mellow acoustic scene downstairs 
— where you can order compli- 
cated coffee drinks with whipped 
cream, have a bite to eat, and talk 
with friends in a relatively 
smoke-free environment —

Wally’s is a popular neighborhood bar, 
but it’s also worth a long trip from your 
Wallyless nook of town. Talented jazz 
groups appear six nights a week (Tues- 
day through Sunday, and Sunday after- 
noon as well), and Monday nights are re- 
served for the blues. There’s never a cov- 
er, which should make you think twice 
the next time you shell out 10 bucks to 
see some crappy rock band. 

Drinks aren’t expensive (though 
they’re not cheap, either), and if the beer 
selection is limited, the liquor cabinet is 
fully stocked. As with any charming, cozy 
bar, seating is sacrificed for ambiance (or 
Coy oder patrons) Aad Wanted® probe: 
bly the most racially integrated bar in

LES ZYGOMATES Les Zygomates 
(Zee-go-maht) is the only real wine bar 
on our list. It’s also the only bar with a 
sister restaurant in Paris. (Indeed, you’re 
reminded of this on the plates, which car- 
ry a little illustration of a Frenchman and 
the legend: LES ZYGOMATES PARIS — BOS- 
TON.) Less than two years old, this little 
haven of urbanity in the old Leather Dis- 
trict — with Christmas lights in the front 
windows, a black-and-white tile floor, 
and several hundred bottles of wine 
looming in bins over the bar — has qui- 
etly become a fueling station for the up- 
per end of the urban arterati, whom it 
keeps well-supplied with bisque, duck 
confit, and other staples of Parisian com- 
fort cooking. None of that fuel is cheap, 
so the thirsty nighthawk more interested 
in eavesdropping on gallery gossip than 
in dropping a pretty packet on a pate is 
well-advised to belly up to the zinc bar 
and investigate the wine list, where about 
40 bottles are open on any given night,

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Solid, affordable, and not nearly as 
showy as the name might suggest 





Regalia

HE STORY OF this space is like a mini- 

f history of the generation that has come 

of age in the ’90s. It was a branch of the 
upscale pizzeria Bluestone Bistro; then it was a 
pretty serious bistro called Althea, with a couple 
of chefs that were written up in all the columns; 
and now it is a much more predictable sort of 
bistro. But Regalia is my favorite of the three, 
because every so often you want to get off the 
cutting edge and just dine out. And for having 
everything come out pretty well, no surprises, no 
tricks, Regalia is rather a find. 

The bread basket, for example, featured a 
good rye roll and a better flatbread (pizza-fla- 
vored) with the increasingly common little bowl 
of bean purée for a spread. The Regalia salad 
($3.95) is well-picked mesclun with a perfect 
balsamic vinaigrette. The “summer salad” 
($3.95) was as close to real tomatoes as I got 
this summer, along with tiny radishes — each 
with some stem attached, as they are served in 
France — and some greenery. 

Or one can appetize on 
something as beer-friendly as 
calamari ($5.95) fried 
among a scattering of Italian 
hot pickled peppers and seri- 
ous garlic. Or a “quesadilla” 
($4.95) done as a two-tor- 
tilla sandwich version of piz- 
za, with real cilantro in the 
salsa on top, and jalapefio- 
flecked sausage among the 
cheese in the middle. Seven- 
vegetable ravioli ($5.95) 
packs all that plus goat 
cheese into a tasty filling, 
with a garlic cream sauce 
outside. The portion is four 
large ravioli, and the dish is 
so rich you may not need 
more. 

Pasta is also carefully 
worked in the main dish of

beer with the medium weight of a good porter. 
This will pay off with almost any contemporary 
cuisine. Water is served from fish-shaped jugs 

and refilled often. 

In this era of front-loaded menus, Regalia 
wins my respect by delivering well in all three 
courses, and staying with modest prices at the 
dessert level. The passion-fruit ice cream 
($3.95) is three yellow scoops with a tart, 
fruity flavor true enough to these tropical fruits 
that I can guess it was made from the purple 
passion fruit rather than the more citric orange 
variety. Coconut pie ($3.95) steps up from 
diner pie by adding a fresh fruit salad. And a 
chocolate triangle ($4.25) had the powerful 
wedge of no-flour chocolate surrounded with a 
couple of truffles and an offsetting bit of 
pumpkin flan. 

The décor complements the relaxation of the 
menu with a lot of bare brick, some yellow 
paint, and framed calligraphy-like paintings. 
There’s no clear message in the design or the 
menu, but since every- 
thing is done compe- 
tently, the message 
might be: enjoy your 
dinner out. It isn’t going 
to make you snap to at- 
tention or think too 

much, but all the mild 
| surprises will be pleas- 
ant ones — including the 
check.

Big Night. Definitely a 
fun little food movie, al- 
though overly derivative 
of Babette’s Feast. From 
a strictly foodie perspec- 
tive, | would have liked 
to see more character 
development presented 
with the kitchen work, 
especially as both leading 








vegetarian lasagna ($12.95), 
dominated by the flavor of roasted fresh toma- 
toes, with a hint of nutmeg. A lot of entrees in- 
tended for vegetarians overload on cheese for an 
easy hit of richness; this one relies successfully 
on the qualities of the roasted vegetables and the 
pasta itself. 

Another very impressive platter was “pan- 
braised catfish” ($14.25), actually kinda fried, 
with a crust of hazelnut and beans (and plenty 
of black pepper). It’s not easy to make some- 
thing striking out of catfish, with its mild flavor 
and texture. Yet this both honored the catfish 
and made a swordfish-sized impression. It was 
served with cornmeal waffles sweet as muffins (a 
wonderful sublimation of the hush puppies that 
go with country-style catfish fries), and a sauté 
of mixed summer squash. 

The grilled skirt steak ($15.95) put a lot of 
beef flavor into each somewhat chewy bite. It 
was served up with excellent corn on the cob, 
and a clever match of Korean-style sesame-soy 
spinach. 

A special on hoisin-glazed salmon ($14.95) 
was a good idea that fell a little short. Hoisin 
sauce is classic with Peking duck, so it ought 
to work with today’s fat, farm-raised salmon. 
And it will, when the chef is a little bolder 
with it. Our piece was a nice, flaky chunk of 
salmon but had only a hint of the sesame- 
hoisin magic. Oven-fried potatoes — okay, 
I’ll be polite and call them roasted potatoes — 
were an excellent foil looking for a little more _ 
leadership. Pets Sere

actors spent some seri- 
ous restaurant time in preparation for the role. 
Tony Shaloub’s character says a lot of roman- 
tic-genius things about cooking, but one 
doesn’t see his face transformed in the kitchen. 
Stanley Tucci, who was co-author and co-di- 
rector as well as playing the maitre d’, expresses 
his character’s ambivalence by his body lan- 
guage in the kitchen, but not by the way he 
slices. 

The food looks great, and is probably a better- 
tasting meal than Babette’s, although I don’t no- 
tice Italian restaurants in Boston rushing to pro- 
mote a Big Night feast, as they did after the 
Danish film of French food. One possible reason 
is that the key specialties of Big Night are from 
opposite ends of Italy, and few chefs, even in 
Rome, would make both. The risotto (and we 
never see Shaloub stirring, stirring, stirring as 
this dish required in the 1950s — pressure 
cookers can be used now to minimize the work) 
is from the North; the timpano is a Tucci family 
dish from Calabria. 

But casual viewers may not notice the 
capon stuffed with pomegranates at all, or the 
details of the dessert course. So if you can 
make a timpano out of pastry, roast a piglet, 
and bake a whole salmon, you ought to be 
able to do this dinner in any commercial 
kitchen. 

Of course the final food movie is still Eat, 
Drink, Man, Woman, with its glorious Mandarin 
specialties cooked in cold fury. Big Night can 
barely mince the garlic for Eat, Drink, Man; 
Woman, but we have come-atong way from 
Mystic Pizza. cd

(Allston), 
Boston, 566-8888. $10-$17. A large and 
pretty place, with a rotation of exotic Persian 
dishes in a generic Middle East and Ameri- 
can kosher (meat) menu. Don't miss the 
soups, pilafs, kebabs, shishlik, and baklava. 
Open Saturday nights, but closed Friday 
nights and Saturday lunches. (1/94) 

CHEF CHOW’S HOUSE, 354 Chestnut Hill

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light cautiously break through 
the club’s tenebrous atmo- 
sphere. Giaquinto is also hop- 
ing to include performance art. 
And this Saturday he’ll be pre- 
senting a local-music showcase 
with Curtain Society, Blush 
Response, and Dark Motive. “I 
like to think of myself as Walt 
Disney on acid,” he says.

factory, the Paradise Cafe 
(which operates as a gay bar 
during the rest of the week) 
makes a perfect fagade for the 
detached, gloomy post-apoca- 
lyptica of an industrial club. 
The room is blessed with a 
subterranean ambiance and 
natural bat-cave character. And 
for the time being, 
“Ceremony” is mercifully 
devoid of the curiosity-seeking 
college crowd that’s threatened 
to turn ManRay into the 
Cheers of the underground. 

In the ground-level room, 
Tony Lee (a/k/a DJ Arcanus) 
spins gauzy, hauntingly 
dreamy waves of goth. In 
front of him, undead children 
of Bela Lugosi and Peter 
Murphy sway in the breeze of 
their own solitary discontent 
under an intricately carved 
black ceiling, clinging to a 
darkness broken only by oases 
of sepia-tone light from a few 
odd candelabra/chandelier 
fixtures. In the basement 
below, frenzied bodies heave 


‘against the machine-age digi- 


tal crunch and clang spun by 
industrialist Nate Roman 
(a/k/a DJ Mothra). 

“The other night I played a 
track off the new Scar Tissue 
album that went over really 
well,” says Roman.

How long has it been since American Ballet Theatre 
visited Boston? Let’s put it this way: Gelsey Kirkland 
and Mikhail Baryshnikov (whom you see every year 
on WGBH in ABT’s 1977 Nutcracker) were still danc- 
ing. For the record, ABT’s last appearances here were 
in February of ’84 and January of ’85, a week each 
time; we got to see Gelsey in Antony Tudor’s The 
Leaves Are Fading and Mischa in Twyla Tharp’s The 
Little Ballet and Sinatra Suite, along with Romeo and 
Juliet and Cinderella. No wonder those seem like the 
good old days. 

What’s the deal? Did ABT decide to observe a 10- 
year period of mourning after the Sox lost the ’86 
World Series? Actually, according to Bob Pontarelli, 
from the company’s press office, rising costs and 
declining NEA grants in the Reagan years brought 
about dramatic cutbacks in ABT touring. It’s only in 
the last few years that the company has really started 
up again, sending out smaller troupes — the same 
stars, but doing more highlights and fewer hideously 
expensive full-length showpieces. 

So we won't be getting an R&/ or a Cinderella when 
the company rolls in next weekend (November 15 
through 17), as part of the Bank of Boston Celebrity 
Series, but ABT is bringing the exquisite Theme and 
Variations (one of its specialties) to this Balanchine- 
starved city. That work will open the program; closing 
it will be Lar Lubovitch’s A Brahms Symphony, which is 
set to the Symphony No. 3. The interior of the pro- 
gram will offer three highlights from the heart of the 
classical repertoire: the Rose Adagio from The 
Sleeping Beauty; the pas de deux from act two of 

Swan Lake (that’s the White Swan pas de deux), 
and the grand pas de deux from act three of 
Don Quixote. 

And yes, there will be some familiar faces. 
Amanda McKerrow was a baby ballerina 
back in °85, when she danced Juliet in R&/; 
you can see what she’s grown into when she 

does the Rose Adagio (Friday) and the Swan 
Lake pas de deux (Sunday, with Maxim 
Belotserkovsky) and appears in Theme and 
Variations (Saturday, with Parrish 
Maynard). Another ’85 Juliet, Susan Jaffe, 
will be doing Don Quixote Friday and 
Saturday (with José Manuel Carrefio) and 
the Rose Adagio Sunday. Although it’s the 
same program for all three performances, 
the casting changes (Paloma Herrera is 
the Sleeping Beauty for Saturday), so 
you might consider more than one visit. 

American Ballet Theatre performs at 

the Wang Center next Friday and 

Saturday, November 15 and 16, at 8 

p.m., and Sunday, November, 17, at 

3 p.m. The program will be the same 
at each performance, but the princi- 
pal casting will vary. Tickets are $35 
to $65 and are available at the Wang Box 
Office, or call 482-6661 or 931-2000. There is also a 
fundraising gala scheduled for November 15, to include 
cocktails and dinner at the Four Seasons Hotel before 
the evening's performance and dessert and dancing at 
the Four Seasons afterward.

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Bugging out 


Marie Perennou calls Microcosmos 
“true tales,” and talks of “rehabili- 
tating the population of the grass.” 
Her husband, Claude Nuridsany, 
asserts that “every bug has its own 
destiny.” Not the kinds of senti- 
ments you'd expect to hear from 
biologists. Nuridsany and 
Perennou, though, aren't your 
everyday eggheads. Twenty years 
ago, the couple found themselves 
getting fed up with the French 
Académie and the scientific search 
for truth. “When you are a 
researcher, you publish for other 
researchers,” Perennou points out. 
“We wanted to break away from 
the scientific world and share our 
findings with others.” 

The two believe that there is 
more to understanding than the 
mere discovery of facts, that our 
emotions must be engaged also. 
So they turned to filmmaking, and 
a more aesthetically inclined rep- 
resentation of the world they 
study. Nuridsany explains, “We try 
to engage the imagination of the 
spectator. We tell the story of this 
world as if it were an.opera, not 
simple biology. We are right in the 
middie of art and science; we put 
these two fields together — peo- 
ple have a tendency to separate 
them.” 

Although Perennou admits that 
an overly imaginative treatment of 
the insect world could have led to 
them falling into the trap of 
humanizing their subjects, she 
maintains that there are unavoid- 
able comparisons between their 
world and ours: “It’s a strange 
world, but when you go along with 
the movie, you see that there is 
something from time to time that 
looks like our life.” Watching these 
creatures go about the daily 
search for such necessities as 
food, shelter, and sexual partners, 
you'd have to agree with her. 

Their experiences with the 
insects in Microcosmos led 
Nuridsany and Perennou to view 
them as individuals. Nuridsany 
says, “We show that this is a spe- 
cial grasshopper. They are not 
interchangeable. We used a lot of 
insects of the same species, like 
doubles in the movies. We noticed 
that there were some who were 
natural performers. For instance, 
with the ladybird taking off from 
the grass — there was one lady- 
bird who was a star, she always 
took off with a loop.” Perennou, 
laughing, notes that “there were 
also some actors who were very 
— sensitive.” 

Bugs, according to Nuridsany 
and Perennou, have for too long 
gotten a raw deal. “Give them their 
due,” says Perennou. “Humankind 
is more cruel than insects.” 
Nuridsany adds, “Insects areso 
often portrayed as little robots who 
are always killing each other, like 
science-fiction movies. To us they 
are like mythological creatures, . 
creatures of great beauty. For 
instance, the mosquito rising like 
Venus out of the water.” 

When asked whether he would 
swat a mosquito that landed on 
his arm, perhaps the self-same 
“actor” that emerged so elegantly 
from the water, Nuridsany laughs 
and says, “Yes. We are human 
beings, after all.”

Beetie mania 


Microcosmos reveals a small but fabulous world 
BY CHRIS WRIGHT Microcosmos opens with a God’s- 


eye view of majestic, golden-tinted clouds pummeling 
upward through the stratosphere. The camera, however, 


soon begins to descend, below the clouds, 
above the treetops and down, immersing us 
finally deep in meadow grass. A bulbous 
green caterpillar munches on a leaf, seems 
to notice us for a moment, then continues. 
A rhinoceros-like beetle lumbers by. “Look 
at your feet,” sings an eerie boy soprano on 
the soundtrack. We so often look up and 
out in search of the sublime; French biolo- 
gists Claude Nuridsany and Marie 
Perennou, the makers of Microcosmos, 
offer us an alternative. 

It took Nuridsany and Perennou 20 years 
to research and shoot what amounts to an 
hour and a half of footage. That’s 90 min- 
utes of nothing but insects doing insect 
things. Sound boring? It’s not. Microcosmos 
has comedy, drama, action-adventure, a cast 
of thousands — plus a little sex and violence. 
And you can take the kids. 

Boring? Never mind Star Wars and The 
X Files. In case you weren’t aware, we are 
sharing the planet with alien beings. 
Although the characters in Microcosmos are 
phantasmagorical, . often frightening, 
Nuridsany and Perennou don’t focus on the 
nasty, brute, and short; instead they make a 
kind of delicate poetry of the scuttlings and 
slitherings of their creepy crawlies. 

The action takes place in a field in 
France, over the course of 24 hours. It is 
no accident that the film observes 
Aristotle’s unities of time and place. 
Microcosmos means to present itself as a 
dramatic work, a series of vignettes within 
a larger story. And it is successful. We 
actually care about the insects; somehow 
we share their concerns as they go about 
their daily lives. A day down here, though, 
is often a lifetime, a field an entire world. 
Scale, temporality, everything is off — 
which makes it all the more surprising to 
see these creatures conducting their busi- 
ness with an almost humdrum humanity. 
To see them so close. 

Nuridsany and Perennou designed their 
own equipment to gain privileged access to 
their subjects. Sometimes the proximity is 
alarming, sometimes touching, often amus- 
ing. We see the backside of a bee (by means 
of a miniature helicopter) as it buzzes

through humungous flowers. We watch a 
monstrous pheasant from the viewpoint of 
the ant colony it decimates with a building- 
sized beak. And, in one of the tenderest love 
scenes I have ever seen, we observe two 
back-lit snails touch tentative horns, then 
smear and ripple over one another to an 
operatic aria. 

There is no didactic commentary 
explaining what the bugs are up to. The 
only narration in Microcosmos comes at the 
beginning and the end — Wild Kingdom 
the film is not. We are simply supposed to 
delight in the spectacle of the insects’ odd 
little world, occasionally prodded into 
responses by music, but more often by the 
sounds of the insects themselves. The cine- 
matography is exquisite, sensitive to light- 
ing, color, and texture. Microcosmos cer- 
tainly aims toward the aesthetic rather than 
the educational. 

There is, however, a touch of allegory 
about the film. A trail of caterpillars — nose 
to end, like bumper-to-bumper traffic — 
makes its way along the dusty ground. 
Other caterpillars twitch impatiently, 
attempting to nose their way into the pro- 
cession, which concludes with everybody 
intertwined in a_ weird, rhythmically 
writhing heap. You don’t have to stretch the 
imagination too far to make the connection 
between this scenario and the ordeal of a 
morning’s commute, or the drudgery at the 
end of it. 

More overtly symbolic is a scene wherein 
a beetle rolls its ball of dung, Sisyphus-like, 
along what seems a never-ending series of 
hills and bumps. Looking like a beefy little 
laborer, the beetle meets and overcomes 
obstacles with poignant determination, dis- 





playing impressive problem-solving skills 
for a creature with a beetle-sized brain. 

Indeed, for all the insects’ stark differ- 
ences from us, they show a peculiar anthro- 
pomorphism. A pair of stag beetles engage 
in battle while heraldic music emphasizes 
their knightly stature. A colony of ants fuss- 
es over a herd of aphids, gently stroking 
them to encourage production of sap. 
Nuridsany and Perennou even capture a 
wide array of body language — from the 
quizzical glance of a praying mantis to the 
horny wriggle of a bee’s butt before it 
mounts what is actually a flower disguised 
as a she-bee. 

Such trickery and manipulation is com- 
mon down here, particularly between 
those inconstant wildflowers and the 
honey-hungry bee. Another bee seems 
almost to violate a flower as it thrusts its 
head deep into the petals. The flower, 
meanwhile, extends a surreptitious stamen 
to dust the bee’s backside with pollen. The 
bee’s obtuseness and the deliberate, ginger 
strokes of the flower make for a pan- 
tomime atmosphere; you find yourself 
tempted to yell, “Behind you!” 

If Microcosmos is often a profound film, 
even inspiring (dread words for the movie- 
goer) philosophical reflection, it is, above 
all, great fun. Insects are natural clowns: 
they stumble, they fall about a lot. A rain- 
drop to a mosquito has the effect of a thou- 
sand custard pies. Insects teeter, even more 
than ourselves, along the tightrope of 
chance and catastrophe. But as with <all 
good comedies, the clowns bounce back. 
Like the famous spider that is said to have 
inspired Robert Bruce to “try, try again,” 
these insects show a resilience we might 
learn from. 

William Blake, in his “Auguries of 
Innocence,” wrote: 

To see a World in a grain of sand 

And a Heaven in a Wild Flower, 

Hold infinity in the palm of 
your hand 

And eternity in an hour. 

Microcosmos helps us to realize these para- 
doxes. Not only do we look into another 
realm when we observe the world of the 
insect, we become a little more sensitive to 
our own. “Open your eyes,” sings the eerie 
boy again. Microcosmos invites us to take 
our heads out of the clouds for a moment, 
to see the universe within a universe right 
under our feet. &

Trevor Nunn’s magical masque 


BY PETER KEOUGH Trevor Nunn wastes no time tweaking the 


gender ambiguity and taboos lurking in William Shakespeare’s Twelfth 
Night. Dressed up as mustachio’d a identical twins Viola 


(Imogen Stubbs) and Sebastian 
(Nicholas Farrell) entertain a 
shipboard band of revelers. 
Sebastian impishly peels the fake 
moustache from Viola’s lip, but 
as Viola attempts to pluck off his 
real one a storm surges and the 
ship capsizes. Apparently, some 
higher power won’t tolerate eras- 
ing this sign of sexual difference, 
this restraint against incest. 

Not that Nunn lingers long over 
such matters. His is not a tract but 
a masque ignited by brilliant per- 
formances, expert timing, a note- 
perfect tone, and an overall autum- 
nal atmosphere (the film was shot 
in Cornwall in November) that 
captures the play’s diverse moods 
in the landscape’s glowing shad- 
ows and light. He has cut and 
reordered scenes not quite with 
Richard III ruthlessness but with a 
boldness that gives the narrative a 
zesty cinematic dynamic. This 
Twelfth Night brims with sprightly 
playfulness, yet it’s underscored by 
an aching note of loss and melan- 
choly. Barring Branagh’s upcom- 
ing Hamlet, it’s the best film ver- 
sion of a Shakespearean play in a 
year full of them.

Cast ashore in hostile Illyria, 
Viola is wrenched by grief at the 
seeming loss of her brother in the 
wreck, but she seeks puckish 
relief in her plan to attach herself 
as a male attendant to the Illyrian 
Count Orsino (Toby Stephens). 
Recovering from a war wound, 
Orsino pines after his beloved 
Olivia (Helena Bonham Carter), 
who has forsworn all men since 
the late death of her own brother. 
For some reason in the world of 
Twelfth Night, a brother’s death 
compels a surviving sister to give 
up on men, or else become one. 

In Viola’s case, and in Stubbs’s, 
the change is liberating. Sported 
out in a jaunty black cavalry uni- 





form with a fetching slouch hat, 
saber, and the requisite mous- 
tache, Stubbs is transformed into a 
vivid if ambiguous provocation, 
her comic talent, toughness, and 
sensuality released. She smokes 
cigars, plays cards, and talks about 
women. with the languorous 
Orsino, who bonds with her as a 
regular guy and enlists him to woo 
Olivia. She handles that assign- 
ment like an expert, high-pitched 
rake, quickly and incredulously 
winning the lady for herself. 

This bright, youthful folly is 
shadowed by the dour, hoary folly 
of the rest of Olivia’s household. 
Her uncle, Sir Toby Belch (a prop- 
erly jolly and dyspeptic Mel Smith)

is pushing his witless patron, Sir ‘ 


Andrew Aguecheek (a bloodless 
and gawky Richard E. Grant), as 
her suitor. Meanwhile, her oppres- 
sive and pompous _ steward, 
Malvolio (Nigel Hawthorne, suffer- 
ing much the same fate as in George 
IIT), regards Belch’s boozy antics as 
scandalous and his favor in Olivia’s 
eyes as threatening to his own posi- 
tion. Enraged by Malvolio’s “puri- 
tanism” (“Dost thou think, because 
thou art virtuous that means there 
will be no cakes and ale?”), Belch 
conspires with Aguecheek and 
Olivia’s woman Maria (Imelda 
Staunton) to pull off a cruel and 
seemingly gratuitous prank that 
exposes Malvolio’s vanity, and also 
their own. 

It’s mean-spirited and heavy- 
handed comedy, and it plays an 
all too apt foil to the effervescence 
and glee of the youngsters’ 
shenanigans. What keeps the for- 
mer from becoming leaden and 
the latter from becoming slight is 
Ben Kingsley as Feste. He’s 
vulpine and sardonic in his black 
raiment, making his part as much 
Hamlet as Fool, an omniscient 








observer whose tart epigrams, 
non-sequiturs, and bittersweet 
ballads (Kingsley’s got a decent 
voice) puts in relief both mortali- 
ty and exuberance. 

Maybe that’s why the ending 
has such inevitability and power. 
The prolonged mistaken-identity 
gags surrender to a recognition of 
the true love and a repetition of 
the fatal gesture that set the whole 
comedy afloat. This time, though, 
the youthful principals are reunit- 
ed — though to their surrogates 
— and the old and moribund are 
expelled into the rain “that raineth 
every day.” The triumph of love is 
draped with the specter of tran- 
sience, and it’s.as sad and as aes- 
thetically satisfying as Feste’s bal- 
lad that goes: 

What is love? ’Tis not here- 

after. 

Present mirth hath present 

laughter; 

What’s to come is still unsure: 

In delay there lies no plenty; 

Then come kiss me, sweet, 

and twenty, 

Youth’s a stuff will not

The Jewish Film Fest sticks to the basics 


BY EZRA FRIEDMAN As the tenuous Middle East peace waxes and 
wanes, and the legacy of extermination in Eastern Europe, and now in 
Africa, continues to unearth new nightmares of an old horror even for 
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those of us too young to under- 
stand, Boston’s eighth annual 
Jewish Film Festival is emphasiz- 
ing cautious optimism for the 
modern concerns of family, pro- 
fession, and love while holding 
tight to a sense of humor amid the 
world’s confusion. This year’s 27 
films bring us from a Seder to a 
Gaza Strip refugee camp. 

The festival opens tonight 
(November 7) at 8 p.m. at the 
MFA with Passover Fever. Gila 
Almagor once again portrays the 
matron whose life is dedicated to 
holding together her large family, 
which boasts every known dys- 
function. Director Shemi Zarhin 
serves up that well-known stew 
wherein reheated dormant famil- 
ial issues push aside the critical 
problems of the moment. As she 
glides about her home attempting 
to soothe the obdurate anxieties 
only relatives confined in one 
place can produce, Almagor finds 
ample reason to doubt her hus- 
band’s fidelity. At times the story 
nearly buckles under the weight 
of the melodrama, but moments 
of tenderness and humor glimmer 
bright enough to make this trip

home for the holiday worth the 
while.

The 
best of these three tales, Nirit 
Yaron’s “Divorce,” is about a 
policewoman who by chance cross- 
es paths with her estranged hus- 
band — who never gave her a legal 
divorce. According to 
Israeli/Jewish law, this makes her a

Among this year’s finds is 
Mikhail Kalik’s 1966 classic 
Goodbye, Boys (November 9, 7 
p.m. at the Coolidge; also 
November 11, 7 p.m. at the North 
Shore General Cinema).

LARGER THAN LIFE 


The strongest comedian here is Tai, a four-ton elephant who not only carries 
the heavy load of her straight man, Bill Murray, but supplies this lumbering 
road movie with its central metaphor. Originally slated for release in May, 
Larger Than Life has tried to piggyback on Matthew McConaughey’s star- 
dom by adding recently filmed scenes in which his character, a psychotic 
trucker, torments Murray’s motivational-speaker-turned-elephant-tamer, 
But this only adds more dead weight to an already bloated film. Murray 
sleepwalks through his trademark role of a jerk who learns how to be a nice 
guy, this time as a result of transporting his late father’s inheritance, Vera 
(Tai), from Maryland to Los Angeles via train and semi-truck. Of course, 
Vera keeps sticking her trunk in where it isn’t wanted, literally consuming 
tons of candy and stepping on Murray’s cellular phone. Ha ha. 

Director Howard Franklin (Quick Change) seems to think he’s above this 
dumbo project, cowardly parading his star’s disinterest as though it were a 
joke. Larger Than Life might have worked as a standard-issue kids’ movie, 
but even the most undiscriminating audience would deserve better than this 
sort of smug insincerity.

“You don’t expect family values from Abel Ferrara, and that’s about the only 
thing new in The Funeral. Otherwise, it’s his standard entertaining mix of 
outrageousness, absurdity, over-the-top acting, pathological macho behav- 
ior, and tormented Catholicism. 

Call it Bad Mafia Lieutenant. Set in the ’30s for no reason other than the 
period politics and music, it’s the story of the three Tempio brothers. Ray 
(Christopher Walken) is the eldest, the head of a family business that spe- 
cializes in kneecapping scabs for the local union. Chez (Chris Penn) has 
inherited their dad’s periodic insanity; he fears that he too will end up a sui- 
cide. Johnny (Vincent Gallo), the youngest, is a communist. When his two 
brothers decide to switch their services to the capitalists on the urging of 
Gaspare (Benicio Del Toro), another gangster, Johnny breaks with them. 
“You're in bed with him,” he retorts when Chez suggests he should not sleep 
with Gaspare’s wife. No one doubts Gaspare is responsible when Johnny gets 
whacked. 

Related through murky flashbacks during the three days of Johnny’s funer- 
al —— one flashback appears to be from the point of view of the corpse —— the 
film does have moments of power. A scene in which a 13-year-old Ray under- 
goes a Sicilian-style “bar mitzvah” is chilling, and the ending jolts. For the most 
part, though, The Funeral is a fee solemn rite. At the Copley Place and

It’s probably time to forget the past, but Ron Howard really does make movies 
the way you'd expect Richie Cunningham to — fairly competent, terribly 
mainstream, and more than a tad dull. Ransom is no exception. Mel Gibson 
stars as an airline owner trying to get his son back from a band of kidnappers. 
We know Gibson really loves his son because he shamelessly flaunts the kid in 
his airline’s family value-themed commercials. Gibson realizes he’s made more 
than a few enemies paying off union bosses, and he suspects the kidnappers 
are in it for something other than money. Refusing to offer up the ransom, he 
instead places the $2 million as a bounty on the kidnappers. 

The foolish plan works. It turns a film you're sure you’ve seen before (and 
maybe you have; this is a remake of Alex Segal’s 1956 thriller) into something 
a bit different and sends the kidnappers (including Lili Taylor and former New 
Kid on the Block Donnie Wahlberg as accessories to the crime) into a paranoid 
frenzy.

Missing the bus 


Some thoughts on Spike Lee’s latest 


Armand White, the excellent film critic for 
the African-American newspaper the City 
Sun, has tangled with Spike Lee before, as 


he’s one of the few reviewers in 
New York to write negatively 
about much of Lee’s oeuvre. 
(He believes he was the sole 
naysayer in the Big Apple over 
Jungle Fever.) Recently, Lee 
fought back by ordering publi- 
cists for Sony Pictures, 
through which Columbia 
Pictures’ Get on the Bus is 
released, to bar White from the 
film’s advance screening. “If I 
showed up, I was to be escort- 
ed out,” said White, whom I 
talked to by phone. 

When Sony PR informed 
White of his ban, he turned for 
help to the New York Film 
Critics Circle. Newhouse critic 
Bob Campbell, the organiza- 
tion’s president, had a one- 
hour meeting with Sony pub- 
licity, in which he suggested 
that unless the ban was 
rescinded, the Critics Circle 
would issue a condemnatory 
press release. At some time 
during the meeting, said 
White, Sony patched in Lee’s 
phone at his Brooklyn office, 
allowing the Get on the Bus 
auteur to become a party in the 
negotiation. 

According to White, 
“Campbell told me that Spike 
began to berate him and called 
him ‘a motherfuckin’ white 
boy’ because ‘Armand White 
hates me and said I had my 
head up my ass.’ ” 

White rebutted: “Spike wasn’t 
quite correct. I said he had his 
head up Scorsese’s ass because 
of the way he had imitated 
Scorsese in Clockers.” 

Somehow, the Critics Circle 
got its way, Sony backed down, 
and White got to attend the Get 
on the Bus screening. But Spike 
Lee was right to worry, because 
White liked it far, far less than 
almost any New York critic. “I 
was mixed-to-negative,” he told 
me. “Although it’s better than 
the garbage Spike’s made lately, 
it’s a very superficial TV show 
full of stereotypes, and hypo- 
critical.” 





Hypocritical how? “Spike 
approves when they throw the 
Republican off the bus, which 
is trite and stupid because 
Spike’s a Republican at heart. 
He believes in capitalism above 
all else, over ethics, over 
humanism. But the real prob- 
lem of Get on the Bus is it’s so 
politically correct. None of the 
characters says anything that 
will make people rethink race 
and politics.” 

White is suspicious about 
why other New York critics (a 
Caucasian lot) fall dutifully in 
line to give Spike Lee films 
uniformly favorable reviews, 
adding, “But when it comes to 
their Top 10 lists, they never 
put Spike’s films in.” 

So far, the only other critic 
I’ve seen to go after Get on the 
Bus is the Village Voice’s J. 
Hoberman. He narrowed in on 
the one white character in the 
film who gets any space, 
Richard Belzer’s Rick, the 
pointedly Jewish bus driver. 
Said Hoberman in his October 
22 column, “We know Rick’s 
riding for a fall when he 
announces that he’s ‘color 
blind.’ Seconds later, he’s cit- 
ing his parents’ civil-rights cre- 
dentials and . . . invoking the 
holocaust.” 

For those who haven’t seen 
the film: inexplicably, since 
nobody African-American has 
attacked him and we haven’t 
seen a consciousness change, 
Rick petulantly refuses to drive 
the bus anymore, refuses to 
take his crew to Washington 
because of the Jew-hating 
Louis Farrakhan. Before he 
abandons bus, Rick also takes 
a gratuitous swipe at O.J. and, 





worse, at affirmative action. 

Do Rick’s insincere-liberal 
antics help fortify audience 
anti-Semitism? Says Hober 
man: “Given the aggrieved anti- 
Jewish jibes that find their way 
into Lee’s films, I wish he’d 
adapt The Merchant of Venice 
as a musical and get it out of his 
system.” 

I’m with Hoberman and 
White in looking back to Do 
the Right Thing as Spike Lee’s 
great film, as politically daring 
and important as American 
cinema gets. But Get on the 
Bus, though fairly entertaining, 
is insufferably overwritten, 
with the characters used as 
mouthpieces for raw ideology. 
Again and_— again it’s 
point/counterpoint, dueling 
position papers and contrived 
mini-debates all over the bus. 

White is correct in his view 
that there’s little space for 
viewers to expand their per- 
spectives. For example, homo- 
phobes in the audience where I 
saw the film (Fresh Pond, in 
Cambridge) had a great time 
hooting out loud at the two gay 
blacks on the bus. Pro-gays 
presumably were mollified 
when the homosexual pair got 
their time to talk. But so what? 

As for Lee’s slipping in the 
sleazoid Jewish bus driver, 
that’s pernicious and divisive, 
though not unexpected for 
him. Recall the money-grub- 
bing lowlife Hebraic brothers, 
Mo and Josh Flatbush (John 
and Nicholas Turturro), in 
Mo’ Better Blues, two unctu- 
ous, bespectacled Shylock 
stereotypes who financially 
screw the black brother jazz 
artists. 

What can I say, Spike? You 
need to visit something coali- 
tion-building like Boston’s 
October 27 spectacle “Lift 
Every Voice: A Celebration of 
Black and Jewish Music,” 
which raised money for both 
the Holocaust Memorial’s 
Community Programming 
Fund and the Black Church 
Rebuilding Fund. Those good 
folks — including female 
African-American artists Cicely 
Tyson and Leslie Uggams — 
were really on the bus. a

Sturges and the properties of time 
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Any time I photograph a person, there is loss implicit in the image. . .

controversy that swirls around the work of 
Jock Sturges, it might seem that I’m 


making a snide joke by juxta- 
posing his remark with one 
from literature’s most famous 
pedophile, Humbert Humbert. 
But there’s no way to write 
about Sturges without con- 
fronting the nudge-nudge, 
wink-wink snideness you 
encounter when you profess 
admiration for a photographer 
whose subjects are mainly 
nude adolescent and preado- 
lescent girls. 

Lolita is the tragedy of a man 
who wants to live life through 
art. Sturges’s photos are the 
work of a man who sees his art 
as.a thing that chases after the 
flow of life. Humbert dreams of 
arresting time in an Edenic 
Neverland of girl-spirits who 
never leave the magic age at 
which they possess the power to 
bewitch him. The implicit sub- 
ject of Sturges’s work is his 
melancholy acceptance of the 
passage of time, the loss that he 
speaks of. Sturges, who pho- 
tographs the people and fami- 
lies he has befriended in the 
naturist communities of 
Northern California and coastal 
France, does most of his work 
in summer, the ripest and most 
transitory of seasons. In the 
midst of summer, we think of it 
the way we think of youth when 
we're young: as boundless. But 
the longest day of the year 
comes in the first week of sum- 
mer, and the days begin short- 
ening right after that. 


The most striking thing 


about the photos in the new 
monograph Jock Sturges (from 
an exhibit at the Museum fiir 
Moderne Kunst in Frankfurt 
am Main) may be the sense of 
what time doesn’t change. Look 
at the photos here of Misty 








Dawn, a skinny, fair-haired girl 


with impossibly long limbs, ° 


taken over a period of 12 years 
and following her from child- 
hood to adolescence. There is 
no way in which the young 
woman we see in the later pho- 
tographs is not present in her as 
a child. She has a way of meet- 
ing the gaze of Sturges’s cam- 
era that, without a shred of 
provocation or hostility, seems 
to lay down a challenge to the 
photographer to capture as 
strong a sense of her as she has 
of herself. Even when she 
stands with her eyes closed, her 
arms either behind her head, 
arching her body forward, or by 
her side with palms open, 
there’s no point at which she 
isn’t totally at ease with herself. 
The paradox of Sturges’s pho- 
tography is that even as we 
watch his subjects come to 
define who they are — the 
same look or way of holding the 
body passing from child to 
adult, and in some cases getting 
passed on to the subjects’ chil- 
dren — he reminds us of the 
human capacity for mutability. 
This is, I suspect, what caus- 
es otherwise intelligent people 
to flip out when they see the 
unembarrassed frankness of 
Sturges’s young models, and 
his undisguised enchantment 
with their beauty. Sturges’s 
photos gently but firmly refute 
one of our culture’s most cher- 
ished fantasies — the notion 
that children are not sexual 
beings — just as his choice of 
subject matter prevents him 
from denying his attraction to 
them. Photographers and 
painters are not often drawn to 
what they’re not attracted to. 
And it’s absurd not to

acknowledge the budding lush- 
ness of Flore, the contradiction 
between her downcast eyes 
and the way she holds her 
torso proudly toward the cam- 
era. Or to ignore the way the 
grainless clarity of Sturges’s 
prints (far better in this mono- 
graph than in either of his pre- 
vious collections, The Last Day 
of Summer and_ Radiant 
Identities) makes you aware of 
the feel of sand and water and 
beds of dried leaves, and the 
pine needles on the lumines- 
cent skin of his models. In one 
image, the almond-eyed Minna 
poses over her sleeping dog, 
and you perceive the rising and 
falling of the animal’s fur 
against her stomach. 

How can you not be struck 
by the beauty of these young 
women? It’s important to 
remember, though, that attrac- 
tions are not actions. Sturges’s 
working relationship is one of 
implicit trust. Eschewing 
release forms, he gets permis- 
sion from his subjects each 
time a picture is exhibited or 
published. “Either I stay in 
touch with people or | don’t 
deserve to use their pictures,” 
he says flatly. 

Filmmakers like Godard and 
Chris Marker have long been 
preoccupied with images as the 
inadequate tokens of memory. 
I’m thinking of Godard’s 2 or 3 
Things | Know About Her, or 
Marker’s Sans Soleil, in which 
the director asks, “I wonder 
how people who don’t 
[video]tape can remember 
anything?” Jock Sturges has 
made peace with that inade- 
quacy. The photos that seem to 
capture his subjects’ essence 
are possessed of a silvery fluid- 
ity that keeps them from 
becoming frozen moments. 
Sturges’s marvelous photos 
point to what isn’t contained in 
them: the spaces between.

probably the Grand 
Canyon or a few redwoods 
or a stretch of federally 
protected beach. The 
words exist in translation 
but the concept doesn’t. 
Martha Graham couldn't 
get an NEA grant in her 
last half-decade (some- 
body was using the nona- 
genarian for the purpose of 
bilking the feds _in her 
name, but that’s another 
story); for all his notor‘ety 
Allen Ginsberg has never 
won a Pulitzer, and Philip 
Glass is lucky to break 
even financially on a new 
opera. As someone 
remarked on winning a 
MacArthur Fellowship, it’s 
really just another Big 
Mac. 

Even hearing the phrase 
“national living treasure” 
conjures sepulchral images 
of Boris Karloff wrapped in 
cotton and moving at a 
zombie’s pace across a 
phony Hollywood desert. 
Whether our insistence on 
devaluing art, and _ by 
extension artists, is inspired 
by the adolescent notion 
that suffering somehow 
fortifies, or whether the 
explanation is deeper and 
more elementary — to declare importance is to be reminded of mortality — 
the fact remains that the USA is a lousy place to be a noteworthy choreog- 
rapher or poet or composer. 

So imagine how ceramicists must feel, those craftspeople whose work, 
being useful, is automatically consigned to street fairs and the occasional 
public-TV auction. And those honors belong to the fortunate. Now try to 
imagine an 80-year-old American potter whose work isn’t shiny, whose 
forms are often uneven, whose pieces typically enjoy the bulk of an old 
typewriter, and whose plates and bowls can be seen in catalogues beneath 
displays of food. Imagine that artist earning a presidential medal or a 
Rockefeller Grant, even a stint at an artists colony. Imagination takes 
practice. 

Yet the recently designated “national living treasure” of Japan, Tatsuzo 
Shimaoka, whose vases and bowls, teacups and dishes, go on display 
November 16 at the Pucker Gallery (the show had been planned before the 
laurel was bestowed this spring), has devoted himself for more than a half- 
century to that formerly not-so-un-American idea that utility is beauty’s 
most honest cousin. Modern and ancient-looking, balanced and asymmet- 
rical, Shimaoka’s pieces have as their most startling attribute integrity. You 
look at his objects knowing every fleck has been planned. The result is that 
they’re as absorbing as an important conversation. 

Shimaoka belongs to the first generation to emerge from a movement 
that started in Japan in the 1920s called mingei, meaning folk art, a move- 
ment largely begun by his mentor, Shoji Hamada. Each work of 
Shimaoka’s, for all its masterful intricacy, appears to have risen from the 
ground. The tones are muted, earthy, browns and greens that resemble 
autumnal forest floors; the shapes themselves, squat and luxurious, enjoy 
the sensuous appeal of a human body totally unconcerned with its own 
weight. They are remarkably unselfconscious. 

They are also remarkably human in scale and design — there’s utility, 
after all, and there’s utility. The pitchers are meant to be poured from, the 
urns look incomplete without oil — even the square dishes whose sides 
taper upward like bird’s wings look exposed when they're not holding food. 
In his renunciation of the ornate, which is always close to the ephemeral, 
Shimaoka achieves a lasting simplicity. 

But simplicity is only a part of the story. As with every masterful mini- 
malist, the evocative power of the work is complex, and the technique is 
nothing shy of exquisite. One of the vases, for instance, achieves its 
checkerboard pattern from the potter's first layering different colored sheets 
of clay; the resulting block is then cut crosswise to create the appearance of 
an interlocking grid. The pattern is not superimposed, it comes from below. 
Shimaoka’s signature mark, however, comes from the application of rope 
(his father was a rope maker) to the moist surface of his pottery; this deliv- 
ers to the finished work a seemingly woven texture, an orchestral pattern 
that commingles tradition with personality, links the individual to the past. 
The vessels — all of Shimaoka’s products are intended to hold — feel worn 
from the roughness the rope imposes on the clay, even as their austerity and 
delicacy of color make them recognizably new. Which makes Shimaoka’s 
work itself seem an ancient treasure and living besides. & 

























MADE TO HOLD, his vessels look 
simultaneously old and new. 
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part oral historian, part perfor- 
mance artist, and part ethnologist. 
Her work for the stage is based on 
interviews with a wide variety of 
everyday Americans, interviews 
that she transcribes, edits, and 
performs verbatim under the col- 
lective title On the Road: A Search 
for American Character.

So, earlier this year, Smith 
joined forces with Berkeley Rep’s 
Ott and a team of designers to 
make a version that could travel. 

To create Twilight: Los Angeles, 
1992, Smith interviewed roughly

the chasm is filled with a roiling 
Freudian sea in which not just the 
characters but also the play is 
drowning. It’s worth sending a 
lifeboat, however, because before 
it turns into a Bob and Carol and 
Ted and Alice for the nuclear 
clan, Love in the Gulf begins an 
affecting mosaic of love that’s 
gone wrong but not away. 

In her portrayal of upper-class, 
middle-aged sensuality and her 
presentation of childhood as an 
incestuous quicksand from which 
we never pull our feet, playwright 
Joyce Van Dyke is like A.R. 
Gurney married to Israel 
Horovitz (move over, Jack 
Klugman and Tony Randall). And 
her gifts, as well as her clinkers, 
are ably displayed at the Boston 
University—sponsored Derek 
Walcott venue, Boston 
Playwrights’ Theatre, where the 
work is receiving a sensitive, well- 
acted production. The impor- 
tance of this cannot be overem- 
phasized since, so often, emerg- 
ing playwrights are ambushed 
rather than served by their early 
stagings. 

The play takes the form of two 








related one-acts. The Parents, set 
in 1975, concerns a middle-aged 
couple whose bond is both tied 
and tried by their three damaged 
children and one damaging 
secret: dad’s illegitimate, and pre- 
ferred, offspring. In The Children, 
set 15 years later, the three legiti- 
mate siblings air their grievances 
— along with a smorgasbord of 
inappropriate lusts that may be 
traced back to mom’s ever-so- 
symbolic garden where the first 
such censorable liaison, along 
with one kid’s already tenuous 
sanity, was nipped in the bud. 
The parents are Rollo, a dash- 
ing if imperious birth-control pio- 
neer and Stanford medical-school 
professor, and Helen, who splits 
her time among. gardening, 
recrimination, re-seducing hubby, 
and fretting over the children she 





was possessed to bear but fears 
she cannot protect. Sensible 22- 
year-old Emma’s relationship 
with Rollo is sadly strained; 13- 
year-old Juliet has been in and out 
of psychiatric care; eight-year-old 
Stephen has a bad foot. 

But the real fly in the familial 
ointment is 13-year-old Robbie, 
the product of an affair for which 
Helen has only marginally forgiv- 
en Rollo. This kid is inexplicably 
on the scene, though the other 
children have not been told he is 
their half-sibling — just who do 
they think he is? The parents are 
simultaneously planning a family 
trip to Sicily and a way to spring 
the truth. What’s interesting, 
however, is the way they negoti- 
ate, in a series of short scenes, 
among the embers and shards of 
their once robust love. Without

view of the world in a few words.” 

Smith has clearly developed an 
ear for that poetry. And for her 
next project, she is tuning that ear 
to an unlikely source: “The Press 
and the Presidency.” Setting up a 
temporary office in Washington, 
she has been on and off the cam- 
paign trail this summer and fall, 
traveling to both political conven- 
tions to meet politicians, 
reporters, and others who shape 
the idea and identity of the presi- 
dency. Due to premiere at Arena 
Stage in Washington in the fall of 
1997, this new piece may not be 
based on verbatim texts and 
almost certainly will not be craft- 
ed for her as solo performer. In 
the meantime, she claims that it 
was just a fluke that she appeared 
as the president’s press secretary 
in Rob Reiner’s recent The 
American President. 


Receiving a MacArthur 





Foundation Fellowship earlier this 
year was certainly no fluke. The 
prestigious award is just the latest 
in a series acknowledging that 
Anna Deavere Smith is perform- 
ing unusually creative and valu- 
able work. “I am trying to create a 
call,” she says, a call that triggers 
what she calls “civic discourse.” 
That call is something like a one- 
woman AIDS quilt: Smith gives 
voice to an anonymous multitude. 
She honors their human dignity 
as she bears witness to their com- 
plicated pain. She celebrates their 
diversity as individuals even as 
she draws them all together, for 
an hour or two at least, with one 
masterful voice, a healing, chal- 
lenging voice, her own. s

the device of moving backward in 
time, Van Dyke manages to sug- 
gest, in a manner reminiscent of 
Pinter’s Betrayal, both the 
promise and the regret woven into 
the relationship. There is some 
pretentiousness amid the writing, 
but there is subtlety, too. And the 
actors — Will Lyman, all smol- 
dering, troubled pomposity; 
Dossy Peabody, bitterness like a 
hard glaze on her girlishness — 
do fine work beneath the lines. 

In The Children, Stephen, now 
23, has persuaded Emma and the 
now-divorced parents to ren- 
dezvous on an island in the 
Mediterranean, as if to recoup the 
aborted trip to Sicily. Rollo and 
Helen, apparently still absorbed in 
each other, never appear. Which 
is convenient, since Peabody now 
plays Emma, who looks like mom. 
Perhaps because of this, perhaps 
to scratch dad’s Olympian veneer, 





Stephen tries to turn the tender- 
ness between the “two technically 
sane siblings” sexual. Meanwhile, 
across the stage, Juliet is in a 
mental hospital, transferring her 
“abnormal” unhappiness to little 
scraps of paper. 

Peabody’s ironic Emma and 
Anthony Estrella’s quizzical 
Stephen address their inner 
emptiness with a lot of wine and 
foods; stew in the past like a cou- 
ple of prunes; and almost act out 
the incestuous longings that are 
also part of Juliet’s more battered 
baggage. That the controlling dad 
is a “contraceptive king” is per- 
haps too convenient a metaphor 
for his children’s feeling acciden- 
tal. But a lot of Van Dyke’s writ- 
ing, especially for N. Rose 
Liberace’s sexy/surly Juliet, is at 
once whimsical and biting. And 
there is a melancholy that floats 
through this Gulf like a raft. ©

apartment in the middle of the 
night and has pinned his rather 
slow-witted host — clad only in a 
pair of white briefs — to the bed. 
Who’s on top? Not a fair ques- 
tion: I neglected to say that the 
home invader weighs about 250 
pounds, or that the object of his 
attention is well-toned enough to 
work as an underwear model. 
And in the world of The Food 
Chain, nothing can match the gift 
of feeling comfortable in one’s 
own skin — not wit, not persis- 
tence, not even firearms. This 
frequently riotous paranoid fan- 
tasy should appeal to anyone with 
a sense of humor who’s ever felt 
insecure about his or her body. 
The SpeakEasy production of 
The Food Chain works chiefly 
because of George Saulnier III’s 
performance as Otto Woodnick, 
a heavyweight whirling dervish 
who has all the grace and none of 
the good cheer of Fantasia’s hip- 
pos in tutus. This is not a politi- 
cally correct character. Otto is a 
selfish, rageful queen with an 
overbearing Jewish mother and a 
knack for catty insults. Just 
because he’s paranoid doesn’t

mean people aren’t out to get 
him, and just because he’s a gay 
man filled with self-loathing 
doesn’t mean he’s not loathsome. 
Otto is also extremely funny, and 
even sympathetic, at least com- 
pared to the shallow characters 
who make his life hell. 

Otto doesn’t appear until the 
second scene, and the play drags a 
bit until then. He finally arrives to 
try rekindling a relationship that 
never had a chance in the first 
place (even when he was thin) 
with a smooth-skinned piece of 
beefcake named Serge. While 
scarfing junk food, Otto demon- 
strates his talents for bitchiness 
(telling how he went to his father’s 
funeral in a muumuu, dressed as 
Bloody Mary from South Pacific), 





hyperbole (“I weep to dehydra- 
tion!”), and world-class groveling 
(“You get pleasure from my abject 
misery — and that’s why I love 
you!”). The obviously padded 
Saulnier is perfect in the role. He 
does chew up the scenery, but he 
also spits a lot of it back out, 
including doughnuts, Oreo cook- 
ies, and Sno-Caps. (If SpeakEasy 
is going to warn the audience that 
a cigarette is smoked on stage, it 
really should mention that 
Saulnier litters the stage with 
Fritos, which are more pungent 
than any nicotine product.) At the 
performance I attended, there was 
a Carol Burnett Show moment in 
which Saulnier, at the height of 
his character’s hysteria, briefly 
cracked a smile and elicited a huge

laugh from the audience — a sure 
sign of admiration, perhaps mixed 
with relief that there’s some sepa- 
ration between actor and charac- 
ter. 

Jeffrey W. Mello is convincingly 
stiff as the self-absorbed Serge, 
who frosts one character with 
“I’m sorry, I didn’t make a men- 
tal note of your name.” Serena 
Berné is more uneven as the 
whiny Amanda, an inverse of Otto 
(she used to be fat but now 
starves herself during crises such 
as the disappearance of her new 
husband). She’s good with other 
actors, especially toward the end, 
but her character is stretched a bit 
thin (sorry) for the opening 
scene, where she spends almost 
all the time on the phone with a

no-nonsense crisis counselor 
nicely played by Peg Saurman. 
Terrence O’Malley rounds out the 
cast as Amanda’s monosyllabic 
husband, Ford. 

Conflicting sexual desires bring 
all these characters together for 
an uproarious climax and a neat - 
little ending with rather nasty 
implications for most of us. At 
one point, the hunky Serge 
protests, “Is it my fault people are 
sucked into me like a vacuum?” 
By the end of The Food Chain, 
however, poor Otto has sucked 
up all the emotional baggage on 
stage. Even more unfair: Otto is a 
loser in his world, but the non- 
obese actor playing him has us 
eating out of the palm of his hand.

Making killings 
Speed-the-Plow, Funeral Games 


BY ANNE MARIE DONAHUE Someone fell asleep during a Friday- 
night performance of David Mamet’s Speed-the-Plow (at: the Lyric 
Stage through November 24). The man’s snoring, mercifully soft, 


became audible halfway through 
the second of the play’s three 
shorts acts. By the end of it, I 
envied him. 

Mamet isn’t known for putting 
people to sleep. At his best, as in 
Glengarry Glen Ross, he delivers a 
triple-espresso high. And there’s 
nothing soporific about the first 
act of Speed-the-Plow, which 
crackles with the rapid-fire dia- 
logue that’s become the writer's 
signature. But the script loses its 
momentum in the second act and 
never completely regains it. 

The play, which won a Pulitzer 
Prize, opens with a frenetic, foul- 
mouthed, and often hysterical 
téte-a-téte between two 
Hollywood wheeler-dealers. 
Although there’s no cocaine in 
evidence, both guys act as if they 
were coked to the gills. Bob 
Gould, recently promoted to head 
of production for a major studio, 
is just admiring his posh new 
office when his longtime pal and 
lackey Charlie Fox bursts in to 
announce that a sizzling-hot actor 
has agreed to play the lead in a 
jailbird “buddy film” with tremen- 
dous box-office _ potential. 








Knowing full well that Charlie 
could’ve done better for himself 
by taking the film to a competing 
studio, Bob gushes gratitude and 
promises his unexpectedly loyal 
friend an above-the-title co-pro- 
ducer credit and a big leg up. 
Then, after setting up the meeting 
at which they’ll announce the 
conquest to the studio head, the 
giddy pair settle into an heady 
celebration of venality in which 
they revel in their shared soulless- 
ness and congratulate each other 
for worshipping at the shrine of 
bankable mediocrity. 

The glitch, in their plan and in 
the play, comes in the guise of a 
woman, Bob’s temporary secre- 
tary, Karen. After Charlie bets 
Bob $500 that he can’t bed her, 
Bob asks her to give a “courtesy 
read” to a novel about radiation 
and the end of the world and 





report on it that night at his 
home. There, she guzzles whiskey 
and raves about the book, insist- 
ing that it’s a literary masterpiece 
of tremendous social and philo- 
sophical import. By the time the 
night is out, she has sold him on 
two wildly implausible proposi- 
tions: that the novel would make a 
excellent film, and that he’s basi- 
cally a good man who could be 
loved for himself rather than for 
the power he wields. 

When the boys convene for a 
pre-meeting huddle the next 
morning, Charlie goes ballistic at 
the news that Bob has decided to 
dump the surefire prison film in 
favor of a flick based on the radia- 
tion-apocalypse novel. Desperately 
and venomously, he browbeats 
both Karen and Bob and lays the 
latter low with a sharp punch to 
the lower torso. But Bob is 
adamant about “greenlighting” the 
novel until Karen intimates that 
she expects to be at his side when 
he pitches it to the boss. At the 
prospect of sharing power with an 
upstart, he abruptly stops to 
reconsider his decision to do good 
at the expense of doing well. 











His quandary might be com- 
pelling if the high-minded novel 
and the woman who champions it 
were unambiguous agents of the 
good and the true. But the book 
is, by all indication, utter drek, 
which muddies,the moral waters 
considerably and mars_ the 
dénouement. Moreover, Karen’s 
interminable paean to the tome, 
which seems to present global 
annihilation as a positive develop- 
ment, is exceedingly tedious and 
bogs the show down. Worse (or 
better, depending on your per- 
spective), much of her second-act 
blathering is inaudible because 
she often has her back to the 
audience. 

But director Spiro Veloudos 
deserves commendation for his 
casting, which is two-thirds excel- 
lent. Heather Glenn Wixson’s 
portrayal of the vexingly ambigu- 
ous Karen is lackluster. Both of 
the men, however, are impressive. 
Ted Reinstein gives Bob just the 
right blend of sleaze and La-La 
Land charm, and Phillip Patrone 
is absolutely brilliant as Charlie. 
Even when hyped to the point of 
hysteria, Patrone never forgets the

finesse, and his timing has all the 
rat-a-tat tightness the play 
requires. 

Even more than Mamet, farce 
demands hair-trigger timing, 
which is sorely lacking in Unseen 
Theatre’s production of Joe 
Orton’s seldom-seen Funeral 
Games (in the Kronauer Space 
of Harvard’s Adams House 
through November 9). Director 
Alexander Franklin can’t be fault- 
ed for the shortcomings of the 
play, a silly and poorly construct- 
ed romp centered on _ two 
depraved clergymen with homici- 
dal leanings. But he should have 
known better than to present it 
solo. Running barely an hour, the 
play should be staged with anoth- 
er short work or not at all. In this 
case, not at all would’ve been 
nice. And the production seems 
seriously underrehearsed. The 
British accents are dicy, and the 
staging is screwy. At one point in 
the performance I attended, a 
character pounced out of a door 
prematurely and had to slink 
backstage before pouncing again 
a few lines later. In short, Funeral

It's been almost seven years since 
Camper Van Beethoven multi-instru- 
mentalist David Immergluck intro- 
duced singer Adam Duritz to gui- 
tarist David Bryson. As legend now 
has it, the duo hit it off immediately, 
forming a songwriting partnership 
that would grow into the Counting 
Crows two years later and blossom 
with the platinum-selling DGC-label 
debut August and Everything After in 
1993. Although the Crows have 
gone through a few personnel 
changes — Dan Vickery joined as 
lead guitarist before their first tour 
and Ben Mize replaced drummer 
Steve Bowman in September '94 — 
Duritz and Bryson are still the heart 
and soul of the band, in that order. 
“I've always appreciated a singer 
who can jam,” Bryson reflects from a 
hotel room in LA, where the band are 
rehearsing for a tour that begins 
Tuesday and hits the Orpheum in 
Boston on Thursday and Friday. “You 
know, someone who can just start 
singing along when you start playing 
a guitar part, as opposed to someone 
who has to work everything out by 
himself while sitting at a piano. The 
first time | met Adam, we just sat 
down and wrote a song together. And 
it’s still like that. Adam is great at sit- 
ting down at a piano and banging out 
the chords to a song. But he’s also 
great at coming up with this stream- 
of-consciousness thing when the — 
band starts jamming. He can write an 
entire song that way, just making up 
the words as we go along. In fact, 
‘Round Here’ was written that way.” 
Parts of Recovering the Satellites 
were written that way, but eight of the 
disc’s 14 tracks are credited solely to 
Duritz, who, as Bryson recounts, 
spent time penning tunes on his own 
before the group convened to record 
at a mansion in the Hollywood Hills. 
“After the last tour we took six 
months off. We pretty much didn’t 
even talk to each other or anything. 
Adam and | hadn't written any songs 
in a year and a half, so we were 
planning on starting with nothing. But 
Adam got a creative bug and wrote 
four songs on his own in LA when no 
one was around to collaborate with 
him. And then he got a little spurt of 
creativity and wrote a couple more 
tunes on his own while we were 
recording: ‘Long December’ and 
‘Monkey.’ With ‘Long December,’ he 
came in one morning, sat down at 
the piano, and started playing the 
chords. By the end of the day we 
had recorded the song in its entirety.” 
Bryson is the first to admit that, 
though Counting Crows function as 
a band in every sense of the word, 
Duritz is the undisputed leader — at 
least now. “Part of the last three 
years has been figuring out what 
each person’s role is in the band. 
There were some changes. We 
have a different drummer now 
because | think Steve [Bowman] 
was at the root of a lot of fights we 
used to have. Steve was my best 
buddy in the band; but he had a 
harder time accepting the fact that 
Adam is very much the leader. 
Adam is in control and that is his 
personality. All of us accept that. 
There’s no struggle for power, no 
struggle for more playing, no strug- 
gle for attention. Adam is a great 
leader, he’s a very smart guy, and 
we just let him do his thing.”

Adam Duritz and company have more to offer 
BY MATT ASHARE | wish Adam Duritz didn’t like the 


sound of his own voice quite as much as he seems to. It’s 
hard to trust people like that when they open their mouth. 


There’s always a chance they’re just talk- 
ing, or singing, to hear that sound — not 
because they mean a word of what they say. 

It’s one of the things that’s made us dis- 
trustful of Bill Clinton, and it helped con- 
tribute to the uneasiness that a lot of people 
felt when Duritz and his Counting Crows 
(who play the Orpheum next Thursday and 
Friday) went platinum behind the single 
“Mr. Jones” two years ago. Duritz wants 
you to know that he, too, feels your pain: 
“Believe in me/Because | don’t believe in 
anything,” he crooned on “Mr. Jones,” 
coining what might have been an appropri- 
ate campaign slogan for Clinton. But it was 
the song’s shameless “Sha la la la la la” 
refrain that left the biggest impression. Who 
the hell was this dreadlocked white guy 
from the Bay Area to be singing like Van 
Morrison? And could he be trusted to 
inherit the legacy of Morrison, the Band, 
R.E.M., and U2 — which provided just a 
few of the salient, populist-rock feathers in 
Counting Crows’ cap? 

Recovering the’ Satellites (DGC), the 
band’s epic, hour-long follow-up to their 
debut, August and Everything After (DGC), 
doesn’t really answer either question. But it 
does prove that the first disc wasn’t a fluke; 
that, like it or not, Duritz loves the sound of 
his own voice for good reason; that Counting 
Crows may just turn out to be the most 
potent, rewarding, consistent embodiment of 
classic mainstream rock we’ve got. And 
maybe that’s not such a bad thing after all. 

This time Duritz knows he’s not just 
singing for himself. There are now fans and 
critics out there as well. He doesn’t tone 
down his act for either, but he does make a 
couple of passes at pre-empting those who 
would call him a whiner. “I wanna be scat- 
tered from here in this catapult,” he growls 
against a violently whining guitar lead on 
the disc’s anthemic opening track 
(“Catapult”). “What a big baby/Won’t 
somebody save me please” is his answer to 
himself. And on “Goodnight Elisabeth,” a 
wistful, soul-searching ballad, he seems to 
be referring to himself when he chokes out 








the line “We couldn’t all be cowboys so 


| some of us are clowns.” 


Duritz is like that kid who innocently 
belted out Annie’s “Tomorrow” in the sixth- 
grade school play, unaware that pleasing 
the teachers and the parents was decidedly 
uncool. And he’s the college-age rebel with- 
out a clue who thought way too much about 
the drama of life, romanticizing the bore- 
dom and confusion of coming of age with- 
out shame. “We’re such crazy babies . 
we're so fucked up, you and me,” he sings 
on the rousing title track of Recovering the 
Satellites. And there’s not a trace of irony in 
his delivery of the line. 

It’s that earnest, unselfconscious quality 
that makes him such an effective frontman. 
He’s not afraid to dance around like a fool 
on the Letterman show, to pour his self- 
absorption into a song like “Catapult,” or to 
sing like a mini Van Morrison, which he does 
again here on the jazzy, keyboard-and- 
strings-laced “Miller’s Angels.” Which is 
what rock and roll was all about before the 
age of irony arrived and enticed even U2’s 
holier-than-thou Bono with its elusive cool. 

Duritz doesn’t care about being cool or 
about filtering out the unattractive strains 
of self-pity that run through his stream-of- 
consciousness outpourings. Recovering the 
Satellites is full of songs about women who 
have left him for one reason or another 
(maybe adding all that facial hair to the 
dreadlock look was just too much for 
them). And the tracks that aren’t about the 
singer’s love life generally touch on loneli- 
ness of some kind. But through all the self- 
doubt — which reaches a navel-gazing 
nadir on “Have You Seen Me Lately?”, with 
Duritz complaining that “These days | feel 
like I’m fading away/Like sometimes when 
I hear myself on the radio” — he still man- 
ages to bring his lyrics to life by refusing (or 
forgetting) to keep his innate awkwardness 
in check. When he alludes to the King of 
Pain in “Goodnight Elisabeth” with the lyric 
“Baby, I am the king of rain,” it’s hard not 
to remember how genuinely arrogant Sting 
can be. But Duritz delivers the line with 





more than enough self-effacing humility to 
block some of the narcissistic glare. 

Counting Crows aren’t just the Adam 
Duritz project, and that’s another thing the 
singer has going for him. Although 
Recovering the Satellites has a higher pro- 
portion of tunes written solely by Duritz 
than August and Everything After, and it’s 
his voice that defines the band, it’s the 
chemistry of the group and the rich, musi- 
cal backdrops they create that makes listen- 
ing to Duritz worthwhile. On August and 
Everything After, rhythm guitarist David 
Bryson (who is sort of the practical, every- 
man Peter Buck to Duritz’s artsy, self- 
absorbed Michael Stipe), multi-instrumen- 
talist David Immergluck, and keyboardist 
Charles Gillingham wove together loose 
threads from a dozen or more classic 
sources, from the Band on up to R.E.M. 
The comfortable folk-rock tapestry they 
created felt fleetingly familiar, reassuringly 
comfortable, yet still forward-looking. 

With Immergluck gone, original drum- 
mer Steve Bowman replaced by the harder- 
hitting Ben Mize, and lead guitarist Dan 
Vickery on board, the Crows are a tougher, 
more forceful and adventurous unit. 
Recovering the Satellites incorporates 
strings, darker-hued guitar textures, and 
cutting arena-rock leads, adding more mus- 
cle to the memorable melodies, and chal- 
lenging Duritz’s voice for prominence in 
the mix. Producer Gil Norton (Pixies, Echo 
and the Bunnymen) goes for a rawer sound 
than the more austere T-Bone Burnett, who 
produced the first Crows’ disc. And the 
result seems less retro, more dense and 
angry, and more confident than August and 
Everything After. 

I still wouldn’t be surprised if Duritz 
were more interested in hearing himself 
sing than in finding a soulmate when he 
croons “Someone should be with me 
here/’Cause I don’t want to be alone” in the 
first verse of “Catapult.” But the warm rush 
of power chords, the serrated guitar that 
snakes its way into a hook, and, yes, the 
sheer force of Duritz’s voice is convincing 
enough for me to give Counting Crows four 
more years. 8

Don Byron wigs out on Bug Music 
BY JON GARELICK Don Byron has organized his new 


Bug Music (Nonesuch) like a feisty argument, an erudite 
thumbed nose at jazz purism and cant of all stripes. But 


the music itself bypasses polemics and goes 
directly for your pleasure center. The 16 
tracks — all drawn from the repertoires of 
Duke Ellington, the John Kirby Orchestra, 
and the Raymond Scott Quintette — are 
bright spinning toys, engines of musical 
logic and loopy delight. 

It’s all “old” music, but probably few lis- 
teners will find it familiar. The oldest pieces 
are the Ellingtons: “The Dicty Glide,” 
“Cotton Club Stomp,” and “Blue Bubbles,” 
all from the ’20s, Ellington’s “jungle music” 
period at the Cotton Club in Harlem. John 
Kirby’s six-piece “orchestra” peaked 
around 1940 and soon disappeared. 
Raymond Scott is remembered these days, 
if at all, as a composer of hit novelty tunes 
of the ’30s and °40s and, coincidentally, 
cartoon music. 

Byron places them all on par: early 
Ellington, Scott’s novelty numbers, and the 
disreputable Kirby, who earned critical 
sneers (despite popular success) with his 
arrangements of Rimsky-Korsakov, 
Chopin, Bizet, and Tchaikovsky for jazz 
band. At first glance, Bug Music is a joke, 
just as Don Byron Plays the Music of Mickey 
Katz looked, on the face of it, like a joke 
when it came out three years ago. But 
Byron is crazy like a fox. Every project he 
undertakes has a subversive edge and musi- 
cal integrity. 

The Katz klezmer parodies gained Byron 
his greatest notoriety. The album also has 
dogged him; it’s pegged him as the African- 
American clarinettist who plays Jewish 
music. But every album (he’s now done 
four for Nonesuch) reveals a new Byron. 
On Tuskegee Experiments (1992) he 
matched his exploratory original composi- 
tions with Ellington (“Mainstem”) and 
Schumann (“Auf einer Burg”). The album 
of Katz material was bookended by two 
mournful Byron originals. Music for Six 
Musicians (1995) tinkered with Afro-Latin 
jazz forms, not only harmonically but by 
providing a political subtext, occasional 
spoken-word texts, and titles like “The 
Allure of Entanglement” and “The 
Importance of Being Sharpton.” 

All Byron’s work has been marked by his 
humor, his socio-cultural obsessions, his 
rigor as a bandleader, and his own virtuoso 
clarinet playing. And the consistency of 
each album is also unique. Mickey Katz and 
Bug Music hold up not as party jokes but as 
real music, resilient and seemingly inex- 
haustible. They not only hold up under 
repeated listenings, they’re downright 
addictive — as addictive as, say, Tosca, the 
Beastie Boys’ Check Your Head, or the early 
recordings of Thelonious Monk (pick your 
poison). 

Despite Bug Music’s disparate source 
material, it’s all of a piece. In his typically 
sharp liner notes, Byron explains that he 
chose all the composers, in part, for “their 
love of hemiola, unusual chord progres- 
sions, minutely detailed arrangements, and 
their ability to fashion pieces that explore 
the talents of individual bandmembers.” 

It’s no wonder that Byron’s painstaking, 
note-perfect re-creations sound more alive 
than the work of most repertory bands and 
revivalists. He doesn’t approach the music 
as a “specialist” in any particular genre. 
He’s a generalist with a specialist’s acumen; 
he may well be the world’s greatest living 
jazz nerd. And his range belies his depth. 
His experience with klezmer goes back to 
his student days at the New England 
Conservatory, where he helped instigate the 
current klezmer revival. His hand-picked 
ensemble on Bug Music (varying in size up 
to about 10 players) attack the pieces with 
broad experience. Their individual, idiosyn- 
cratic sounds make them better “actors” in 











these pieces than most revivalists. (Did any- 
one ever play Ellingtonian Russell Procope 
better than Byron’s alto man, Steve 
Wilson?) 

The first CDs of early Ellington brought 
the blurred ‘details of the LP era into high 
relief, but these new performances bring 
out yet more color. After a piano intro, 
“The Dicty Glide” (1929) moves into 4 
swaggering muted trumpet solo backed by 
the gentle thrum and buzz of on-the-beat 
bass and banjo, with reeds moaning gently 
in the background. On the second chorus, 
there’s a wonderful Ellington device: a one- 
note brass riff on the downbeat of each 
measure. On the RCA Ellington reissue 
(from Jubilee Stomp), it’s nothing more 
than part of the tune’s rhythmic backdrop. 
But here it’s audible as an actual chord, 
with clear voicings that turn slightly disso- 
nant the second time around. 

Perhaps in part it’s the scale of these 
pieces that allows Byron and his band — 
and engineer Tom Lazarus — to zero in on 
the details so lovingly. Cymbal hiss has 
never sounded so beautiful — and so 
essential — as it does in the Kirby sides 
with drummer Billy Hart. On Scott’s 
“Tobacco Auctioneer,” Charles Lewis’s 
muted trumpet wah-wahs are all coiled ten- 
sion over the strolling melody and beat 
(Lewis is exceptional throughout). 

Almost all the pieces here are through- 








composed (only Billy Strayhorn’s 1956 
“SNIBOR” gets a modern interpretation), 
and the details are part of each’s dramatic 
presentation; they’re narratives that contin- 
ue to unfold with new sonic events. Key to 


those events are great tunes — hummable 
melodies, fractured, paraphrased, juxta- 
posed, resolved. Scott’s “Siberian 


Sleighride” begins and ends with jingling 
sleigh bells. It’s a nice medium-tempo can- 
ter of a piece with breaks for Russian 
dances, rhythmic jokes between trumpet 
and drums, melodies and countermelodies, 
duets and trios, and a shout chorus with a 
phrase of tom-tom and tick-splash from 
drummer Joey Baron. When those sleigh 
bells return to accompany the primary 
theme, the effect is both comic and poignant 
— a midwinter’s dream where snowflakes 
and fairies have been at play. (Yes, the group 
does do Kirby’s take on Tchaikovsky, 
“Bounce of the Sugar Plum Fairies.”) 
There’s no telling where Byron will go 
next. At the Middle East recently he per- 
formed his version of rap — jazz and funk 
supporting two poets. His own pieces were 
interspersed with snatches of “April in 
Paris,” “My One and Only Love,” 
“Tangerine,” “I’ll Be There,” and “Happy 
Trails.” He’s also expressed interest in 
recording Mancini. He may never have the 
large, dance-happy audience of fellow jazz 
mavericks Medeski Martin and Wood, but 
he’s truly part of his generation’s vanguard. 
He’s achieving his goal of making a music 
“above genre,” and he’s doing it by zeroing 


in on genre and contextualizing it with keen .

The joy of Bug Music seems to 
have taken even Don Byron by sur- 
prise. “It's some happy shit,” he 
admitted in a phone call from 
Cambridge when he was in town 
recently to play at the Middle East. 
“In a way, it’s a little too happy for 
me. | like to stay a little dark.” 

How does he account for the 
vitality of his re-creations when so 
many others have tried transcrip- 
tion repertory before him? “You lis- 
ten to the records at deafening vol- 
umes and you try to get the correct 
notes,” he deadpans. “The things 
that I'm proudest of are the 
Ellington transcriptions, because 
there are so many bad Ellington 
transcriptions around, like David 
Berger at Lincoln Center. That shit 
is so incorrect!” 

Byron also credits his musicians 
with having a natural feel for the 
music's idiomatic details. “For the 
drummers especially, it wasn’t any 
stretch to sound like that. Pheeroan 
akLaff always sounded like Sonny 
Greer [of the Ellington band] to me.” 
As for the pieces themselves, he 
feels that, like Katz's work, it’s music 
that’s been “misperceived or forgot- 
ten.” And that’s where his feelings 
about ethnic identity and musical 
objectivity merge. 

“| don’t think there’s anything nov- 
elty-ish about any of this music. 
Maybe it’s a novelty for people to 
have a jazz musician [like John 
Kirby] looking at classical music. | 
don't think Mickey Katz’s music is 
novelty music, | don’t think Henry 
Mancini’s music is novelty music. It’s 
just not jazz to people who want to 
be purists about what jazz is and 
isn't.” But even Byron's definition 
gets slippery. “There’s hardly any 
improvisation in Raymond Scott's 
stuff, but you couldn't play it if you 
didn't know how to play jazz.” 

Byron further distinguishes his 
work from that of most repertory 
groups — bands who specialize in 
transcription and historically accu- 
rate performance. “There's no ‘Take 
the A Train’ [on Bug Music] or ‘Pitter 
Panther Patter.’ Even for people 
who do repertory, this is way off the 
map.” And those feelings extend to 
the musical way of life, whether it’s 
playing free jazz or jazz repertory. 
“You know, for me, playing music is 
not a life path; it’s just a thing | do. A 
lot of guys who play jazz repertory, 
it's a life path for them. Some guys 
who play jazz repertory, they drive 
‘43 Buicks and think tubes are better 
than transistors and wingtips are 
better than sneakers. And they wear 
their hair slicked back like Robert 
De Niro in New York, New York.” 
Likewise, “if | decide to play some 
free shit with [Anthony] Braxton, 
that’s cool, but I’m not going to do 
what everyone elise in the room is 
doing when | leave the room.” 

What is Don Byron's life path 
about, then? 

“| think my life path doesn’t have 
anything to do with music. It has to 
do with what | do when I'm not 
doing music, whether | rent a 
Godard movie today or a Bergman 
movie tomorrow. It's the Jim 
Thompson | just read, or the e.e. 
cummings, or the Toni Morrison. 
That’s my life. The music shit is not 
my life. It's my work.” 
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DEE DEE 
BRIDGEWATER: 
FIREWORKS 
AND FEVER 


The big news out of Montreal’s Jazz 
Festival the past couple years has been 
the singing of Dee Dee Bridgewater: 
sharp, snazzy, and explosive. In a con- 
cert at Boston’s Berklee Performance 
Center last Sunday billed as “A Tribute 
to Ella Fitzgerald,” Bridgewater was 
all of that and more. Performing with 
the Jacky Terrasson Trio, she sang the 
gamut of jazz song from deep ballads 
to funky routines to all-out head- 
bangs, showing herself to be sultry 
and crude, tender and tough, a lady 
and a demon. 

Being comfortable in the tradition, 
she sang the main body of Duke 
Ellington’s “Mood Indigo” kittenish 
in the manner of Sarah Vaughan, then 
took the coda as a soulfully horny 
swoon entirely her own. Her song 
selection certainly paid homage to 
Fitzgerald — “Undecided,” “Love for 
Sale,” “Miss Otis Regrets,” for exam- 
ple — but after singing a few touches 
in Ella’s flirtatious manner, she bent 
every song to her own funky, hard- 
bop, joke-making shape. 

Jazz song for Bridgewater is a rau- 
cous, bash-the-walls, body-walloping 
affair. In that spirit she and her trio 
used samba rhythms and walking-bass 
lines and tempos as fast as the hardest 
hard bop can handle. She also showed 
her chops as a scat singer and impro- 
viser. In “Love for Sale,” she sang the 
drummer Ali Jackson’s droll brush 
work back at him (at one point in their 
duet, his left brush moved the cymbals 
only to pull back for a couple notes: 
Bridgewater jumped on it). During 
the scat break of “Silk Stockings” she 
imitated the dulled tones of a muted 
cornet. 

In jazz singing today the terms 
“down-home guts” and “soulful cries” 
usually mean Cassandra Wilson. 
Bridgewater has clearly taken up 
Wilson’s syntax. In the early 1990s 
she sang with much more polish and 
few digressions. But Bridgewater’s 
approach to sweat-and-guts music is 
less Mississippi blues than it is John 
Coltrane. Her hard tones, like his, feel 
knife-edged, even dangerous; her soft 
notes are the last gasp of some terrific 
inner effort. She showed her 
Coltrane-ism (and her trio its melodic 
hard bop, full of switchbacks and 
inside-outs on the melody) in 
“Cottontail,” “Love for Sale,” and 
“Cherokee.” In the same vein she 
smoothed her way grandly over the 
high-society dance tune “It Was Just 
One of Those Things.” 

But Bridgewater can never really be 
called smooth. Tempestuous whether 
singing, gesturing, or talking to 
pianist Terrasson (with whom she has 
played off and on, she told the audi- 
ence, since meeting him in Paris in 
1988), she shifted style from enjoy- 
ably pretentious like Josephine Baker 
to romantically on fire. There were no 
comfortable middles in her perfor- 
mance. Ellington, whose music she 
has just paid tribute to in her new 
Prelude to a Kiss: The Duke Ellington 
Album (Philips), would probably not 
approve. The Duke’s music might 
have alluded to exotic places and sen- 
suous feelings, but it was flawlessly 
self-possessed; his solos never leaned, 
his rhythm sections did not bend, his 
melodies murmured all night long 
without developing bags under the 
eyes. Bridgewater's “Mood Indigo,” 
from the Prelude CD, leaned and bent 
and showed bags galore and worse. 
Her blues mood was a sleepless night, 
her loneliness was a full-body hurt 
and not just a shrug of the shoulders. 
Ellington was unflappable, cool, the 
dandy no matter how much it hurt. 
Bridgewater let all that stuff go. She 
wore loud, tie-dye colors. Her head 
was shaved. Her soul was both. The 
music, too. It was a fireworks and 
fever evening.

LIBERALQUINO 
AND NAVARRO: 
LATIN GUITAR 
GENIUS 


Their names are not easy. Neither is 
the music they play. But these two 
young acoustic guitarists from the 
Latin world are well worth getting to 
know. Brazil’s Nenéu Liberalquino and 
Cuba’s José Angel Navarro have new 
releases that are guaranteed to thrill 
solo-guitar fans but are also notewor- 
thy for the way they extend the techni- 
cal possibilities of the world’s most ver- 
satile instrument. 

The cover photo on Liberalquino’s 
Aquarela do Brasil (GHA/Qualitron) 
tells his story. Not much taller than 
his classical guitar is long, 
Liberalquino lays his instrument on a 
stand before him and plays it like a 
keyboard, allowing him to fret with 
all five fingers of his left hand, 
stretching for intervals and positions 
no conventional guitarist could man- 
age. Navarro, on the other hand, 
kneels on the head of a conga drum 
and uses his guitar to paddle through 
a sea of honey on the cover of his 
debut release, Miel (Ashé/Rounder). 
But the musical feat he manages — 
transposing the astoundingly subtle 
and complex rhythms of Cuban reli- 
gious drumming onto the guitar — is 
no mere stunt. 

Brazil has a long tradition of guitar 
virtuosity, from the expansive har- 
monies and rhythms of classical-gui- 
tar composer Heitor Villa-Lobos to 


.the powerful nuances of the great 


bossa nova players. Liberalquino 
touches on plenty of that history — 
samba, choro, bossa, and baiao — 
while including four elegant original 
compositions within the 15 short 
tracks on this, his second release. His 





breathless rendition of the famous 
samba “Aquarela do Brasil” certainly 
stands out. But mostly he focuses on 
slower, more expressive material, as in 
his lush reading of the Tom Jobim 
classic “Insensatez.” Liberalquino’s 
impeccable technique and velvet tone 
let him squeeze every drop of seduc- 
tive romanticism out of this well-cho- 
sen material. 

Navarro’s Miel is more brilliant and 
challenging still. He too draws on tra- 
dition, but whereas Liberalquino has 
methodically studied the guitar mas- 
ters, Navarro is self-taught. The eight 
original tracks incorporate music 
never intended for guitar. Navarro’s 
ability to sustain multiple rhythmic 
voices at the same time — precisely 
rendering the round tones and knotty 
interplay found in classical Cuban 
drumming — is a phenomenon rela- 
tively unexplored in the guitar reper- 
toire. But he delivers more than an 
eye-popping freak show. This is spiri- 
tual music, inspired by the Yoruba 
religion that Africans brought to Cuba 
centuries ago. Navarro’s long, organ- 
ic explorations move through lovely 
guitaristic passages with dreamy 
tremolos and pregnant pauses, into 
jamming barrages of snap, crackle, 
and pop. The old you-can’t-believe- 
it’s-just-one-guitar remark was never 
more apt. Miel, by the way, comes as 
one of three fresh releases from a new 
label presenting mostly Afro- 
Caribbean music, Ashé. If the folks 
there have more surprises like 
Navarro up their sleeves, their future 
looks bright indeed. 

Many guitar legends have remarked 
that control of rhythm ultimately dis- 
tinguishes the best players. By this 
standard, the guitarists of the Latin 
world have to rank as the best on the 
planet. Liberalquino and Navarro 
make the case as well as their most 
distinguished predecessors ever did.

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A country legend speaks to everyone

Unchained (American) called “I Never Picked Cotton.” I first heard it 
in the 60s, snuggled in my Doctor Dentons while watching Cash’s TV 


show — the program that broke 
songwriters Bob Dylan, Joni 
Mitchell, and Kris Kristofferson 


That song chilled and fascinated 
me. It’s the story of a wild young 
bad-ass driven by his dirt-farm- | 
poor childhood to a life of babes, | 
cars, and crime. Each verse ups _ | 
the ante until he kills a man and 
awaits his fate on the gallows. 
The chorus packs the iron fist of 
a punch line, his last words: “But 
I never picked cotton/Like my

something glamorous and cool 
about gangsters. Maybe it was 


because both of my grandfathers 
had died young working in 
coalmines. And my family was liv- 
ing in a two-room apartment, so 
we weren’t exactly breaking bread 
with the Kennedys. For whatever 
reason, I’ve carried this song in 
my craw for some 30 years — as 
I have so many of Cash’s numbers 
that I first heard in childhood. 
And as so many other people who 
heard his work at an early age do 
too. 

It’s by now a truism that Cash’s 
plainspoken songs, delivered in 
his unglamorous baritone, boast 
the clarity and resilience of great 
American folktales. Cash’s stories 
are libations from the richest well- 
springs of country music tradi- 
tion, as memorable as the legends 
of John Henry and Harriet 
Tubman and Jesse James and 
Daniel Boone. Both real and 
imagined, his heroes and villains 
are immediately recognizable and 
understood by anyone who’s will- 
ing to listen with an open mind. 








(If you don’t get Johnny Cash, 
you got a hole in your soul.) And 
it doesn’t matter whether he’s 
written a song or adopted it — as 
is the case with numbers by Beck, 
Tom Petty, Soundgarden, the 
Louvin Brothers, and even Dean 
Martin on Unchained. Once he 
gets his teeth into a tune, it’s his. 
No arguments. In that respect, 
you could compare him to Billie 
Holiday, though Cash still prefers 
to dress in darker colors. 

What’s cool and profound 
about Unchained is what’s always 
made his best work resonate. The 
conflict — and the connections 
— between right and wrong, 
between the spiritual and the 


material, that’s distinctly 
American . ._ well, distinctly 
human . . . is shot all through it. 


So finding “Unchained,” a prayer 
for inner peace, just after the pro- 
tagonist of “I Never Picked 
Cotton” is left ready to twist in 
the wind feels right. As does his 
hymn to the road, “I’ve Been

Although 1994’s American 
Recordings, Cash’s first collabora- 
tion with the wickedly wise produc- 
er/label owner Rick Rubin, resur- 
rected the 64-year-old performer’s 
career in the pop mainstream, it 
was an acoustic album — atypical 
of his great band recordings of the 
"50s and ’60s. Unchained returns 
to arrangements that bear more of 
the Cash trademark: simple 2/4 
rhythms, acoustic guitar and piano 
twined ’round a stiff spine of bass 
and drums, and occasional killer 
guitar licks and riffs adding punc- 





coda of “Rusty Cage” 
growls, but at the same tempo 
and respectful volume Cash’s 
voice has always demanded from 
its accomplices. 

Unchained lives up to the old 
saw “If it ain’t broke, don’t fix 
it.” Left in the dust by coun- 
try’s late-’70s/’80s ever-slick- 
ening pop inclinations, Cash 
found his career broke.

song; their best bits are thought- 
out hooks made for radio or video 
repetition, with light garnishings 
of psychedelia (i.e., funny noises).

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Noise-pop royals Fe 
New Radiant Storm King up the song thing y 
BY BRETT MILANO Maybe it’s a western-Massachusetts 


inferiority-complex thing. But of all the club shows I can remember 
seeing over the last 10 years, there are two that stand out as being the 





most ear-blisteringly loud, and 
west-Mass bands were responsi- 
ble for both. 

The first was a_ late-’80s 
Dinosaur Jr. show at the Rat, 
which I swear could be heard in 
parts of the Fenway. The second 
was a New Radiant Storm King 
show earlier this year — and 
though that one took place at the 
Middle East, I’d swear it could 
still be heard in parts of the 
Fenway. 

Dino Jr. may have changed 
their ways over the years; in fact, 
J] Mascis was barely audible when 
he hit the Middle East for an 
acoustic show last year. But New 
Radiant Storm King are still com- 
mitted to thebig guitar blur. 

“We do pride ourselves on 
being loud,” says bassist/singer 
Matt Hunter, calling from a pay 
phone somewhere outside 
Chicago during a tour last week. 
“Either that or we just can’t help 
it. I can’t speak for the rest of the 
band [singer/guitarist Peyton 





Pinkerton and drummer Garrett 
Fintes], but it’s hard for me to be 
really enthusiastic unless I’m 
being assaulted by what’s coming 
out of my amp. Our songs nowa- 
days are more on the mellow side 
— at least not as abrasive as we 
used to be — so the volume is a 
crucial part of the sound. It’s the 
only remaining abrasive element, 
for the most part.” 

Sure enough, the new 
Hurricane Necklace — a major- 
label debut of sorts, since their 
label, Grass, is now distributed 
by BMG — tilts the noise/song 
ratio a little differently from what 
they’ve done in the past; the pop 
structures and the guitar out- 
bursts are now on equal footing. 
Which raises the question of 
whether they’ll do a Buffalo Tom 
and wind up with a largely 
acoustic sound three albums 
from now. 

“God, I hope not,” replies 
Hunter. “I suppose anything’s 
possible, but if we whip out the 





acoustic guitars, I hope that’s not 
what we turn into. The difference 
with this album is that we used to 
write songs around instrumental 
dynamics, and the focus this time 
was more on coming up with an 
emotionally satisfying piece — 
that’s a sign of our aging, I sup- 
pose.” (In fact, these guys are in 
their ripe old mid 20s, having 
graduated from Hampshire 
College two years ago.) The band 
hit the Middle East for a CD- 
release party this Saturday, 
November 9. 

If you’re thinking that the idea 
of distortion-filled pop songs with 
nonlinear lyrics is familiar by now 
— well, you’re right. What Storm 
King offer is a well-built mouse- 
trap rather than a sparkling new 
invention. Comparisons with 
Volcano Suns, Polvo, Archers of 
Loaf, and Sonic Youth wouldn’t 
be far amiss. But they bristle at 
the “lo-fi” and “slacker rock” 
descriptions that have been 
thrown at them in the past. The

first because it was never accurate 
in their case, the second because 
nobody’s sure what it means. “We 
think that ‘slacker rock’ means ‘it 
sounds like Pavement but we 
don’t really want to say that,’ ” 
Hunter offers. 

They did, however, inadver- 
tently inspire one of lo-fi’s defin- 
ing moments, the Guided by 
Voices song “I Am a Scientist,” 
whose lyrical idea was cribbed 
from a Storm King song. “When 
we first met [GbV’s] Bob Pollard, 
he said that he heard the words ‘I 
am an astronaut’ in our song ‘The 
Opposing Engineer Sleeps Alone’ 
and took that as the idea for ‘I Am 
a Scientist.’ So we thought it 
would be cute and clever if we did 
the split-single thing.” 

Indeed, a single of the two 
bands covering each other’s songs

came out on Chunk last year. And 
though they don’t sound much 
alike musically, Storm King share 
GbV’s attraction to lyrics whose 
secret meaning may be anyone’s 
guess. “I have times when I don’t 
figure out a song until six months 
later,” Hunter admits. “On the 
new album, I wrote the words to 
‘Drool’ about 10 minutes before it 
was recorded. Listening to it now, 
I realize it’s about insomnia.” 

As for the danger of getting lost 
in the loud-guitar shuffle, he 
notes that “there’s nothing you 
can do about it; the industry is 
more willing to take a shot on 
things that are generic. Loud 
bands with pop songs are a dime 
a dozen nowadays, the difference 
being that the vast majority of 
them aren’t worth a shit.” New 
Radiant Storm King are.

DANDO DOES ALCOHOL! Whether 
you enjoyed the Lemonheads show at 
Avalon last week probably depended on 
what you thought of the recent car button 
cloth (Tag/Atlantic), since that’s the major- 
ity of what they played. I’m partial to the 
darker numbers on the new album myself 
— “Losing Your Mind” made an especial- 
ly good guitar demolition on stage — but 
the cheers were louder whenever the band 
kicked into an older number from the 1992 
commercial breakthrough, It’s a Shame 
About Ray. (Interesting to note that the 
album in between, Come On Feel the 
Lemonheads, was ignored save for “Into 
Your Arms,” and that the whole set clocked 
in at barely an hour.) 

The line-up has already changed since 
the new album’s release, with former 
Lemonhead/Blake Baby/Antennae member 
John Strohm (or “John Fuckin’ Strohm, 
man” as he was frequently introduced) 
coming back in on guitar — a good choice, 
since working arena-rock guitar moves 
into a pop context was always Strohm’s 
specialty. 

Most notable, however, was the Big 
Local Rock Moment that ended the show: 
after doing an acoustic song to start the 
encore, Dando brought on “a real fuckin’ 
rock star’-— namely Gang Green leader 
Chris Doherty — who joined him for a 
sensitive, acoustic version of that band’s 
classic “Alcohol.” You’ve never heard two 
guys sound quite so earnest about the time- 
less sentiments expressed therein (particu- 
larly on the song’s generation-defining 
chorus: “You got the beer/We got the 
time/You got the coke/Gimme a line” — 
which they performed while pointing at 
each other). At the Rat a week earlier, 
Dando paid similar tribute to John Felice 
by covering a Real Kids number. 

On stage Dando still comes across as a 
fuck-up, but a likable fuck-up. There were 
a lot of long digressions between songs as 
he apologized for the quality of his voice 
(which had occasional hoarseness, but 
nothing too noticeable). And at one point, 
after giving an especially crude reason why 
he prefers post-teen women, he noted, 
“Hey, everybody knows that teenyboppers 
don’t go to see the Lemonheads anymore.” 
They probably won’t after this tour, but the 
band will be back to play WBCN’s 
Christmas party next month. 


PENDULUM FLOORS. You want serious 
weirdness? The Pendulum Floors got it. 
Imagine two sisters, one a punk poet and 
the other a psychedelic garage rocker, 











recording an EP in their bedroom using a 
Sony Walkman. Their EP Whatever 
Happened to the Pendulum Floors? (on 
Villa Villakula) fits six brief tracks onto a 
seven-inch, including some spontaneous 
spoken-word bits, a couple of skeletal rock 
songs, and a strange digression or two. 

Why should you care? Because the sis- 
ters are Audrey Clark, of the recently-dis- 
banded 360s, and Laurie Kramer, late of 
the Paper Squares, whose best work has 
always been psychedelic in spirit if not in 
sound. “A Bedroom Song” features Clark 
playing the optigan, a cheapo American 
keyboard that was briefly marketed in the 
60s and sounded like a mellotron, except 
tinnier and spookier. “Prozac” is a scary 
reading of Kramer’s that deals with a 
manic-depressive episode, with some 
appropriately grisly guitar played by Clark. 
Don’t look for the 360s’ polished garage 
rock on this EP, just for the weird spirits 
that always lurked in the corners. 


COMING UP. Since he last hit town with 
Come for back-up, Steve Wynn has assem- 
bled a killer band whose members include 
our own Rich Gilbert on lead guitar; he’s 
back at T.T. the Bear’s Place tonight 
(Thursday). Mistle Thrush are at the Middle 
East with Poundcake and Incinerator, and 
Tree headline the Rat . . . Despite what the 
ads say, it’s not quite the “original” 
Stranglers who play the Rat tomorrow 
(Friday) — frontman Hugh Cornwell 
jumped ship a few years ago — but the 
long-running Brit-punk trailblazers are oth- 
erwise intact and should be worth catching. 
Meanwhile, New Orleans’s Cowboy Mouth, 
who tore up Mama Kin two months ago, are 
back with the Mudhens co-headlining. The 
Spies and the Varmints are at Club 
Bohemia; Black #9 play the 935 Beacon 
Club. And the non-talking Heads begin two 
nights at the Paradise. 

Underball’s CD-release party is at the 
Rat on Saturday, Chinstrap are at the 
Linwood, and Buffalo Tom play some new 
material at T.T.’s with Buttercup open- 
ing . . . Janet LaValley and the Candy 
Butchers play an AIDS Action party at 
Mama Kin Sunday; the much-hyped Kula 
Shaker play the Paradise with the charming 
Rasputina Country hero Jim 
Lauderdale is at the Middle East on 
Monday . . . Cake are at Axis Wednesday; 
the Fixx attempt a comeback at the 
Paradise. And Simon Townshend, who 
plays in his big brother’s rather famous 
band at the Centrum this week, hits the 
House of Blues. &

SENSITIVE ‘ALCOHOL’? Gang Greén’ 's Chris Doherty appears to be going on

Fleisher and Spano, Zimerman and Rattle 


BY LLOYD SCHWARTZ The BSO is on a roll. After a shaky start 
under Seiji Ozawa — including a Mahler Fifth Symphony with a slow 
movement that may well have set a new world’s record for endurance 


(twice the length Mahler himself 
suggested) and inertness — the 
orchestra blossomed behind two 
extraordinary guest pianists and 
under two of its best guest con- 
ductors. 

First there was the stirring 
return of Leon Fleisher, playing 
with both hands for the first time 
at Symphony Hall in more than 
40 years. The solution — if not 
the cure — to Fleisher’s longtime 
problems with his right hand is 
one of the few unadulteratedly 
good pieces of musical news. Last 
summer he played Mozart’s A- 
major Concerto, K.414, at 
Tanglewood under Ozawa. Here, 
with former BSO assistant con- 
ductor Robert Spano (who now 
directs the Brooklyn Philhar- 
monic), his playing was even 
more confident and secure, more 
radiantly beautiful and, as a 
result, even more deeply moving. 

The mystery of Mozart — 
which both Fleisher and Spano 
understand — is that under the 





surface elegance beats a conflicted 
human heart as complex as 
Beethoven’s or Mahler’s — or 
Tolstoy’s. By the time Mozart 
wrote K.414, his music was more 
stupefyingly gorgeous than ever, 
but never just gorgeous (never just 
one of anything). Fleisher, with 
Spano, conveyed these hidden 
depths by riding the dazzling sur- 
face — precise and articulate — 
over a rhythmic undercurrent that 
was not merely (as with Ozawa) 
lively but had a coiled-spring ten- 
sion, ever alert to the slightest 
shifts in the emotional direction 
(which are perhaps more subtle in 
Mozart than in any other great 
composer), that gave the music a 
vital, breathing energy. 

The first movement scintillated: 
sparks flew, and sparkled. The 
slow movement revealed the 
solemnity beneath the glistening 
lyricism. The incomplete, broken- 
off phrases in Fleisher’s cadenza, 
and all the repeated cascades of 
descending trills, have never con- 





veyed such poignant resignation. 
And the Allegretto finale, with its 
buoyant chords and trills, never 
seemed so much like a decision to 
face and enjoy whatever the world 
has to offer in spite of what one 
might be suffering inside. 

Spano surrounded the Mozart 
with the American premiere of a 
leisurely, colorful, and finally very 
touching suite from Benjamin 
Britten’s last opera, Death in 
Venice (using almost all the 
orchestral music, arranged by 
Steuart Bedford, who conducted 
the opera’s world premiere), and 
a shimmering, exuberant, yet ele- 
gant performance of an old BSO 
specialty, Mendelssohn’s Italian 
Symphony. 

Bernard Haitink may be the 
BSO’s principal guest conductor, 
but the most consistently exciting 
and satisfying guest conductor 
has been Sir Simon Rattle. Last 
week, Rattle was back with 
pianist Krystian Zimerman, and 
their collaboration produced the

most thrilling live performance of 
the Brahms D-minor Piano 
Concerto I’ve ever heard. For 
once, the concerto wasn’t about 
how hard it is to play. Rattle’s 
thoughtful — thought-through — 
conception seemed to be about 
the relation between two opposite 
ways of living through time. The 
opening theme of the first move- 
ment, concentrated and forceful, 
was a controlled dynamo; the sec- 
ond theme — daringly slow and 
mysterious, freely flowing, undu- 
lating, more like romantic Wagner 
(Brahms’s arch rival) than classi- 
cal Brahms — was about another 
kind of time: dreamlike, time-less, 
the piano suddenly intimate, veri- 
tably swooning. The drama of the 
concerto lay in the structural and 
emotional dynamics between 
these two kinds of time. 

In the slow movement, 
Zimerman’s descending chromat- 
ic scales floated earthward unpre- 
dictably, reluctantly, like late-

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autumn leaves — you never knew 
where each note was going to fall 
— yet all in a single breath, or 
sigh. Then the last movement 
erupted with an uplifting rhyth- 
mic zip. Zimerman mowed down 
the overwhelming technical hur- 
dies, and the orchestra was with 
him every inch of the way. Things 
that get glossed over in most per- 
formances — piquant pizzicati, 
or a rhythmically asymmetrical 
fugue in the finale that prefigures, 
of all people, Stravinsky — 
became flesh. 

Rattle completed his program 
with Barték’s Music for Strings, 
Percussion, and Celesta — one of 
Ozawa’s big showpieces. But 
Rattle had the orchestra playing 
for mystery and meaning, too, so 
that by the omnium gatherum of 
the conclusion, it was far more 
than just the listener’s ears that 
were caught up in the turbulent 
gossamer of Barték’s musical 
web. &

This is an album for 
jazz fans who cherish memories of 
the earliest John Gilmore and 
AACM recordings, zeniths of the 
Chicago avant-garde sound. Harris 
has been associated with AACM 
and has performed with Muhal 
Richard Abrams, but he has a 
unique sound, both as a tenor-sax- 
man and as a composer. His vibra- 
to can be as broad as Albert 
Ayler’s, and his screaming multi- 
phonics recall Coltrane's wildest 
expressions. But these aspects of 
his sax sound find a home in tightly 
arranged big-band settings, spot- 
lighting melodically engaging origi- 
nal compositions. “Bossa Joya” is 
a bossa nova with an edgy 
Chicago feel. “Sabacon” is a prob- 
ing and moody modal exploration. 
Harris receives powerhouse sup- 
port from many of Chicago's best. 
In fact, Boaz McGee is simply the 
most dynamic baritone-sax player 
I've heard since Hamiet Bluiett 
entered the jazz world. Harris gets 
my vote for talent deserving wider 
recognition, and this disc is one of 
the year’s best.

the patina of experience. He has 
chosen to showcase the tender

(1996). Eric Rohmer's blithe, 
splendidly arch, diabolically plotted 
triptych of romantic infidelities is 
his most satisfying and provoking 
since 1986's Summer. Most ellipti- 
cal and poetic of the episodes is 
“Mother and Child 1907,” which 
brings more insight into love and 
the artistic process in its meticu- 
lous 30 minutes than the bloated, 
clueless two-plus hours of Sur- 
viving Picasso. Unfolded with a 
brisk transparency of style, 
Rendezvous combines sublime 
effervescence, formal elegance, 
and uncompromising insight into 
the familiar flaws and unacknowl- 
edged strengths of those seeking 
love.

***x ROMEO & JULIET (1996). 
Is it Shakespeare? Is it tragedy or 
farce? The best thing is to ignore 
such questions and succumb to 
director Baz Luhrmann's outpour- 
ing of effervescent bad taste, 
wicked wit, surreal imagery, and 
crude, campy good humor. In the 
film's synthesized setting, Verona 
Beach, tabloid headlines and TV 
news footage illustrate the “new 
mutiny/Where civil blood makes 
civil hands unclean” between the 
Montague and Capulet clans.

(who attends the Capulet masked 
ball high on acid) and Claire 
Danes as Juliet capture the 
stunned joy of adolescent first love 
in a series of beautifully rendered 








moments. But not all is slapstick 
and smooching in Verona City as 
Luhrmann demonstrates a flair for 
darkness and doom after the lumi- 
nous exultation of the couple's 
secret marriage.

**xROPE (1948). A failure in its 
time, Alfred Hitchcock's version of 
the Patrick Hamilton play inspired 
by the Leopold-Loeb case (and 
adapted for the screen by Arthur 
Laurents and Hume Cronyn) still 
has a reputation among Hitchcock 
buffs as one of his most daring 
pictures, because it's the most 
highly experimental. He shot it in 
two takes (more or less), burying 
the camera in a dark spot like the 
back of an actor's jacket whenever 
he had to reload. Perverse Rope 
most assuredly it is; daring it isn't. 
The peculiar directorial approach 
makes already stagebound materi- 
al even stagier, and the acting (by 
John Dall and Farley Granger as 
the murderous esthetes, and 
James Stewart as their law profes- 
sor) is way over the top.

Werner Herzog’s film portrays the 
fierce battle between two moun- 
tain climbers trying to conquer the 
world’s most difficult mountain, the 
Cerro Torre in Patagonia.

At the center of British director 
Mike Leigh’s stunning ensemble 
piece is London factory-worker 
Cynthia (Brenda Blethyn), her 
sour-tempered, street-sweeper 
daughter (Claire Rushbrook), her 
teddy-bearish brother (Timothy 
Spall), and his upwardly mobile 
wife (Phyllis Logan). Into their lives 
comes a young black optometrist 
(Marianne Jean-Baptiste), who is 
astounded to discover that white 
Cynthia is her birth mother. 
Cynthia, who has repressed the 
memory of the conception and has 
never seen the daughter she gave 
up, is equally stunned.

Director Burns plays Mickey, 
a jive-talking romantic cabbie who 
moons after ex-wife Heather (an 
exuberantly malign and seductive 
Cameron Diaz) but takes a gradu- 
ate-student fare (Maxine Bahns, 
Burns's real-life girlfriend) from 
Manhattan to New Orleans and 
comes back married to her, even 
though she’s planning to move to 
Paris. Meanwhile Mickey's sleazy 
successful stockbroker brother, 
Francis (the wonderful Michael 
McGlone), is sleeping with 
Heather while cheating on his 
long-suffering sex-starved wife, 
Rene (Jennifer Aniston).

After a 
string of clunkers, director Barry 
Levinson rebounds (sort of) with 
this story of four boys growing up 
in Hell's Kitchen during the late 
‘60s, where their heroes range 
from mobster King Benny (Vittorio 
Gassman) to down-to-earth priest 
Father Bobby (Robert De Niro). 
The boys’ lives change after they 
Steal a hot-dog vender’s cart and 
injure a passer-by. Sent to reform 
school, they are subjected to sex- 
ual abuse from the guards, who 
are led by Sean Nokes (Kevin 
Bacon). It's when the film fast-for- 
wards to the boys’ lives as adults 
that it loses believability. Lorenzo 
(Jason Patric), the film’s narrator, 
who is now a writer, and Michael, 
a district attorney (Brad Pitt), join 
forces to prove their obviously 
guilty boyhood pals Tommy (Billy 
Crudup) and John (Ron Eldard) 
innocent of Nokes’s murder and 
bring the reform school down. 
Ending the movie is a sillier-than- 
O.J. trial that’s held together by 
Dustin Hoffman's funny perfor- 
mance as a bumbling, alcoholic 
defense attorney.

***1/2 SMALL FACES (1996). 
Set in Glasgow in 1968, it’s the 
brutal and magical tale of the three 
MacLean brothers who live with 
their widowed mother in the center 
of an urban inferno. The two 
younger brothers (Joseph McFad- 
den, lain Robertson) study art, and 
avoid for the most part, the brutali- 
ty of the street.

PITY (1970). Marcel Ophuls's 
four-and-a-half-hour account of 
the German occupation of France, 
as seen through the eyes of the 
citizens of a small town called 
Clemont-Ferrand. This is simply 
one of the most trenchant and stir- 
ring documentaries ever made, 
celebrating the French under- 
ground but also indicting all those 
French who were collaborators, 
who helped in the deportation of 
the French Jews. Among those 
interviewed: former prime minister 
Pierre Mendes-France, recounting 
his escape from prison, and a pair 
of farmer brothers who fought in 
the Resistance. Ophuls also talks 
with Anthony Eden, Britain’s war 
secretary in 1940, as well as an 
officer in the French division of the 
SS and a man who claims he 
never saw any Germans in 
Clement-Ferrand. All in all, this is 
one of those rare movies that can 
be said to make a genuine contri- 
bution to both art and history.

NER (1996). Better than the typi- 
cal Stephen King book-to-film flop, 
this horror fest gets jump-started 
by an act of fellatio gone awry 
when a distracted attorney (Robert 
John Burke) accidentally mows 
down the matriarchal hag of a 
Gypsy clan. In retribution the 
Gypsy chieftain puts a curse on 
the Connecticut blueblood and his 
legal cronies after they get the 
vehicular manslaughter charges 
dropped. Naturally the chubby 
hubby loses weight faster than any 
Jenny Craig or Slimfast program 
could hope for. But the attorney 
and his wife are archetypal por- 
traits of white-collar greed, and the 
Gypsies are little more than sadis- 
tic tormentors and thieves. At least 
Joe Mantegna is refreshing as the 
mobster who goes to-to-tee with 
the Gypsies.

Mike (Fav- 
reau), an aspiring comic who in his 
move from Queens to LA lost his 
girlfriend and most of his self- 
esteem. To help him out, his odd- 
ball friends gear him up in retro

music, martinis, and other bohemi- 
an thrills from the Eisenhower era.

(1996). Tom Hanks’s writing and 
directing debut recalls his Oscar- 
acceptance speeches: heartfelt 
but on the corny side. Set in 1964, 
this rags-to-records tale chronicles 
the meteoric rise of a Beatle- 
esque band, the Wonders (as in 
one-hit), and their catchy single 








“That Thing You Do!” The archety- 
pal band members include a high- 
strung lead singer (Jonathan 
Schaech), wise-ass guitar player

Embry), and nice-guy drummer 
(Tom Everett Scott) whose heart 
secretly thumps for jazz percus- 
sion and the quartet's dependable 
gal-pal (Liv Tyler).

Yet despite a trio of remarkable 
performances and some breath- 
takingly human sex scenes, most 
of the nearly three-hour love story 
is draggy and overdeliberate. 
Daniel Day-Lewis gives a sly, orig- 
inal performance as Tomas, a 
brain surgeon and master seducer 
who enjoys his power over 
women. The movie is about his 
relationships with Sabina (Lena 
Olin), an artist who prizes inde- 
pendence as much as he does, 
and Tereza (Juliette Binoche), the

around midway point, when the 
Soviets invade Czechoslovakia, in 
August 1968.
